(p.  495). 

The  Tax  on  Shops  in  Cape  Colony ;  Adam  Smith  and  Pitt 
on  shop  taxes;  the  Warranty,  and  tho  Sunday  Closing  of 
Pharmacies  are  "  Xrayscr's "  principal  topics  this  week 
(p.  505). 

-  The  amalgamation  of  Canadian  wholesale  drug-houses  is 
now  complete,  subject  to  the  settlement  later  on  of  a  few 
important  points.  A  reduction  in  tho  number  of  travellers 
seems  to  be  the  chief  advantage  secured  (p.  508). 

The  New  Poisons  Regulations  of  Orange  River  Colony 
have  a  direct  interest  to  manufacturers  of  proprietaries,  and 
the  Secretary  of  tho  Society  invites  expressions  of  opinion 
from  home  manufacturers  who  arc  touched  by  them  (p.  499). 

Mr.  G.  A.  Chamiton,  of  Durban,  in  an  address  to  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Natal,  gave  interesting  particulars 
about  tho  training  of  apprentices  in  the  Colony  and  of  tho 
practice  of  medicine  by  the  natives,  suggesting  more 
thorough  examination  of  native  drugs  (p.  498). 

A  Much  Quieter  Feeling  is  evident  in  tho  drug  and  chemi- 
cal markets.  Ipecac,  and  quicksilver  are  dearer.  American 
peppermint  oil  is  firmer,  as  are  chamomiles,  manufacturing 
cinchonas,  cassia  oil,  and  petroleum.  Manna,  castor  and  cod- 
liver  oils  are  easier.    Japanese  antimony  is  lower  (p.  519). 

In  consequence  of  the  failure  of  the  appeal  by  Messrs. 
Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.,  Cape  Town,  regarding  tho  chemists' 
shop  licence  not  covering  the  sale  of  sundries  (see  p.  502), 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  Colony  has  decided  to 
start  a  guarantee  fund  to  protect  the  interests  of  chemists 
(p.  498). 

We  report  still  further  the  proceedings  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association  at  Atlantic  City,  dealing  with 
the  President's  address,  and  giving  abstracts  of  more  of  tho 
papers,  some  of  which  deal  with  shop  questions.  There  are 
also  included  two  group  photographs  of  leading  officers 
(p.  523).

Qualitative  Analysis  for  Junior  Students. 
A  MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
September  26,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the  follow- 
ing day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
October  7.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of 
the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents 
detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  acci- 
dental impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the  essential 
constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Special  Notice. — The  prizes  in  this  series  of  analyses 
will  be  awarded  only  to  apprentices  or  assistants  who  are 
preparing  for  the  Qualifying  examination  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland,  which  fact 
must  be  attested  on  their  reports.  Others  may  obtain 
specimens  of  the  mixture  of  salts,  and  their  reports  will 
be  separately  adjudicated,  but  they  will  be  regarded  as 
hors  concours.  Correspondents  who  do  not  state  that  they 
are  preparing  for  a  qualifying  examination  will  be  included 
in  the  latter  list. 

Analytical  Tournament. 
In  continuance  of  the  practice  for  a  number  of  years  past, 
we  now  intimate  an  offer  of  special  prizes  for  competition  in 
an  analytical  tournament  extending  over  the  six  months  from 
November  1905  to  April  1906.  The  customary  monthly  first 
and  second  prizes  of  books  will  be  awarded  only  to  students 
who  are  preparing  for  the  qualifying  pharmaceutical  ex- 
aminations in  Great  Britain  or  in  Ireland,  whereas  the  special 
tournament  prizes  will  be  awarded  to  the  three  students, 
irrespective  of  qualification,  who  obtain  the  highest  aggre- 
gate marks  for  the  six  exercises.  An  exercise  which  will  be 
announced  in  our  issue  of  October  21  will  form  the  opening 
competition  of  the  tournament,  and  it  will  be  followed  by 
other  analytical  exercises  during  the  succeeding  five  months. 
The  tournament  is  calculated  to  provide  students — and  more 
particularly  those  who  work  independently — with  a  useful 
periodical  test  of  their  progress  in  chemical  analysis;  and, 
besides,  it  enables  qualified  students  who  have  not  passed 
the  Major  examination  to  rank  for  a  prize  at  the  end  of  the 
winter  session  without  competing  with  junior  students  for 
the  monthly  prizes.  All  pharmaceutical  students  are  in- 
vited to  participate  in  the  tournament,  and  they  are  advised, 
by  way  of  preparation  for  it,  to  obtain  samples  of  the  powder 
offered  for  analysis  in  the  present  issue  and  to  practise 
upon  it.

Stereochemistry. 

By  W.  W.  Taylor,  M.A.,  D.Sc. 
Position  Isomerism  in  Ring-  Compounds. 

Ring- formation  prevents  the  free  rotation  of  the  car- 
bon atoms  just  as  the  double  linking  does  in  ethylene 
compounds,  and  this  gives  rise  to  stereoisomerism  of  the 
same  kind — e.g.,  there  are  two  stereoisomers  benzene 
hexachlorides,  C0H6C16,  two  p-hydroxy-hexamethylenes, 
CGH10(OH),,  and  especially  many  pairs  of  polymethylene 
dicarboxylic  acids,  such  as  the  two  trimethylene  dicarboxylic 
acids,  two  hexahydrophthalic  acids,  and  two  hexahydro- 
terephthalic  acids.  These  isomers  exhibit  most  of  the  dif- 
ferences of  physical  and  chemical  properties  already  de- 
scribed for  malenoid  (cis)  and  fumaroid  (trans)  forms.  The 
general  similarity  is  shown  by  the  formula;  of  maleic  acid 
and  the  cis  hexahydrophthalic  acid  :

The  more  stable  form  is  easily  obtained  from  the  other  by 
heating  with  hydrochloric  acid,  and  the  less  stable  form  is 
generally  the  product  of  direct  hydrogenisation. 

Stereochemistry  of  Nitrogen. 

The  two  kinds  of  stereoisomerism  of  carbon  compounds — 
that  of  molecular  asymmetry  accompanied  by  optical 
activity,  and  that  of  position-isomerism  of  doubly-linked 
carbon  compounds — are  found  also  in  nitrogen  compounds ; 
it  will  not  be  necessary,  therefore,  to  deal  with  them  at  great 
length.  But  in  the  case  of  nitrogen  there  is  a  want  of  sim- 
plicity, caused  by  the  variable  valency  of  nitrogen,  in 
which  respect  it  differs  markedly  from  carbon.  Thus  the 
question  of  the  space-model  which  best  represents  the  nitro- 
gen atom  is  by  no  means  easy  to  decide. 

There  are,  however,  certain  well-established  facts  which 
throw  some  light  upon  the  question ;  thus,  many  attempts 
have  been  made  to  prepare  optically-active  stereoisomers  of 
an  asymmetric  trivalent  nitrogen  compound  of  the  type 
Nabc,  corresponding  to  Cabcd,  but  without  success.  From 
this  it  is  concluded  that  the  nitrogen  atom  and  the  three 
atoms  or  groups  united  with  it  are  all  in  the  same  plane,  and, 
as  the  three  valencies  are  apparently  alike,  the  arrangement 
of  the  groups  a,  b,  c  round  N  is  that  of  the  corners  of  an 
equilateral  triangle  round  its  centre.  The  two  supplemen- 
tary valencies  which  made  up  N  v  are  probably  different  from 
the  other  three,  as  they  are  only  active  in  exceptional  circum- 
stances, and  a  three-dimensional  arrangement  is  necessary 
on  the  assumption  that  these  two  groups  are  equidistant  from 
the  other  three. 

Asymmetric  Nitrogen  Compounds. 

The  absence  of  optical  activity  in  compounds  of  the  type 
Nabc  has  already  been  mentioned.  Nor,  as  was  thought 
probable,  are  active  com/pounds  of  the  type  Na2bcd  known, 
but  the  completely  asymmetric  quinquivalent  nitrogen  com- 
pounds, Nabcde,  the  substituted  ammonium  salts,  can  exist 
in  optically  active  forms.  In  some  cases  it  has  not  been 
found  possible  to  resolve  the  synthetic,  inactive  (racemic) 
compound  into  the  active  isomers ;  this  may  be  because  the 
optical  activity  is  very  small,  or  that  owing  to  great  insta- 
bility racemisation  very  readily  occurs.  The  best-known 
example  is  methyl  ethyl  propyl  isobutyl  ammonium  chloride, 
CH3.C2H5.C3H7.C1H9.N.C1,  which  when  synthetically  pre- 
pared is  optically  inactive,  but  yields  by  the  action  of  fer- 
ments a  lsevorotatory  solution  whose  specific  rotation  is 
-8°.  This  Z-chloride  can  be  converted  into  other  I  deriva- 
tives, such  as  the  acetate  and  the  chloroplatinate,  but  they 
are  all  very  unstable,  addition  of  acids  causing  racemisation 
to  take  place. 

Position  Isomerism  of  Nitrogen  Compounds. 

This  also  is  very  similar  to  the  position  isomerism  of  car- 
bon compounds.  Bearing  in  mind  the  difference  in  valency 
of  nitrogen  and  carbon,  the  nitrogen  analogue  of  Cab  =  Ccd 
would  be  Na=  Nb,  but  the  most  important  examples  of  posi- 
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tion  isomerism  are  of  a  different  type — viz.,  Cab  =  Ne,  whit  h 
is  closely  related  to  Gab=Ccd,  for  the  group  N1"  is  equiva- 
lent to  the  trivalent  group  (CIV  d).  The  two  configurations 
accordingly  are

The  oximes,  formed  by  the  interaction  of  aldehyJcs  and 
ketones  with  hydroxy lamine,  which  contain  the  group 
=  C  =  N(OH)  are  the  most  important  instances  of  'his  iso- 
merism.

The  British  Association  South  African  meeting  cone  luded 
on  Monday,  September  18,  when  the  party  en. barked  on 
the  Durltam  Castle  at  Beira  for  the  voyage  home. 

The  only  drugs  analysed  in  Bethnal  Green  last  quarter 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts 
were  two  samples  of  liquorice-powder,  both  of  which  were 
genuine. 

Mr.  John  Pearce,  Clerk  to  the  Willesden  magistrates, 
has  received  since  our  last  announcement  subscriptions 
amounting  to  12/.  Is.  to  the  fund  in  support  of  the  boy 
Stanley  Devereux. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Federation  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Associations  met  in  London  on  Wednesday,  Septem- 
ber 20,  to  discuss  arrangements  for  the  winter  session, 
pharmaceutical  Parliamentary  representation  being  the  prin- 
cipal item  on  the  programme. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  on  the  nomination 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  has  appointed 
the  Hon.  William  Pember  Reeves,  High  Commissioner 
in  London  for  New  Zealand,  to  be  a  member  of  the  new 
Advisory  Committee  on  Commercial  Intelligence. 

At  the  Kingston  Police  Court  on  September  15,  Logan 
Shadwell  (20),  the  son  of  a  well-known  Surbiton  resident, 
was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  obtaining  71.  by  means  of 
forged  cheques  from  Mr.  Maurice  George  Harvey.  The 
alleged  offence  took  place  while  Mr.  Harvey  was  in  tem- 
porary charge  of  the  business  of  Messrs.  C.  Lowe  &'  Co., 
chemists,  Surbiton. 

At  North  London  Police  Court  on  September  19,  Walter 
Herbert  Sochon  (20).  clerk,  was  charged  with  being  con- 
cerned in  warehouse-breaking  and  stealing  photographic 
cameras  to  the  value  of  over  20/.,  the  property  of  Messrs. 
Houghtons,  Ltd.,  of  Tudor  Road,  Hackney.  Prisoner  was 
bound  over,  it  being  agreed  that  all  parties  who  had 
suffered  should  be  reimbursed,  and  that  9/.  9s.  expenses 
should  be  paid. 

In  the  arbitration  between  the  Bere  Alston  and  Calstock 
Light  Railway  and  Mr.  C.  T.  Weary,  chemist.  Devonport, 
the  arbitrator  (Mr.  Robert  Forest,  of  Cardiff)  has  made  his 
award  on  the  hearing  held  at  Plymouth  on  July  21.  The 
amount  to  be  paid  to  Mr.  Weary  is  570?.  The  formal  offer 
made  by  the  company  to  him  was  400/.,  and  as  the  award  is 
in  excess  of  the  company's  offer  the  cost  of  the  arbitration 
proceedings  will  be  payable  by  the  railway  company. 

A  draft  Closing  Order  under  the  Shop-hours  Act  was 
published  in  Bradford  on  September  19.  It  states  that  shop-  | 
keepers  who  object  to  the  draft  Order  must  communicate 
with  the  Town  Clerk  before  October  23.  The  Order  provides 
for  the  fixing  of  hours  in  every  trade  precisely  cn  the 
lines  suggested  by  the  Chamber  of  Trades  some  tin  e  ago. 
The  times  of  closing  for  chemists  are  :  Monday.  Tuesday, 
and  Thursday.  8  p.m.  ;  Friday.  9  r.M. ;  Saturday,  10  p.m.  ; 
and  Wednesday.  1  r.M. 

At  the  Central  Criminal  Court  on  September  19.  Joseph 
Antoine  Louis  Lobjois  (^8)  was  charged  with  receiving  a  , 


sum  of  78/.  0b.  9iI.  improperly,  with  embezzling 
100/.  17.--.  lid.  and  104/.  19s.  10c/.,  and  with  stealing 
238/.  4«.,  the  property  of  Dr.  Jules  Bengue.  After  hearing 
counsel  the  jury  failed  to  agree,  and  a  new  trial  was  ordered. 
It  was  stated  that  the  prisoner  had  been  in  custody  since 
February  last,  so  the  judge  allowed  him  out  on  bail  in  one 
surety  of  20/.  and  his  own  recognisances  for  100/. 

False  Reference  by  an  Assistant. 
Messrs.  Tupholme  &  Co.,  of  298  Battersea  Park  Road, 
S.W.,  an  associate  firm  of  Messrs.  Tupholme  &  Son,  Earl's 
Court,  S.W.,  inform  us  that  an  assistant  has  recently  been 
applying  for,  and  has  obtained,  a  situation  with  a  reference 
stated  to  be  given  by  them.  They  ask  chemists  to  com- 
municate direct  with  them  should  they  receive  a  reference 
purporting  to  be  given  by  them. 

The  Spoctaele-makers'  Company. 
From  the  current  number  of  the  "British  Optical 
Journal "  we  note  that  the  examination  scheme  of  the 
Spectacle-makers'  Company  is  being  carried  on  at  a  loss,  and 
that  the  company  have  been  obliged  to  realise  some  of  their 
investments  to  carry  out  the  scheme  with  efficiency.  This 
is  regrettable,  but  we  have  no  doubt  the  Court  of  the  Com- 
pany will  see  a  way  out  of  the  difficulty  without  curtailing 
the  usefulness  of  the  certification  scheme. 

Chemists'  Memorial-windows. 
A  handsome  memorial- window  placed  in  the  north  tran- 
sept of  the  Parish  Church  of  St.  Giles,  Newcastle  (Staffs),  to 
the  memory  of  the  late  Mr.  Edward  Turner,  chemist,  Iron- 
market,  was  unveiled  at  the  morning  service  on  Sunday  last. 
The  cost — 300/. — was  provided  for  in  Mr.  Turner's  will,  and 
the  window  is  the  work  of  a  Birmingham  firm.  The  preacher 
in  his  sermon  stated  that  the  charitable  bequests  of  the 
deceased  amounted  to  over  4,000/.  to  the  town  and  district, 
and  included  a  science  scholarship  at  the  High  School  and 
donation  of  clock,  chimes,  pulpit,  and  seats  to  the  Parish 
Church,  in  which  he  took  a  great  interest.  Memorial- 
windows  to  chemists  are  not  very  plentiful,  and  it  is  a 
curious  circumstance  that  one  of  the  best  known  in  England 
is  in  that  other  Newcastle — on  the  Tyne.  In  St.  Nicholas's 
Cathedral  there  is  a  beautiful  window  to  the  memory  of 
Joseph  Garnett,  chemist  and  druggist.

The  King's  Lynn  Town  Council  gave  their  borough  analyst 
no  work  to  do  during  the  second  quarter  of  the  present  year. 
Mr.  F.  Sutton,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  reports  to  the  Norfolk  County 
Council  the  analyses  of  fertilisers  and  feeding-stuffs  only. 

The  chemists  of  Yarmouth  are  a  pattern  to  many  a  larger 
town.  There,  with  perhaps  one  exception,  the  whole  of  the 
craft  support  their  local  association.  Such  a  state  of  affairs 
is  often  due  to  concentrated  energy  on  the  part  of  one  or  two 
officials,  but  if  this  is  so  in  the  case  of  Yarmouth,  the  men  of 
Herringopolis  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  choice.  Here 
competition  is  particularly  keen,  but  a  round  of  the  phar- 
macies convinces  one  that  the  spirit  of  camaraderie  is  even 
keener. 

By  the  time  this  is  in  print  the  meeting  convened  at  Cam- 
bridge by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  consider  local 
organisation  will  be  a  thing  of  the  past.  If  the  powers  that 
be  will  suffer  a  little  kindly 'criticism,  there  are  opinions 
among  many  East  Anglian  chemists  that  the  district  the 
meeting  is  proposed  to  serve  is  too  large.  Every  success  is 
wished  it,  but  to  expect  a  full  attendance  of  registered  per- 
sons from  six  counties  at  a  centre  awkward  for  many  to  get 
to,  is  a  very  large  order. 


If  the  Society  could  see  their  way  clear  to  hold  a  similar 
meeting  in  Norwich,  the  counties  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk 
might  receive  great  benefit,  and  for  this  portion  of  the 
country  local  organisation  might  be  made  a  very  real  thing. 
There  is  a  prevailing  opinion  that  Norwich  ought  to  be  a 
centre  of  very  active  pharmaceutical  life.  That  no  local 
organisation  is  at  present  in  existence  there  is  certainly  not 
creditable  to  the  old  city.  The  material  is  ready  to  hand, 
if  only  a  few  strong  leading  men  will  knock  it  into  shape. 
On  special  occasions  a  Norwich  association  might  rely  on 
strong  support  from  Yarmouth  and  Lowestoft  ,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  many  small  towns  within  reasonable  distance. 

English  Poppies. 
The  English  poppy  season  which  has  just  concluded  at 
Poppleton,  Yorks,  has  not  been  satisfactory  from  a  grower's 
point  of  view,  principally  owing  to  foreign  competition. 
There  was  a  slightly  smaller  area  under  cultivation  this 
season,  and  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  crop  was  in 
danger  of  failing  completely  on  account  of  the  dry  weather, 
but  it  improved  rapidly  when  the  air  became  moist,  and 
was  at  its  best  about  three  weeks  ago.  The  cutting  at 
Poppleton  took  place  when  the  poppies  were  in  their  finest 
development,  and  the  buyers  have  been  wholesalers  in  York 
and  other  places.  In  the  "  good  old  days  "  prices  for  poppies 
panned  out  at  about  14s.  per  thousand  heads,  but  nowadays 
they  are  bought  only  by  weight.

Fire. 

Damage  to  the  extent  of  5,000/.  was  caused  by  a  fire  a,t 
the  oil-refinery  of  Messrs.  Seaton  &  Co.,  at  Hull,  on  Septem- 
ber 19.  The  fire  originated  in  the  lower  portion  of  a  large 
two-storey  building,  in  which  were  tanks  containing 
thousands  of  gallons  of  oil,  principally  linseed.  The  build- 
ing was  gutted,  and  its  contents  destroyed. 
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Excitement  in  the  "  Lane." 
On  September  19  the  Bishopsgate  firemen  received  a  call  to 
16  Mincing  Lane,  E.G.,  occupied  by  Messrs.  Typke  &  King, 
chemical-manufacturers,  and  found  that  the  alarm  had  been 
caused  by  the  breaking  of  a  bottle  of  sulphur  chloride  on 
the  second-floor  landing.  Though  no  fire  resulted,  the  over- 
powering fumes  were  noticeable  out  in  the  street,  and 
effectually  barred  the  exit  of  several  employes  who  essayed 
to  descend  the  stairs.  The  explosion  caused  great  alarm, 
and  when  the  firemen  arrived  they  pitched  their  escapes  to 
the  upper  floors,  from  which  some  half-dozen  men  were  able 
to  safely  make  their  way  by  means  of  the  ladders.  Though 
for  a  time  partially  overcome,  they  soon  recovered,  and  a 
number  of  firemen  who  were  similarly  affected  were  able  to 
resume  duty  after  seeing  the  brigade  surgeon.  The  helmets 
of  the  firemen  were  tarnished,  changing  from  shining  brass 
to  a  dull-brown  colour.  The  firemen  on  their  arrival  were 
about  to  turn  the  hose  on  the  sulphur  chloride;  but.  acting 
upon  the  suggestion  of  the  staff  of  Messrs.  Typke  &  King, 
they  obtained  a  bag  of  lime,  and  a  free  use  of  this  had  the 
desired  result  of  checking  the  overpowering  smell  and  ren- 
dering the  air  within  the  building  once  more  breathable. 
The  employes  of  Messrs.  Typke  &  King — including  several 
young  ladies — experienced  no  ill-effects  whatever. 

"What  Co-ops.  are  Doing. 

The  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society's  business  for  the 
half-year  which  ended  on  June  24,  1905,  showed  sales 
amounting  to  9,860,802/..  an  increase  of  4|  per  cent,  on  the 
corresponding  period  of  last  year.  There  is  little  about 
drugs  in  the  report,  but  what  there  is  we  note.  The  Crump- 
sail  works  in  the  first  half  of  1904  turned  out  drugs  and 
sundries  to  the  value  of  13,134/..  but  this  year  only  12,846/. 
The  Peelaw  works  during  the  past  half-year  did  87,615/. 
in  drugs  and  drysalteries,  the  net  profit  on  this  being 
2.659/.  In  soap  the  average  weekly  turn-out  was  253  tons, 
as  compared  with  255  tons  per  week  last  year,  the  figures 
being  as  follows  :

mises to  be  used  for  betting.  Mr.  Carson  said  that  a 
detective  asked  permission  to  look  out  of  his  window  to 
watch  bookmakers.  Witness  was  subsequently  asked  by- 
Byrne  to  go  to  the  court  and  give  evidence,  and  he  replied 
he  did  not  want  to  be  mixed  up  in  the  case.  He  could  not 
say  that  during  the  forty  minutes  he  watched  with  the 
detective  Byrne  made  a  bet  with  any  one.  For  the  appellant 
an  architect  said  that  from  the  window  mentioned  the 
detective  could  not  have  seen  inside  Byrne's  bar.  The 
Recorder  held  that  the  case  was  not  clear  enough  for  a  con- 
viction, and  reversed  the  decision  of  the  Magistrates.

A  chemist  who  has  been  doing  his  "  trick  "  as  a  juryman 
complains  of  the  antiquated  and  arbitrary  Court  procedure 
for  jury  service.  He  was  cited  for  10.30  a.m.,  but  not  being 
required  for  the  first  jury,  was  told  to  return  at  1.30  p.m. 
At  2  p.m.  a  second  jury  was  empanelled,  but  his  name  was 
not  called,  and  he  and  the  others  on  the  list  not  in  the  box 
were  informed  that  they  must  return  next  day  at  10  a.m. 
Even  then  a  perverse  fate  pursued  him,  for  the  ballot  did  not 
give  him  a  place  until  the  afternoon.  Thus  his  business 
arrangements  were  dislocated  for  two  consecutive  days.  That 
juryman  is  now  an  ardent  advocate  for  reform  of  the  jury 
system,  and  maintains  that  in  the  next  Pharmacy  Act  the 
exemption  from  jury  service  at  present  enjoyed  by  pharma- 
ceutical chemists  in  England  and  Wales  should  be  extended 
to  all  chemists  and  druggists  in  Great  Britain. 


Zbe  Week's  ipcteomngs. 


D TRING  the  week  reports  of  fifteen  deaths  by  poisoning 
have  been  received,  all  but  four  being  suicides.    In  one 
of  the  misadventures  which   occurred   Herbert  William 
Allen  drank  some  poisonous  liniment  in  mistake  for  medi- 
cine.   Another  took  place  at  South wark,  where  Dr.  F.  J. 
Waldo  inquired  into  the  death  of  Charlotte  Hughes  (65),  a 
widow.    The  woman  died  in  Guy's  Hospital  from  the  effects 
of  hydrochloric  acid  taken  in  mistake  for  gin.    It  was  stated 
in  evidence  that  deceased  kept  a  quantity  of  spirit  of  salt 
in  the  house  for  lavatory  purposes.    The  poison  was  pur- 
chased at  an  oil-shop  because  she  got  much  more  for  her 
money  than  at  a  chemist's.    The  Coroner  remarked  that  he 
could  quite  understand  that,  because  a  cheaiist  had  to  go 
through  an  expensive  course  of  training,  and  he  could  not 
afford  to  sell  on  the  same  terms  as  an  oilman.  Addressing 
Dr.  Iredale,  house  physician  at  Guy's  Hospital,  he  asked  : 
How  is  it  that  hydrochloric  acid  is  not  in  the  schedule  ? 
Oxalic  acid  is ;  why  not  this  poison  ?      Dr.    Iredale  :  I 
think  it  ought  not  to  escape  the  law.    The  Coroner  :  I 
suppose  the  real  reason  is  that  the  Government  think  of  the 
cost.     It  is  trade  interest.     Chemists  naturally  have  to 
charge  more,  but  then  there  is  greater  security.    I  used  to 
have  a  great  many  cases  of  accidental  poisoning  by  carbolic 
acid,  but  since  that  has  been  scheduled  the  number  of  cases 
has  been  very  few,  and  that  is  the  experience  of  other 
coroners,  tco.    A  Juryman  :  Being  a  zinc-worker,  I  often 
get  spirit  of  salt  at  an  oil-shop,  and  they  never  label  it. 
The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "death  by  misadventure," 
and  added  a  rider  that  hydrochloric  acid  ought  to  be 
scheduled. — May  Doris  Millington,   aged  one  year  and 
eleven  months,  living  in  Vauxhall  Bridge  Road,  died  in 
Westminster  Hospital  from  the  effects  of  swallowing  a 
quantity  of  acetic  acid.    The  mother  of  deceased  surprised 
the  Coroner  (Mr.  John  Troutbeck)  by  stating  that  she  used 
the  acetic  acid  for  making  vinegar. — At  Leeds,  on  Septem- 
ber 18,  the  City  Coroner  held  an  inquiry  into  the  circum- 


stances attending  the  death  of  Frederick  William  Rowlatt 
(30),  whose  body  was  found  in  the  warehouse  where  he  was 
employed.  The  deceased's  sister  said  her  brother  was  in  the 
habit  of  taking  potassium  bromide  and  herbs  medicinally. 
On  the  day  of  his  death  he  took  a  large  dose  of  the  drug,  and 
took  more  with  him  to  work.  A  medical  witness  stated  that 
he  found  a  stain  at  one  corner  of  the  mouth  and  traces  of 
hasmorrhage  of  the  stomach.  He  concluded  that  death  was 
due  to  poisoning,  which  the  jury  thought  was  by  mis- 
adventure.— Besides  the  misadventure  already  noted  a 
suicide  by  carbolic  acid  occurred  at  Acton,  the  victim  being 
a  labourer  named  Scott,  who  could  not  get  work.  Four 
suicides  with  oxalic  acid  are  recorded  :  Lilian  Sophia  Parker 
(18),  a  Newport  (Mon.)  dressmaker  ;  Elizabeth  Fletcher  (56), 
of  Finsbury ;  William  Isaac  Johnson  (44),  a  licensed  vic- 
tualler, of  Kerbey  Street,  E. ;  and  William  John  Pink  (54), 
of  Lambeth.  Three  persons  poisoned  themselves  with 
laudanum  :  Mrs.  Welch,  a  schoolmistress,  at  Upwell,  near 
Wisbech  ;  Harry  Holden,  a  Derby  youth  ;  and  Sarah  Burdiss 
(57),  a  South  Shields  widow.  A  gamekeeper  named  John 
Brand  poisoned  himself  with  strychnine  at  East  Grinstead. 
Unnamed  poisons  were  taken  with  suicidal  purpose  by  John 
Mills  Seddons,  a  Richmond  octogenarian,  and  by  William 
Thomas  McEwen  (39),  a  Newington  house- decorator.

Photography  as  a  Fine  Art.— The  French  Courts  have 
again  decided  that  photography  must  be  regarded  as  one  of 
the  fine  arts,  and  have  given  a  photographer  here  judgment 
in  his  favour  in  an  action  brought  by  him  to  claim  copy- 
right for  a  negative. 

The  Deficiency  of  the  Telephone  Service  at  Paris  is  a 
source  of  general  complaint.  M.  Astier,  the  ex-pharmacist, 
now  President  of  the  Commercial  and  Industrial  Committee 
of  the  French  Parliament,  is  interesting  himself  in  the 
matter,  and  as  he  is  not  usually  a  man  who  does  things  by 
halves,  telephone  subscribers  may  now  receive  approximate 
value  for  their  161.  annual  subscriptions. 

Artificial  Eyes. — M.  Bertillon  (the  creator  of  the 
anthropometric  system  for  identifying  criminals)  states  that 
one  person  in  400  has  an  artificial  eye.  They  are  supposed 
to  have,  been  introduced  into  France  about  the  time  of 
Ambroise  Pare,  the  famous  surgeon's  work  containing 
drawings  of  these  objects.  The  book  was  published  in  1579. 
In  the  modern  Paris  article  the  iris,  seen  from  the  back-, 
is  the  same  colour  as  seen  from  the  front.  In  foreign  (and 
particularly  German)  goods  the  back  is  masked  by  a  coat  of 
white  enamel. 

Photography  on  Fruit  dates  from  some  ten  years  ago, 
when  some  nursery  gardeners  of  Fontenay-sous-Bois  (near 
Paris)  sent  some  fruits  adorned  with  the  Russian  arms  to  a 
horticultural  exhibition  at  St.  Petersburg.  Two  years  later, 
when  the  Czar  and  Czarina  dined  at  the  Elysee,  Paris, 
similar  fruits  were  served  and  much  commented  on  by  the 
Parisian  Press.  Nowadays,  first-class  Parisian  restaurants 
and  hotels  yearly  order  choice  fruit  marked  with  their 
monogram.  The  best  results  have  been  obtained  on  the 
Grand  Alexander  and  Calville  apples.  Peaches  are  treated 
in  the  same  fashion.  Pears  are  more  difficult  to  place  photo, 
films  on. 

A  Pharmacy  Professor  on  the  Sugar  Mystery. — Why 
does  powdered  sugar  sweeten  less  than  loaf  sugar  ?  is  a  ques- 
tion sometimes  asked.  Dr.  Grimbert,  Professor  at  the  Paris 
Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  states  in  a  Parisian  paper 
that  some  ten  years  ago  he  made  experiments  in  this  con- 
nection, which  assured  him  that  powdering  does  not  reduce 
the  saccharometric  value  of  the  sugar.  "  But,"  he  adds,  "  I 
noted  a  fact  which  is,  perhaps,  the  key  to  the  mystery. 
Finely  pulverised  sugar  occupies  twice  the  volume.  So  that, 
if  one  puts  into  one's  coffee,  for  example,  a  quantity  of 
powdered  sugar  apparently  equivalent  to  an  ordinary  lump 
of  sugar,  one  really  only  uses  one  half.  To  prove  this,  one 
has  only  to  make  a  tiny  paper  box,  exactly  the  size  of  a 
lump  of  sugar.  Then  grind  up  the  lump,  and.  once  the 
powder  is  obtained,  you  will  have  enough  to  fill  the  hop 
twice."

Commonwealth. 

Trade-marks. — Messrs.  W.  P.  Thompson  &  Co.  inform 
us  that  the  new  Bill  introduced  by  the  Commonwealth 
Government  for  the  registration  of  trade-marks  is  in  most 
important  respects  the  new  trade-mark  law  which  comes 
into  force  in  the  United  Kingdom  on  April  1  next,  amended 
slightly  to  suit  Australian  institutions.  The  proprietor  of  a 
trade-mark  registered  in  any  State  of  the  Union  before  the 
commencement  of  the  Act  is  entitled  to  have  his  mark 
registered  for  the  whole  of  Australia,  subject  to  the  rights  of 
other  users  or  proprietors  of  a  similar  mark.  If  a  mark 
has  been  publicly  used  by  more  than  three  persons  or  firms 
in  any  one  State  of  the  Union  in  connection  with  similar 
goods,  it  shall  be  held  to  be  common  to  the  trade,  and  there- 
fore not  registrable.  There  is  a  special  section  by  which 
any  registered  trade  union  of  workmen  or  employers  may 
register  a  mark  as  a  trade-union  mark,  only  to  be  used  by 
members  of  that  trade  union. 

New  South  Wales. 

The  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  South  Wales  at  its  meet- 
ing on  August  10  registered  two  pharmacists  and  the  in- 
dentures of  four  apprentices.  Four  candidates  at  the 
Final  examination  in  July  had  all  passed.  Mr.  C.  A.  Mar- 
shall, the  retiring  President,  was  re-elected.  Mr.  T.  S. 
Loney  was  elected  Hon.  Treasurer.  The  case  of  Mr. 
Mears,  a  member  of  the  Board  who  had  been  summoned 
by  the  police  for  alleged  breaches  of  the  Poisons  Act,  was 
further  considered.  Believing  that  merely  a  technical 
charge  would  be  made,  the  case  was  allowed  to  go  un- 
defended, and  fines  and  costs  amounting  to  10/.  were 
inflicted.  Application  was  made  to  the  Attorney-General 
for  a  remission  of  the  fine,  and  the  application  was  referred 
to  the  Board  for  consideration.  The  principal  difficulty 
was  that  the  poison-label  attached  to  the  packet  of  poison 
bore  the  name  of  the  predecessor,  Henry  Sadler,  the  busi- 
ness being  still  carried  on  as  "  Sadler's  Pharmacy."  The 
question  whether  this  is  really  an  offence,  and  the  question 
of  two  partners  carrying  on  business  under  the  name  of  one 
of  them,  have  been  submitted  to  the  Crown  Law  Depart- 
ment, but  no  reply  has  yet  been  received.  The  Board 
decided  to  reply  to  the  Attorney-General  that,  pending  the 
receipt  of  information  on  the  questions  raised  with  the 
Crown  Law  Department,  the  Board  could  come  to  no  deci- 
sion. The  Board  had  petitioned  the  Legislative  Assembly 
to  be  allowed  to  call  witnesses  and  defend  the  case  before 
the  Select  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  refusal 
to  register  Walter  Trafford. 

Tasmania. 

Reciprocity. — The  principal  matter  of  interest  discussed 
at  the  August  Council-meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety of  Tasmania  was  reciprocity  with  Queensland.  The 
President  of  the  Queensland  Society  during  a  brief  visit 
had  applied  for  registration  in  Tasmania.  At  first  this 
was  approved.  On  further  consideration  it  was  felt  that 
it  was  never  contemplated  that  chemists  resident  in  another 
State  would  be  registered  unless  they  had  removed  to  the 
State  where  they  desired  reciprocal  recognition,  and  that 
only  inconvenience  would  result  if  the  registers  were  loaded 
with  the  names  of  non-resident  practitioners. 


Victoria. 

Australia  and  Preferential  Trade.— The  Victorian 
Chamber  of  Manufactures  has  passed  a  resolution  in  favour 
of  a  Customs  tariff  giving  preference  to  Great  Britain  up 
to  25  per  cent.,  subject  to  conditions  giving  adequate  pro- 
tection to  Australian  industries. 

The  Poisons  Act  Amendment  Bill  passed  all  the  stages 
in  the  Legislative  Council  of  Victoria  on  August  8,  with  only 
one  slight  amendment,  providing  that  it  shall  only  be  ■prima- 
facie  proof  of  an  offence  to  show  that  the  article  ordinarily 
sold  consists  of  or  contains  poison.  This  leaves  it  open  to 
the  vendor  to  prove  that  the  article  he  sold  did  not  contain 
poison.  The  Bill  has  now  to  go  through  the  more  trouble- 
some ordeal  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  or  the  Lower 
House. 

Commission  to  Doctors. — A  Secret  Commissions  Pro- 
hibition Bill  was  introduced  into  the  Victorian  Legislative 
Assembly  on  July  25.  The  subject  had  been  considered  at 
the  Conference  of  Premiers  at  Hobart,  and  the  Premier  of 
Victoria  was  asked  to  introduce  a  remedial  Bill  into  the  Vic- 
torian Legislature,  and  to  send  copies  of  the  measure  to  the 
other  States,  with  a  view  to  the  adoption  of  like  legislation 
in  all  of  them.  In  introducing  the  second  reading  Mr. 
Mackey  said  : 

For  instance,  take  a  case  mentioned  in  England  of  a 
practice  said  to  prevail  here  also.    It  is  stated  in  England 
that  many  medical  men  who  give  prescriptions  have  an 
arrangement  with  certain  chemists  that  they  will  recom- 
mend their  clients  to  purchase  their  medicines  from  these 
chemists,  and  Lord  Russell  assured  the  House  the  chemists 
pay  from  25  to  50  per  cent,  commission  on  all  purchases  to 
the  medical  man. 
This  statement  brought  letters  from  local  medical  societies 
giving  an  unqualified  denial  to  the  charge  that  doctors  ever 
receive  commission  from  chemists. 

Mr.  Benjamin  Baker,  one  of  the  best-known  figures  in 
pharmacy  in  Melbourne,  died  suddenly  from  rupture  of  the 
heart  while  dozing  in  his  chair  on  July  11  at  East  Melbourne. 
He  was  a  Devonshire  man,  and  came  to  Australia  at  the  gold 
rush  in  1850,  when  he  was  just  of  age.  His  career  as  a  phar- 
macist was  not  very  eventful.  He  first  became  assistant  to 
Mr.  J.  B.  French,  of  Williamstown,  then  to  Mr.  William 
Bowen,  of  Collins  Street,  Melbourne,  and  remained  with 
him  till  1872,  when  he  purchased  a  business  in  Bridge  Road, 
Richmond,  which  he  carried  on  until  about  1895.  He  was 
successful  in  mining  investments,  and  retired  at  that  date. 
For  the  last  twenty  years  at  least  he  had  been  in  the  habit  of 
going  into  Melbourne  at  midday.  When  the  firm  of 
Rocke,  Tompsitt  &  Co.  first  opened  business  he  was  almost, 
if  not  quite,  the  first  customer.  On  the  first  of  the  following 
month  he  called  with  a  couple  of  friends,  both  chemists,  and 
said,  "  I  suppose  you  young  men  will  be  glad  of  some 
money,"  and  pulled  out  his  cheque-book,  and  wrote  a  cheque 
for  the  amount  of  his  account,  persuading  his  two  com- 
panions to  do  the  same.  From  that  day  until  he  retired 
from  business  he  followed  the  same  practice,  and  once  com- 
plained when  for  some  reason  his  account  had  not  been  sent 
in  quite  promptly. 

The  B.P.  Addendum. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Australasia  on  July  5.  a  committee  which  has 
been  investigating  the  matter  of  additions  to  the  Indian  and 
Colonial  Addendum  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  reported 
as  follows  : 

1.  That  the  drugs  relating  to  Australasia,  mentioned  in 
the  Addendum  of  "the  B.P.,  be  included  in  the  B.P.  in  its 
next  revision.  . 

2.  That  the  liquores  concentrati,  when  suitably  diluted, 
be  added  to  Appendix  XL.  as  alternative  preparations  sanc- 
tioned for  use  in  India  and  the  Colonies,  to  take  the  place 
of  the  corresponding  infusions. 

3.  That  daviesia  latifolia  (native  hop)  be  recommended 
for  inclusion  in  the  B.P. 

4.  That  for  the  extemporaneous  preparations  of  aromatic 
waters,  kieselguhr  may  be  used  as  an  alternative  for  phos- 
phate of  calcium. 

5.  That  ext.  belladon.  viride  be  omitted. 

6.  Syrup  limon.  in  colonial  use  is  eminently  unsatisfac- 
tory. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  a  meeting,  with  the  committee  of  the 
various  medical  societies,  on  July  13,  to  deal  with  the  matter 
finally.

Cape  Colony. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Griffiths,  of  Grahamstown,  has  sold  his 
interest  in  the  firm  of  E.  W.  Wells  &  Co.,  chemists, 
Grahamstown,  and  is  opening  a  new  business  in  Cathcart 
Road,  Queenstown,  Cape  Colony. 

Adulterated  Oils  and  Paints. — Owing  to  the  increasing 
importations  of  adulterated  white  and  red  lead,  white-zinc, 
linseed  oil,  and  turpentine  into  Cape  Colony,  representa- 
tions have  been  made  to  the  Cape  Government  with  the 
object  of  making  illegal  such  erroneous  trade  descriptions. 
Instructions  have  now  been  issued  stating  that  all  importa- 
tions of  white-lead,  white-zinc,  red-lead  and  similar  composi- 
tions, linseed  oil,  and  turpentine  shall  only  be  passed  by 
the  Customs  authorities  when  marked  "  reduced,"  "  mixed," 
"  boiled,"  or  "mineral,"  but  that  if  adulterated  to  the  extent 
of  50  per  cent,  or  more  the  actual  percentage  of  such  adultera- 
tion must  also  be  conspicuously  marked. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cafe  Colony. — A  special 
meeting  of  this  Society,  to  which  all  chemists  were  invited, 
was  held  on  Wednesday,  August  23,  to  consider  the  posi- 
tion of  chemists  in  view  of  the  recent  decision  in  re 
Eex  v.  Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.  The  interest  that  the  trade 
is  taking  in  the  matter  was  evidenced  by  the  large  number 
who  were  present,  which  included  representatives  from 
outside  districts,  as  Wynberg  and  Somerset  Strand.  The 
President  of  the  Society  (Mr.  J.  Jones)  occupied  the  chair, 
and  among  others  present  were  Messrs.  J.  S.  North  (Vice- 
President),  G.  Darroll  (Cleghorn  &  Darroll),  H.  E.  Cope 
(Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.),  W.  Turnbull  (P.  J.  Petersen 
&  Co.),  A.  E.  A.  Tothill,  R.  S.  Smiles,  C.  S.  Silversten, 
W.  J.  Strange,  W.  Aitken,  H.  R.  Peck,  C.  B.  Collis, 
T.  S.  Martin,  W.  Edmeades,  J.  S.  Harcus,  and  J.  Dell 
(Secretary).  Considerable  discussion  took  place,  and  it 
was  suggested  that  the  Government  be  asked  to  give  a 
definite  statement  as  to  what  a  chemist  could  deal  in  under 
his  licence.  Mr.  H.  E.  Cope  informed  the  meeting  that 
Messrs.  Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.  had  already  done  this, 
but  could  get  no  satisfactory  reply.  Ultimately  it  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  Darroll,  seconded  by  Mr.  Collis,  and 
resolved, 

_  That,  realising  that  this  question  seriously  affects  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  every  chemist  and  druggist  in  the 
Colony,  this  meeting^  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  list  should  be 
opened  for  subscription,  and  a  committee  formed  to  ascer- 
tain in  what  manner  our  interests  can  best  be  guaranteed. 
The  following  gentlemen  were  appointed  to  form  the  com- 
mittee   in    accordance    with    Mr.    Darroll's    resolution  : 
Messrs.  J.  Jones,  J.  S.  North,  A.  H.  Mathew,  D.  K.  Peter- 
sen, A.  Walsh,  R.  S.  Smiles,  A.  E.  A.  Tothill,  A.  Jeavons, 
J.  H.  Cooper,  D.  S.  Martin,  W.  R.  Badman,  and  W. 
Crowe. 

Drug  and  Chemical  Imports. — The  imports  of  the 
principal  drugs  and  chemicals  imported  into  South  Africa 
last  year  were  valued  at  725,000/.,  and  among  them  were  the 
following  :  Acetic  acid  1,483?.,  nitric  acid  318/.,  sulphuric 
acid  5,092/.,  tannic  acid  70/.,  ammonium  carbonate  125/., 
arsenic  53/.,  calcium  carbide  454/.,  calcium  chloride  18/., 
cotton  collodion  29,712/.,  creosote  2,200/.,  disinfectants 
10,315/.,  drugs  and  chemicals  320,433/.,  glycerin  120,715/., 
medicinal  preparations  46,500/.,  opium  1,462/.,  potash 
chlorate  201/.,  potash  compounds  1,844/.,  potash  cyanide 
12,251/.,  quicksilver  1,650/.,  saccharin  and  saccharum 
15,281/.,  saltpetre  267/.,  sheep-dip  51,397/.,  alkali  60/., 
borax  2,634/.,  caustic  soda  2,400/.,  unenumerated  soda  com- 
pounds 7,721/.,  sodium  cyanide  194/.,  insecticides  833/., 
sulphur  15,683/.,  artificial  manures  57,387/.    The  large  pur- 


chases of  glycerin  noted  in  the  above  list  are,  of  course, 
used  in  the  preparation  of  dynamite,  and  the  cyanide  and 
quicksilver  for  mining.  Another  feature  is  the  large  quan- 
tities of  artificial  manures,  sheep-dips,  flowers  of  sulphur, 
and  insecticides.  Practically  two-thirds  of  the  trade  is  in 
British  hands,  our  exports  being  438,787/.,  Germany  handled 
114,412/.  or  one-sixth,  India  56,710/.,  the  United  States 
47,140/.,  Italy  10,642/.  (chiefly  sulphur),  Belgium  10,197/., 
Holland  4,469/.,  Australia  3,878/.,  and  France  3,484/., 
leaving  only  35,535/.  for  all  other  countries. 

Mixed  Imports  by  Parcel-post. — Mr.  J.  W.  Cooper, 
chemist,  Bedford,  has  received  the  subjoined  letter  in 
regard  to  goods  received  from  the  Old  Country  by  parcel- 
post.  The  letter  was  received  in  reply  to  one  of  Mr. 
Cooper's  asking  for  definite  information  on  the  matters 
which  had  caused  him  annoyance  and  trouble.  Duty  is 
levied  on  all  post-parcels  at  Cape  Town,  and  all  claims 
for  overcharges  have  to  be  sent  there,  through  the  lecal 
postmaster.  This  means  delay,  and  consequent  loss  of 
business.  It  may  be  noted  that  the  forms  required  with 
goods  of  British  manufacture  are  those  ordinarily  used  by 
export  houses  in  sending  goods  to  South  Africa. 

The  Postmaster,  Bedford  (C.C.). — Please  inform  Mr. 
Cooper  that  patent  or  proprietary  medicines  are  subject  to 
a  duty  of  25  per  cent,  ad  valorem.  The  contents  of  a 
parcel  of  "  druggists'  sundries  "  must  therefore  be  given  in 
detail,  or  be  stated  to  be  "  not  patent  or  proprietary  "  on 
the  form  of  Customs  declaration,  before  it  can  be  admitted 
at  the  10  per  cent.  rate.  In  order  that  the  2^  per  cent,  rebate 
on  goools  of  British  manufacture  may  be  allowed  when 
Customs  duty  is  first  assessed,  a  declaration,  drawn  up  in 
form  of  one  of  the  two  attached  specimens,  must  be  attache'1! 
to  the  cover  of  the  parcel  by  the  senders.  In  connection 
with  the  present  claim,  please  obtain  from  Mr.  Cooper 
the  invoice  for  the  goods  enclosed  in  the  parcel,  and  any 
evidence  he  may  be  able  to  supply  as  to  their  being  of 
British  manufacture.

The  British  Association. — Our  Natal  correspondent 
sends  us  an  account  of  the  visit  of  the  members  of  the 
British  Association  to  Durban  on  August  22  and  23.  During 
the  visit  the  members  journeyed  to  Mount  Edgcombe  Sugar- 
mills,  on  the  invitation  of  Mr.  Marshall  Campbell,  M.L.C. 
They  were  conducted  over  the  works  by  the  manager,  who 
explained  the  various  processes  through  which  the  sugar- 
cane goes,  such  as  crushing,  clarifying,  boiling,  condensing, 
crystallising,  and  final  refining.  It  was  announced  that  the 
mills  have  an  average  output  of  one  ton  of  sugar  per  hour 
day  and  night  throughout  the  year.  The  estate  covers  an 
area  of  over  17,000  acres,  and  employs  about  1,900  men  and 
women  on  the  grounds,  mill,  and  the  refinery  at  the  South 
Coast  Junction  branch.  After  the  inspection  of  the  mill, 
the  party  adjourned  to  a  field  close  by,  where  Mr.  Campbell 
had  arranged  for  a  "  Kafir  war-dance  "  by  about  300  natives 
in  costume.  This  proved  exceptionally  interesting  to  the 
visitors.  Among  many  places  visited  were  the  Natal  Chemi- 
cal Syndicate  Works,  where  sulphuric  acid  is  manufactured. 

Six  Months'  Drug  and  Chemical  Imports. — The  imports 
of  drugs  and  chemicals  into  Natal  during  the  six  months 
ended  June  30,  1905,  amounted  in  value  to  75,000/.,  against 
85,000/.  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1904.  Among 
the  items  are  the  following,  the  figures  in  parentheses  being 
those  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1904  :  Apothecaries' 
wares  37,541/.  (42,770/.);  acetic  acid  1,297  gals.,  329/. 
(768  gals.,  175/.) ;  medicinal  preparations  21,127/.  (27,189/.)  ; 
drugs  and  chemicals  (free)  16,344/.  (14,797/.);  extracts  and 
essences  7.982/.  (8,755/.);  turpentine  10,327  gals.,  1,482/. 
(10,560  gals.,  1.980/.);  perfumery  6,696/.  (7,429/.);  photo 
ware  6,000/.  (8,319/.);  quicksilver  374/.  (220/.);  saccharine 
257/.  (82/.);  saltpetre  102/.  (101/.);  sheep-dip  4,512/. 
(2,452/.)  ;  soaps,  other  than  toilet,  4,034.033  lbs.,  39.289/. 
(4,200.186  lbs.,  41,399/.);  spices  24,758  lbs.,  630/. 
(30,135  lbs.,  980/.)  ;  spirits  of  wine  135  gals.,  24/.  (2,043  gals., 
231/.)  ;  sugar  (glucose)  53,352  lbs.,  231/.  (65,297  lbs.,  308/.)  ; 
sugar  (saccharum  and  molasses)  125,001  lbs.,  620/.  (4,970  lbs., 
66/.). 

Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society. — An  interesting  lecture 
on  ' '  Pharmacy  Past  and  Present "  was  delivered  in  Durban 
last  month  by  Mr.  G.  A.  Champion,  President  of  the  Natal 
Pharmacy  Board.    In  the  course  of  the  lecture  "he  dealt 
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with  the  individual  student  of  pharmacy  in  South  Africa 
now  as  compared  with  thirty  years  ago.    He  said  : 

Tho  chemist's  apprentice  then  was  taught  to  make  every 
preparation  required  in  the  shop,  as  well  as  every  preparation 
in  the  B.P.,  and  having  learned  how  to  make  them,  he  went 
on  making  them  as  they  were  required,  until  by  long  experi- 
ence he  became  an  adept  in  dealing  with  a  refractory  pill-mass 
or  a  troublesome  emulsion.  Tho  making  of  tinctures,  lini- 
ments, and  infusions  was  his  everyday  work,  until  he  becamo 
familiar  with  all  the  ingredients  required  in  their  preparation. 
The  B.P.  was  his  daily  companion,  and  its  doses  and  minute 
directions  were  easily  committed  to  memory.  There  was  no 
school  of  pharmacy  for  him,  so  he  had  to  spend  his  evenings  in 
the  study  of  Attfield,  Bentley,  Redwood,  and  other  authors  in 
order  to  get  a  grasp  of  tho  theoretical  part  of  his  profession. 
The  present-day  apprentice  is  now  accustomed  to  tabloids, 
cachets,  and  other  "  elegant  "  and  proprietary  preparations, 
and  therefore  gets  no  practical  knowledge  of  the  preparation 
of  these  different  medicines,  and  his  knowledge  of  them  is 
more  or  less  of  a  theoretical  nature.  This  is  very  unfair  to 
the  apprentice,  for  it  cannot  be  considered  right  for  any 
chemist  to  engage  an  apprentice  unless  he  is  prepared  to  give 
him  a  practical  education  in  tho  art  of  pharmacy.  What  wo 
want  in  this  country  is  a  school  of  pharmacy  where  candidates 
for  examination  may  have  an  opportunity  of  studying  tho 
different  subjects  on  which  they  are  going  to  be  examined,  in- 
cluding practical  chemistry.  Before  the  promulgation  of  tho 
Medical  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1896,  the  students  of  pharmacy  in 
Natal  were  examined  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Medical  Board. 
This  was  exceedingly  unsatisfactory,  because  he  was  not  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  the  candidates  were  let  off  too 
easily.  The  examination  was  chiefly  confined  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  tho  identification  of  materia  mcdica  speci- 
mens, and  the  reading  of  prescriptions.  Upon  the  formation 
of  tho  Pharmacy  Board  under  the  Act,  three  examiners  were 
appointed  and  the  field  for  examination  enlarged,  embracing 
practical  dispensing,  prescriptions,  pharmacy,  materia 
medica.  chemistry,  and  botany,  and  the  standard  for  examina- 
tion was  on  a  par  with  Cape  Colony,  and  is  being  gradually 
raised.  Tho  standard  is  still  considerably  below  Bloomsbury 
Square,  but  the  Natal  candidates  find  it  quite  high  enough,  in 
the  unfortunate  circumstances  in  which  they  are  placed 
through  the  lack  of  a  school  of  pharmacy.  It  is  imperative, 
however,  that  tho  standard  of  examination  should  be  raised 
still  higher,  because,  although  our  standard  is  about  equal  to 
that  of  the  Capo  Colony,  it  is  below  what  they  have  now 
adopted  in  the  Transvaal.  Tho  question  of  a  school  of  phar- 
macy for  South  Africa  has  already  been  considered  by  the 
Pharmacy  Boards  of  Cape  Colony,  Natal,  and  tho  Transvaal, 
and,  I  trust,  when  such  an  institution  is  established  in  South 
Africa,  Pharmacy  Boards  will  gradually  raise  tho  standard 
to  that  of  Great  Britain,  so  that  we  may  be  in  a  position  to 
claim  reciprocity  of  certificates  between  the  South  African 
Colonies  and  the  Mother  Country.  But  tho  first  step  must 
be  reciprocity  among  the  South  African  Colonies  themselves, 
and  this  object  is  now  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Pharmacy 
Board. 

Mr.  Champion  also  touched  on  pharmacy  as  it  exists  among 
the  natives  of  Natal,  who  are  great  consumers  of  medicine. 
They  have  their  native  doctors,  who  are  now  licensed  to 
practise  by  the  Government.  These  doctors  prescribe, 
collect,  and  dispense  their  own  medicines,  which  consist 
chiefly  of  leaves,  barks,  and  roots  of  plants,  generally  pre- 
pared in  the  form  of  a  decoction  or  infusion,  of  which  they 
give  large  quantities  at  a  time,  a  pint  or  a  quart  being  quite 
a  moderate  dose.  They  also  use  parts  of  animals,  reptiles, 
and  birds  for  certain  complaints— the  heart  of  a  snake  and 
the  gizzard  and  liver  of  certain  birds  being  considered  espe- 
cially valuable.  The  profession  of  a  native  doctor  is  fre- 
quently handed  down  from  father  to  son  for  many  genera- 
tions. There  is  no  doubt  that  among  their  materia  medica 
the  natives  have  some  very  valuable  medicines.  Mr. 
Champion  has  proved  some  of  them.  The  proving  of  these 
remedies  has  already  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Medical 
Council,  and  the  lecturer  hoped  that  a  complete  investigation 
of  their  properties  will  be  made.  There  is  no  reason  why 
South  Africa  should  not  produce  from  its  indigenous  plants 
some  valuable  alkaloids  which  would  be  worthy  of  a  place 
in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

A  Year's  Commerce.— The  exports  from  the  Orange  River 
Colony  during  the  year  ended  June  30.  1905,  amounted  in 
value  to  2,263,925/.,  an  increase  of  858.395/.  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  The  imports  during  the  twelve 
months  ended  June  30  amounted  in  value  to  3,251,098/  ,  a 
decrease  of  590,323/. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  O.R.C. — At  a  meeting 
of  the  Society  held  on  August  22,  the  amended  poison 
regulations  as  published  in  the  "Gazette  Extraordinary'" 
were  discussed,  and  it  was  decided  to  write,  as  far 
as  possible,  to  all  manufacturers  of  proprietary  medicines 
containing  any  preparations  mentioned  in  Part  1,  Sub- 
section 9,  asking  if  they  would  be  willing  or  otherwise  to 
state  the  proportion  of  the  poison  contained  therein  (see 
C.  &  D.,  September  16,  p.  475).  The  Hon.  Secretary  of  the 
Society  (Mr.  J.  F.  Hewitt,  P.  O.  Box  192,  Bloemfontein) 
asks  us  to  state  that  he  will  be  glad  to  have  their  views  on 
the  matter.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  write  to  all  manu- 
facturers of  such  preparations  as  far  as  known — but  it  would 
be  as  well  for  all  interested  to  write  to  Mr.  Hewitt  without 
delay,  because  the  regulations  come  into  force  in  January 
1906.  If  there  is  a  general  feeling  that  the  sub-section  will 
be  unworkable,  this  Society  intend  to  approach  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  on  the  point,  so  that  if  the  various  pro- 
prietors will  send  their  views  on  the  proposed  Ordinance  as 
soon  as  possible  it  will  be  an  advantage. 

Transvaal. 

The  Viavi  Case. — Judgment  was  given  on  August  28  in 
the  case  (see  C.  <t-  D.,  July  29,  p.  155,  and  August  12, 
p.  320)  in  which  Miss  Laura  Mary  Green,  manageress  at  Pre- 
toria of  the  Viavi  Co.,  was  charged  with  contravening  the 
Medical  and  Pharmacy  Act.  Miss  Green  was  found  guilty 
of  unlawfully  practising  as  a  medical  practitioner,  and  was 
fined  25/.,  or  one  month's  imprisonment. 

Entertaining  the  High  Commissioner. — On  August  19 
Lord  Selborne,  the  new  High  Commissioner,  and  Lady  Sel- 
borne  visited  Boksburg  and  opened  a  new  hospital  and  a 
new  library.  They  were  met  at  the  station  by  the  Mayor 
(Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones)  and  other  members  of  the  Town 
Council,  and  proceeded  to  the  Assembly  Hall,  where 
luncheon  was  served.  The  Mayor,  who  is  a  well-known 
pharmacist,  presided,  and  Mrs.  Owen  Jones  was  also 
present.  Among  the  guests  was  another  well-known  Trans- 
vaal pharmacist,  Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie,  President  of  the 
Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board,  who  was  accompanied  by  Mrs. 
Dinwoodie. 

Against  Amendment. — The  opposition  to  the  proposed 
Medical,  Dental,  and  Pharmacy  Amendment  Ordinance 
increases.  The  latest  objectors  are  the  Pretoria  Chemists' 
Association.  A  circular  has  been  sent  by  the  Association 
to  each  member  of  the  Legislative  Council,  asking  that  the 
Ordinance  be  put  back  for  further  consideration  and  in- 
quiry.   They  point  out  that — 

The  proposed  ordinance  is  most  contentious. 
The  proposition  put  forward  in  the  amendment — tho 
control  of  poisons  and  drugs  by  untrained  people — has 
been  disapproved  of  by  the  United  Kingdom,  every  British 
Colony,  and  the  whole  civilised  world. 

The  Medical,  Dental,  and  Pharmacy  Act  passed  last 
session  was  universally  approved  of  by  the  Press  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  self-governing  Colonies,  as  being  the  best 
ordinance  on  the  subject  in  the  British  Empire. 

The  proposed  amendment  is  equivalent  to  the  reversal  of 
the  ordinance. 

Both  the  Medical  Council  and  the  Pharmacy  Board 
unanimously  decided  against  the  proposed  amendment. 

The  proposed  amendment  will  (1)  do  more  than  facilitate 
the  evasion  of  the  Liquor  Law  in  the  obtaining  of  spirituou? 
intoxicants  by  whites  and  blacks  ;  (2)  will  take  away  control 
of  the  obtaining  of  abortifacients  and  similar  drugs  and 
medicines  most  dangerous  to  infant  life;  (3)  will  en- 
courage and  foster  the  drug  habit,  an  evil  the  modern 
legislation  of  all  the  great  world  countries  is  making  every 
effort  to  eradicate. 

Inquiry  would  show  that  the  existing  law  does  not  im- 
pose the  slightest  inconvenience  in  the  obtaining  of  poison 
for  the  destruction  of  vermin,  agricultural  or  other  legiti- 
mate purposes. 

For  these  reasons  they  suggest  that  the  consideration  of 
the  amendment  be  postponed,  and  that  the  Legislative 
Council  arrange  an  inquiry  into  the  subject  before  any 
further  legislation  takes  place.

(News  from  our  own  Correspondents.) 


Dr.  Dane  has  been  appointed  Colonial  Surgeon  at  Singa- 
pore, and  Dr.  Ford  Colonial  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  Tun 
Took  Sing  Hospital. 

A  Big  Haul. — The  Straits  Government  have  seized  suffi- 
cient morphine  to  supply  all  their  hospitals  for  a  century. 
A  case  of  50  lbs.  passing  through  Singapore  to  a  dispensary 
in  the  Native  States  was  confiscated  the  other  day,  together 
with  over  40  lbs.  on  the  premises  of  the  same  dispensary. 
Nearly  every  day  small  seizures  are  made  by  the  police,  and 
the  question  of  disposing  of  these  accumulations  will  doubt- 
less shortly  be  exercising  the  minds  of  the  authorities. 

Licensed  Persons.— The  "  Straits  Government  Gazette  " 
of  August  11  contains  the  list  of  persons  licensed  under  the 
Poisons  Ordinance,  1905,  to  sell  poisons  in  the  Straits  Settle- 
ments. In  Singapore  thirty-four  persons  are  so  licensed, 
in  Penang  nine,  and  in  Malacca  three,  making  a  total  of 
forty-six.  In  this  total  there  are  nine  properly  qualified 
European  chemists,  three  in  Penang  and  six  in  Singapore. 
This  wholesale  granting  of  licences  will  not,  writes  our 
Penang  correspondent,  meet  with  much  favour  among 
chemists,  who  do  not  care  to  be  classed  with  all  kinds  of 
nondescripts.  As  the  Government  made  the  Ordinance  un- 
usually severe,  it  is  rather  surprising  that  they  did  not  con- 
fine the  licences  to  proper  chemists.  It  will  be  seen  that 
there  is  here,  as  at  home,  a  tendency  to  widen  the  facilities 
for  obtaining  poison;  for  "universal  providers,"  ship- 
chandlers,  and  provision-merchants  have  been  granted 
licences  to  sell  poison  here. 

Results  of  Morphine  Smuggling. — The  poisoned-flour 
incident  in  Amoy,  to  which  brief  reference  was  made  in 
our  issue  of  June  10,  p.  910,  appears  to  have  caused  con- 
siderable commotion  in  that  city.  The  affair  has  been  the 
subject  of  a  special'  investigation  by  the  U.S.  Consul  at 
Amoy,  who  reports  that  the  trouble  lay  with  imported 
American  flour.  The  loss  of  trade  in  this  article  is  already 
regarded  as  serious,  and  it  is  probable  that  in  course  of  time 
official  action  will  be  taken  to  reassure  the  people  that  all 
American  flour  is  not  poisoned — not  an  easy  matter  where 
superstition  and  anti-foreign  agitation  are  rife.  A  few  addi- 
tional facts  regarding  the  poisoning  are  given  below  : 

In  March  a  cargo  of  flour  was  received  in  Amoy  from 
Hong  Kong,  consigned  to  native  importers.  This  flour  was 
■t  distributed  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business,  apparently, 
and  seemed  to  be  no  different  from  any  other  flour.  The 
first  trouble  came  at  a  Chinese  restaurant.  The  proprietor 
•  made  a  native  product,  resembling  macaroni,  for  use  in 
soup,  and  served  it  to  a  customer,  who  immediately  sickened 
and  died.  The  relatives  of  the  unfortunate  man  appeared 
and  claimed  that  he  had  been  poisoned,  there  being  every 
appearance  of  morphine  poisoning.  The  proprietor  denied 
that  there  was  any  poison  in  the  food.  "  This  is  my  busi- 
ness ;  why  should  I  ruin  it  by  poisoning  a  customer  ?  I 
will  eat  the  food  myself,"  was  his  defence.  He  partook 
of  the  food,  and  his  wife  and  daughter  ate  of  it  also. 
Within  an  hour  all  of  them  were  dead.  Naturally  such  a 
story  spread  over -the  city  and  surrounding  country  with 
great  rapidity.  Meanwhile  other  cases  of  poisoning  from 
flour  were  reported,  and  in  all  there  were  something  like 
twenty-five  deaths  in  Amoy  alone. 

The  only  feasible  explanation  is  that  smuggled  packets  of 
morphine  were  placed  in  the  flour  and  were  afterwards 
accidentally  broken  open  and  mixed  with  the  flour.  Inci- 
dentally, the  Consul  states  that  since  the  imposition  of  the 
morphine-duty,  larger  amounts  than  ever  are  smuggled  into 
almost  every  port  in  China.  Under  the  present  method  of 
enforcing  the  collection  of  duties  the  "  informer"  system  is 
about  the  only  possible  means  of  detecting  such  smuggling. 
In  the  present  instance  the  results  were  not  what  the  Chinese 
merchants  concerned  counted  upon. 

Morphine  Prosecutions. — At  Singapore  on  August  23, 
Mr.  H.  I.  Chope,  local  manager  of  the  P.  &  O.  Steamship 
Co.,  appeared  before  Mr.  Bryant,  in  response  to  a  summons 
issued  at  the  instance  of  the  police,  to  explain  why  a  case  of 
morphine  was  brought  into  the  Colony  without  permission  of 
the  Principal  Civil  Medical  Officer.  The  explanation  was 
that  the  drug  had  been  brought  by  a  P.  &  O.  steamer,  and 
was  ,to  be  re-shipped  to  the  consignee  at  Port  Swettenham. 


The  acting  Chief  Police  Officer  said  the  matter  of  the 
morphine  being  kept  here  should  have  been  reported  to  the 
police.  He  did  not  expect  to  get  a  conviction,  but  he  wished 
the  law  to  be  observed.  Mr.  Bryant  imposed  a  nominal  fine 
of  $5  and  costs,  and  ordered  that  the  drug  should  he  re-ex- 
ported.— Mr.  A.  H.  Cox,  Traffic  Superintendent,  Tanjong 
Pagar  Dock,  was  summoned  for  having  a  case  of  morphine 
in  a  godown  without  reporting  the  matter.  Mr.  Cox  ex- 
plained that  there  was  nothing  on  the  case  to  indicate  that  it 
contained  morphine.  It  was  put  in  a  godown  awaiting 
transhipment.  The  summons  was  dismissed,  but  the  mor- 
phine (worth  350/.)  was  confiscated. — At  the  Kuala  Lumpur 
Police  Court  on  August  17,  Mr.  S.  Scott,  of  The  Pharmacy, 
and  Mr.  L.  Hills,  of  The  Dispensary,  were  summoned,  at 
the  instance  of  the  Public  Prosecutor,  for  contravening  the 
laws  relating  to  morphine.  On  the  premises  being  searched 
by  a  Customs  officer  a  tin  of  4  lbs.  was  found  in  a  safe  at 
The  Pharmacy,  and  at  The  Dispensary  an  open  tin  of  112  oz. , 
with  seven  1-lb.  packets,  was  discovered.  Mr.  Hills,  who 
possesses  a  Californian  certificate,  had  a  licence  to  deal  in 
morphine  from  the  State  Surgeon  of  Selangor,  and  it  was 
contended  that  the  licence  of  Mr.  Scott  when  he  was  pre- 
viously manager  of  The  Dispensary  was  still  in  effect.  Owing 
to  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  law  in  the  Federated 
Malay  States  both  defendants  were  ordered  to  pay  only  a 
nominal  fine  of  $1,  and  the  seized  morphine  was  ordered  to  be 
restored.  Mr.  Hills  was,  however,  mulcted  in  the  costs  of 
the  prosecution. 


Straits  Licence  Examination. 

Chemists  and  doctors  have  received  considerable  attention 
from  the  Straits  Government  of  late,  and  the  latest  issue  of 
the  "Gazette"  contains  an  Order  dated  August  16,  with 
particulars  of  a  modified  examination  to  be  held  to  grant 
licences  to  sell  morphine  and  poisons  according  to  the  two 
new  Ordinances.  The  following  is  the  full  text  of  the 
Order  : 

An  examination  will  be  held,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Straits  and  Federated  Malay  States  Medical  School,  for  any 
local  candidates  who  may  wish  to  qualify  for  a  pharmaceu- 
tical licence  under  the  provisions  of  the  Morphine  and 
Poisons  Ordinances. 

The  examination  will  take  place  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
January,  April,  July,  and  October  at  the  Government 
Analyst's  office,  Singapore. 

Candidates  must  give  a  full  month's  notice  before  entering 
for  any  examination.  For  those  candidates  who  may  wish 
it,  a  revision  course  of  instruction  consisting  of  lectures  twice 
a  week  during  the  months  of  March,  June,  September,  and 
December  will  be  held  at  the  Government  Analyst's  office, 
for  each  of  which  monthly  courses  a  fee  of  $25  will  be 
charged. 

The  syllabus  of  subjects  required  for  examination  will  be  : 

1.  Elementary  chemistry,  including  the  names  of  the 
chief  elements ;  definition  of  acids,  bases,  and  salts ;  the 
reading  of  chemical  formulae;  the  meaning  of  "incom- 
patibility." 

2.  A  complete  knowledge  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
including  the  recognition,  composition,  properties,  and 
doses  of  all  the  drugs  and  official  pi'eparations. 

3.  The  usual  methods  of  compounding  and  dispensing 
drugs. 

4.  The  use  of  apparatus,  including  the  balance ;  filters 
and  filtration ;  boiling  and  the  boiling-points  of  the  com- 
moner liquids ;  distillation  ;  specific  gravity ;  the  ther- 
mometer. 

5.  Signs  and  symbols  used  in  prescribing  and  phar- 
macy ;  weights  and  measures,  both  pharmaceutical, 
metric,  and  domestic. 

6.  Latin  terms  and  abbreviations  used  in  connection 
with  prescribing  and  dispensing. 

It  is  difficult  to  say  what  sort  of  a  standard  of  knowledge  the 
Government  will  require,  although  Clause  2  is  comprehen- 
sive enough  in  all  conscience.  At  the  same  time  the  efforts 
of  British  qualified  chemists  in  the  Straits  should  be  directed 
to  pointing  out  that  the  qualifications  obtained  at  home  are 
of  a  vastly  superior  character.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
the  Government  has  introduced  the  word  "  pharmaceutical," 
for  those  who  pass  this  examination  will  only  be  able  to  style 
themselves  "  licensed  morphine  and  poison  vendors."  These 
examinations  will  doubtless  provide  some  work  for  our  con^ 
freres  in  Singapore. 
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The  Business  Done. 

West  Ham  discussed  the  breaking  bulk  question  and  left  it 
it  abeyance,  the  Widow's  Clause  sharing  the  same  fate.  At 
Plymouth  Mr.  R.  F.  Roper,  reviewing  the  chemist's  position 
under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poison  Acts,  suggested  that  if 
Government  Departments  do  not  stop  coquetting  with  the 
promoters  of  the  policy  of  unqualified  poison-vendors,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  should  ask  to  be  relieved  of  the 
administration  of  the  1868  Act.  Other  mombcrs  did  not  agree 
with  this.  The  Bradford  Association  at  its  annual  meeting 
this  week  elected  Mr.  R.  H.  Marshall  as  President.  The 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland  have  postponed 
the  election  of  a  president  in  place  of  the  late  Sir  James 
Haslett. 

West  Ham  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  the  above  Association  took  place  at  Earlham 
Hall,  Forest  Gate,  on  September  14,  Mr.  W.  Potter  (Presi- 
dent) in  the  chair. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Borough  Town  Clerk  acknow- 
ledging the  receipt  of  the  early-clcsing  petition.  A  dis- 
cussion took  place  on  the  Federation  report.  Mr.  Savage 
again  brought  up  the  question  of  breaking  bulk,  in  which 
he  was  joined  by  the  President,  Mr.  Mitchell,  and  Mr. 
Forbes.  It  was  decided  to  allow  the  subject  to  remain 
in  abeyance  lor  the  present. 

Mr.  Blades  re-read  his  paper  on  the  "Widow's  Clause," 
which  was  deferred  from  last  meeting,  and  the  discussion 
on  it  was  postponed  to  the  next  meeting. 

Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland. 

The  committee  of  this  Society  met  on  September  19  at  the 
new  rooms,  11  Waring  Street,  Belfast,  Mr.  William  Lyttle 
in  the  chair. 

The  report  re  expenditure  in  furnishing  the  new  head- 
quarters was  presented  and  approved  of.  The  Hon. 
Treasurer  reported  having  received  the  policy  of  insurance 
for  2001.  on  furniture,  etc.  Messrs.  S.  Gibson,  S.  E.  Kee, 
W.  J.  Busby,  J.  H.  Haslett,  R.  A.  Jameson,  and  S.  Achison 
were  appointed  as  a  committee,  whose  duties  are  to  obtain  a 
complete  set  of  specimens  of  the  drugs  and  chemicals  of  the 
B.P.  for  the  use  of  students.  Mr.  A.  R.  Hoggs  intimated 
that  he  would  be  present  to  take  a  flash-light  exposure  of 
the  meeting  at  the  opening  ceremony  on  September  21. 

It  was  ('ocided  to  postpone  the  election  of  a  President, 
as  (his  tr  ust  be  done  either  at  the  annual  meeting  or  at  a 
sspo;  ..il  ireeting  of  the  members. 

Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

The  tenth  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on 
September  19,  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Bradford.  The  chair  was 
occupied  by  the  President  (Alderman  H.  Dunn). 

Annual  Report  and  Balance-sheet. 
The  annual  report,  which  was  presented  by  Mr.  D.  S. 
Priestley  (Hon.  Secretary),  stated  that  the  membership  is 
69.  as  last  year,  and  that  there  are  promises  of  accessions  to 
their  ranks  this  session.  The  Co-operative  Buying  Com- 
mittee has  very  materially  improved  the  purchasing  powers 
of  the  members.  In  reference  to  the  efforts  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  in  regard  to  local  organisation,  the  opinion 
was  expressed  that  the  scheme  seemed  somewhat  immature ; 
but  recognising  the  necessity  of  better  organisation,  the 
Council  expressed  the  hope  that  some  scheme  might  be 
evolved  which  would  be  really  effective  for  the  desired 
purpose. 

The  balance-sheet  which  was  presented  showed  that, 
whereas  the  year  was  commenced  with  a  deficit  of  11.  3s.  0d., 
it  ended  with  a  credit  balance  of  3/.  7s.  4d. 

The  report  and  balance-sheet  were  adopted  unanimously. 
The  Election  of  Officers, 
being  then  proceeded  with.  Mr.  R.  H.  Marshall  was  elected 
President,  Mr.  H.  W.  Gregory  and  Mr.  H.  R.  Jackson 
Vice-Presidents,  Mr.  H.  G.  Dutton  Treasurer.  Messrs. 
H.  Dunn,  W.  E.  Metcalfe,  and  W.  A.  Wilcock  members  of 
the  Council.  Mr.  D.  S.  Priestley  was  re-elected  Hon.  Secre- 
tary. 


Mr.  Richard  Perfect  was  elected  an  associate  member,  and 
Mr.  W.  A.  Wilcock  was  elected  an  ordinary  member  instead 
of  an  honorary  member. 

Some  verbal  alterations  of  rules  were  carried,  and  it  was 
decided  to  continue  affiliation  with  the  National  Federation, 
the  West  Riding  Federation,  and  the  Bradford  Chamber  of 
Trades,  Mr.  Sutcliffe  and  Mr.  Gregory  being  appointed 
representatives  of  the  Association  on  the  Bradford  Chamber 
of  Trades. 

Early  Closing. 
The  Secretary  informed  the  meeting  that  the  Corporation 
had  advertised  their  draft  Closing  Order  that  day,  and  the 
President  said  he  hoped  that  members  would  all  use  their 
influence  to  get  the  traders  about  them  to  vote  in  favour  of 
the  Closing  Order,  for  he  was  sure  that  they  could  get  the 
Closing  Order  through  if  they  tried. 

Plymouth  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Plymouth,  Devonport,  Stone- 
house,  and  District  Chemists'  Association  was  held  at 
7  Whimple  Street,  Plymouth,  on  Friday,  September  15, 
Mr.  F.  A.  Goodwin  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  were 
also  present  Messrs.  R.  F.  Roper,  C.  T.  Weary,  J.  Barge, 
J.  D.  Turney,  P.  A.  Kelly,  S.  A.  Perkins,  Condy  U'Ren, 
F.  A.  Spear,  J.  A.  Lamble,  H.  M.  Morgan,  H.  P. 
Hearder,  and  F.  Maitland  (Hon.  Secretary).  The  special 
business  of  the  meeting  was  to  hear  an  address  by  Mr. 
R.  F.  Roper  on 

"Where  we  Stand." 
In  this  Mr.  Roper's  object  was  to  deduce  what  may  be  the 
future  conditions  from  the  events  of  1841  (foundation  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society),  1852  (Pharmacy  Act,  protect- 
ing the  title  "pharmaceutical  chemist"),  1868  (Sale  of 
Poisons  Act,  dealing  also  with  the  title  "chemist  and 
druggist"),  and  1880  (House  of  Lords'  decision  that  co- 
operate bodies  are  not  struck  at  by  Sections  1  and  15  of  the 
1868  Act).    Mr.  Roper,  having  spoken  in  detail  about  each 
of  these  matters,  regretting  that  more  prompt  action  was 
not  taken  by  the  Council  and  permanent  officials  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  remedy  the  1880  wrong,  pro- 
ceeded to  show  that  another  crisis  is  approaching,  in  so 
far  as  a  Government  Department  is  favourably  disposed 
to  the  suggestion  made  by  interested  persons  that  the  sale 
of  poisons  for  agricultural  purposes  should  not  be  subject 
to  the  conditions  of  the  1868  Act.    This  he  considered  <  o  be 
a  deliberate  breaking  of  the  agreement  entered  into  by  the 
Government  in  1868,  whereby  chemists  become  virtually 
Government  officials  without  pay  in  protecting  the  public 
against  poisons,  and  it  is  open  to  the  members  to  request  the 
Council  to  intimate  to  the  Government  that  if  such  a  course 
is  followed  they  desire  to  be  relieved  of  the  administration 
of  the  1868  Act.    It  is  as  well  to  act  with  dignity  rather  than 
wait  for  the  evitable  if  slow  process,  which  must  have  the 
same  result.    No  doubt  such  a  condition  as  must  follow 
Government  control  of  our  pharmacies  might  prove  a  hard- 
ship to  most  of  us  at  first,  but  if  in  the  end  pharmacy  is 
placed  on  a  more  enduring  basis,  the  result  may  incidentally 
lead  to  such  protection  of  our  titles  and  the  practice  of 
pharmacy  as  appears  hopeless  to  expect  under  present  con- 
ditions. 

From  time  to  time  there  have  appeared  on  the  pharma- 
ceutical horizon  personalities  which  inspired  the  hope  that 
the  mantle  of  Jacob  Bell  had  descended.  Michael 
Carteighe,  who  if  but  called  to  the  guidance  of  pharmaceu- 
tical affairs  earlier,  when  possessed  of  the  enthusiasm  of 
youth  as  well  as  his  great  energy,  might  well  have  proved 
a  worthy  successor — later  Glyn  Jones — now  Robinson:  arc 
these  but  the  flitting  of  possible  heroes,  and  have  we.  like 
the  Jews,  still  to  wait  ? 

Discussion. 

Mr.  Maitland  was  of  opinion  that  if  pharmacy  were  to  be 
a  department  of  the  Government  the  position  of  chen  ists 
would  be  worse  than  at  present  owing  to  the  loss  of  the  sym- 
pathy they  received  from  members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Barge  said  commercial  interests  had  developed  so 
largely  that  they  had  more  than  counterbalanced  the  benefits 
received  from  the  Pharmacv  Act.    Still,  chemists  them- 
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selves  were  responsible  to  a  great  extent  for  the  present  tin- 
satisfactory  state  of  affairs  owing  to  the  lack  of  support  to 
the  parent  Society.  As  a  remedy  he  advocated  a  strong 
combination  in  order  to  place  before  Parliament  their  present 
needs. 

Mr.  Turney,  while  expressing  his  indebtedness  to  Mr. 
Roper  for  his  able  address,  said  he  did  not  agree  with  all  that 
had  been  said.  He  thought  their  future  would  be  brighter, 
but  matters  should  not  be  allowed  to  drift.  The  crisis  is 
near  at  hand,  and  if  definite  action  be  not  taken  they  would 
not  be  worthy  of  the  name  of  chemists.  He  acquiesced  in 
the  view  of  throwing  the  onus  upon  the  Government  :  it  was 
far  better  to  have  a  more  rigid  supervision  in  visits  from 
inspectors  than  allow  things  to  drift  in  the  way  they  are 
now. 

Most  of  the  members  having  spoken,  the  meeting  con- 
cluded with  thanks  to  Mr.  Roper. 


legal  IReports. 

High  Court  Case. 

Chemists'  Licences  in  Cape  Colony. 
The  appeal  brought  by  John  Alfred  Mathew,  Alfred  Har- 
field  Mathew,  and  Frank  Carleton  Mathew,  trading  as 
Messrs.  Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.,  Cape  Town,  against  a  con- 
viction of  the  Acting  Resident  Magistrate  of  Cape  Town, 
fining  them  for  selling  a  photo  film  without  holding  a  general- 
dealer's  licence,  came  up  for  hearing  in  the  Supreme  Court 
on  Monday,  August  28,  before  the  Acting  Chief  Justice,  the 
Hon.  Sir  John  Buchanan.  Mr.  Russell  was  for  the  appel- 
lants, and  Mr.  Nightingale  appeared  for  the  Crown.  The 
particulars  of  the  magisterial  hearing  were  reported  in  the 
C.dkD.,  September  16,  p.  465. 

Mr.  Russell,  for  the  appellants,  now  argued  that  chemists 
are  entitled  to  sell  any  article  included  in  a  retail-shop 
licence  under  the  Act  of  1877,  and  that  the  subsequent  Act 
of  1887  did  not  repeal  that  power. 

The  Acting  Chief  Justice  pointed  out  that  there  is  no  such 
thing  as  a  retail-dealer's  licence  now,  it  having  been  super- 
seded by  a  general-dealer's  licence,  so  privilege  under  such 
a  former  licence  could  hardly  be  claimed.  If  Mr.  Russell's 
contention  was  sound,  it  meant  that  a  chemist  could  sell  any- 
thing that  a  retail  shopkeeper  could  sell,  such  as  tea,  sugar, 
coffee,  and  ironmongery. 

Mr.  Russell  said  the  chemist  paid  nearly  double  the  licence 
of  a  general  dealer. 

The  Acting  Chief  Justice  pointed  out  that  chemists  could 
hardly  claim  a  prescriptive  right  to  sell  these  goods. 

Mr.  Russell  :  "Unfortunately  not,  my  Lord.  Counsel,  pro- 
ceeding, said  it  was  quite  evident  that  for  eighteen  years  the 
construction  now  attempted  had  never  been  put  upon  this 
Act. 

His  Lordship  said  they  could  not  sell  by  prescriptive  right. 
The  Magistrate  appeared  to  have  dealt  very  reasonably  with 
the  case.  He  could  understand  Mr.  Russell's  argument  if 
he  limited  it  to  the  film  sold,  but  as  to  playing-cards,  tea, 
coffee,  etc.,  a  distinction  should  certainly  be  drawn.  He 
supposed  the  case  went  further  than  the  question  of  the 
film? 

Mr.  Russell  said  of  course  they  wanted  to  go  further,  for  a 
film  was  clearly  a  chemical  production. 

Mr.  Nightingale,  for  the  Crown,  said  if  Mr.  Russell's  con- 
tention that  the  51.  licence  covered  all  retail  goods,  then  a 
butcher  could  carry  on  the  trade  of  a  baker,  a  baker  that  of 
a  general  dealer,  and  a  general  dealer  that  of  an  ostrich- 
feather  dealer.  As  to  the  meaning  of  the  words  "  as  such  " 
in  the  Act,  he  submitted  that  it  was  perfectly  clear  that  the 
legitimate  business  of  a  chemist  was  a  business  connected 
either  intimately  with  the  science  of  chemistry  or  the  science 
of  healing,  as  in  historic  times. 

Mr.  Russell,  replying  to  the  historic  meaning  relied  on 
by  his  learned  friend,  said  if  that  interpretation  was  to  be 
put  on  the  trade,  then  a  chemist  might  practise  as  a 
medical  man,  and  he  would  also  be  entitled  to  practise  as  a 
"bar-man."  (Laughter.) 

His  Lordship,  in  giving  judgment,  said  the  Act  of  1877, 
which  negatived  previous  statutes,  authorised  chemists 
being  licensed  "as  such"  to  deal  in  articles  covered  by  a 
retail- dealer's  licence.  In  1877  the  Legislature  altered  the 
law.    They  abolished  the  retail-shop  licence,  and  also  the 


wholesale  licences,  and  substituted  the  general-dealer's 
licence,  and  in  that  Act  they  referred  to  certain  trades, 
including  that  of  an  apothecary  and  chemist  and  druggist, 
and  made  provision  accordingly.  Section  4  of  Act  58  of 
1877  provided  that  no  chemist  should  be  required  to  take 
out  a  licence  as  a  general  dealer.  There  was  a  special  con- 
dition granted  for  chemists  and  druggists,  but  the  question 
arose  as  to  what  extent  it  was  granted.  The  retail  shop- 
keeper's licence  was  no  longer  in  existence,  and  he  did  not 
see  how  a  chemist  or  druggist  could  claim  to  carry  on  that 
business  and  to  have  the  privilege  of  a  licence  which  no 
longer  can  be  granted  to  him.  Under  the  Act  of  1887  the 
chemist  is  allowed  to  deal  as  such  without  having  taken 
out  a  general-dealer's  licence.  The  chemist  does  not 
require  a  general-dealer's  licence  in  connection  with  his 
business  as  a  chemist  or  druggist.  In  this  case,  had  the 
contention  been  confined  to  the  selling  of  films  for  photo- 
graphic apparatus,  they  might  fairly  have  been  held  to  come 
within  the  scope  of  his  licence ;  but  the  claim  was  to  sell 
anything  which  retail  shopkeepers  can  sell.  If  the  case 
had  been  confined  to  the  film,  he  thought  the  conviction 
would  have  been  quashed,  but  as  the  claim  was  to  sell  any- 
thing with  a  retail  shopkeeper's  licence  the  conviction  must 
be  confirmed  and  the  appeal  dismissed. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Soda-water. 

At  Rochdale,  on  September  20,  James  Heywood,  mineral- 
water  manufacturer,  was  summoned  under  Section  6  of  the 
1875  Act  for  selling  soda-water  not  of  the  quality  demanded 
by  the  purchaser.  On  analysis  the  soda-water,  which  was 
purchased  for  Id.,  was  found  to  contain  only  ^  grain  of 
sodium  bicarbonate  per  pint,  and  it  was  contended  by  the 
prosecution  that  it  should  have  contained  from  8  to  10 
grains.  The  defence  was  that  there  is  no  standard  for 
soda-water ;  if  it  contains  any  soda  at  all,  it  is  soda-water. 
The  Magistrate,  however,  imposed  a  fine  of  21s.  and  costs. 


Bankruptcy  IReport. 


Re  John  Edwabd  Lincoln  Rees,  trading-  as  the  Gwalia 
Photographic  Co.,  Pentre,  Rhondda  Valley,  Chemists' 
Assistant. — At  Pontypridd  Bankruptcy  Court  debtor,  whose 
deficiency  is  1651. ,  attended  for  his  public  examination.  He 
stated  that  previous  to  entering  the  photographic  business  he 
had  been  employed  as  a  chemist's  assistant.  He  was  a 
qualified  photographer.  He  studied  photography  privately 
when  he  was  employed  in  the  chemist's  business  at  London, 
Tunbridge  Wells,  and  Ipswich.  He  started  business  with 
35/.  borrowed  capital.  He  had  purchased  some  of  the  articles 
used  in  the  business  while  employed  as  chemist's  assistant — 
money  saved  from  his  earnings.  He  was  earning  21.  a  week 
as  a  chemist's  assistant,  and  he  had  a  house  free  with  part  let 
off.  He  started  with  that  35?.,  got  a  studio,  and  bought 
goods  by  degrees.  He  also  made  money  by  private  practice 
as  a  photographer  in  his  spare  time,  but  he  had  no  record  of 
how  much  he  took.    The  hearing  was  adjourned.

7  per  cent.  "  B  "  preferred 
ordinary  shares  at  22s.  per  share.  The  dividend  on  these 
shares  is  non-cumulative,  and  the  shares  are  preferential  to 
the  ordinary  shares  both  as  to  dividend  and  capital.  The 
prospectus  states  that  the  auditors'  certificate  shows  the 
annual  profits  of  the  company  for  the  last  two-and-a-half 
years  to  have  averaged  32,177?.  per  annum,  an  increase  of  over 
30  per  cent,  on  the  average  profits  for  the  previous  three 
years.  The  half-year  which  ended  on  March  31,  1905,  showed 
19,642?.  of  profit.  The  profit  so  shown  is  sufficient  to  pay  the 
whole  of  the  dividends  on  preference  and  preferred  ordinary 
shares  already  issued,  and  to  leave  over  15,500?.  to  pay  the 
7.000?.  required  for  the  dividends  on  present  issue.  The  assets  of 
the  company,  exclusive  of  goodwill  (which  stands  at  10,514?.). 
and  including  at  par  value  the  shares  held  in  the  associated 
companies,  were  on  March  31,  1905,  399,584?.  in  excess  of  all 
liabilities  other  than  share  capital.  The  prospectus  further 
states  that  the  cash  received  from  the  present  issue  will  bring 
up  the  surplus  assets  to  over  500.000?.

Scientific  progress.

A  Reagent  for  Ferments, — Winckel  states  ("Apotheker 
Zeitung,"  1905,  209)  that  a  mixture  of  hydrochloric  acid  and 
vanillin,  in  addition  to  being  a  typical  reagent  for  phloro- 
glucin,  serves  well  to  characterise  soluble  ferments.  With  the 
reagent  the  ferments  in  most  grain,  for  example,  show  an 
intense  violet  colour.  To  isolate  the  body  responsible  for  the 
reaction  the  author  treats  the  substance  with  glycerin  and 
water,  after  removing  the  fat  with  ether.  Acetic  acid  is  then 
added  and  the  liquid  is  filtered.  The  water-soluble  ferments 
are  then  precipitated  with  alcohol.  From  a  series  of  experi- 
ments Winckel  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  the  reaction  is  due 
to  the  enzymes  themselves,  and  not  to  any  accompanying 
albumenoid  matter. 

The  Chemistry  of  Rheum  Rhaponticum. — Tschirch 
and  Cristopletti  ("  Archiv.  der  Pharmazie,''  1905,  443)  have 
made  a  full  examination  of  this  root,  and  have  published  the 
following  results :  The  extract  obtained  by  70-per-cent. 
alcohol  was  evaporated  down  to  a  thin  fluid,  and  well  shaken 
with  ether.  Crystals  separated,  which  on  precipitation  melted 
at  231°.  This  body  is  rhaponticin,  having  the  formula 
C21H24O9.  It  is  present  to  the  extent  of  1.42  per  cent.  On 
hydrolysis,  rhapontigenin  is  formed,  of  the  formula  CwH2203, 
and  melting  at  180°  to  181°.  This  body  is  a  di-hydroxy  com- 
pound, forming  well-defined  benzoyl  and  acetyl  derivatives. 
The  ehrysophanic  acid  obtained  melts  at  181°  to  182°,  and 
contains  a  little  methoxy-chrysophanic  acid.  When  this  is 
removed  the  melting  point  is  196°,  and  the  methoxy  free  body 
is  now  called  chrysophanol.  No  emodin  and  no  rhein  could 
be  found.  Tetrahydromethoxy  chrysophanol  and  a  gluconide 
yielding  that  body  and  glucose  were  also  found. 

Thujone. — Wall  .ch  has  now  definitely  established  the  ex- 
istence of  three  isomeric  thujones — or,  at  all  events,  two,  as 
there  is  some  doubt  as  to  the  chemical  individuality  of  the 
third  ("  Annalen,"  336,  247).  Oil  of  thuja  consists  chiefly  of 
a  thujone,  whereas  oil  of  tansy  contains  £  thujone.  Worm- 
wood, sage,  and  artemisia  oils  contain  both  varieties. 
a  thujone  is  lsevorotary  and  yields  two  dextrorotary  semi- 
carbazones,  melting  at  186°  and  110°.  It  boils  at  200°,  sp.  gr. 
0.912,  refractive  index  1.4503,  optical  rotation  -10°  13'.  It 
is  easily  changed  to  the  /3-variety  by  heating  with  acids  or 
alkalies.  0  thujone  is  dextrorotary,  but  is  not  the  optically 
active  isomer  of  a -thujone.  Its  semicarbazone  is  dextrorotary 
and  melts  at  170°.  The  liquid  ketone  has  an  optical  rota- 
tion of  +76°  10',  and  is  converted  into  the  a  variety  by 
heating  with  potash.  The  exact  relations  between  these 
bodies,  the  doubtful  body,  and  isothujone  are  as  yet  a  matter 
of  considerable  uncertainty. 

Tantalum. — A  useful  resume  and  bibliography  of  the  earlier 
researches  on  tantalum  are  given  in  "  Zeitschrift  fur  ange- 
wandte  Chemie,"  p.  883  (see  also  C.  &  D.,  May  13,  p.  756). 
The  localities  in  which  the  minerals  of  tantalum  and  niobium 
occur  are  indicated  in  the  "Zeitschrift"  article.  Large  de- 
posits of  tantalum  minerals  appear  to  be  widely  distributed, 
so  that  the  application  of  this  element  in  the  arts  will  not  be 
hindered  by  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  its  naturally  occurring 
compounds.  We  have  before  us  a  specimen  of  stibio-tantalite 
from  a  Western  Australia  subscriber,   which  analyses  as

A  body,  guinalbanan,  C«>H330,  melting  at  62°,  and  a  crystalline 
hydrocarbon  (CioHi0)h,  termed  guinagutta,  were  also  isolated.

The  Tax  on  Shops 

in  Cape  Colony  appears  to  hit  chemists 
with  a  special  vengeance.  They  are  first  assessed  at  a  higher 
rate  than  other  tradesmen — a  rather  too  substantial  tribute 
to  their  superiority — and  then,  when  they  step  across  the  line 
which  separates  pure  pharmacy  from  ordinary  trade,  as  they 
all  must  do,  they  are  called  upon  to  pay  the  inferior  toll  also. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  outlanders  are  permitted  to  range 
pretty  freely  within  the  domain  of  pharmacy  at  no  extra 
charge.  These  apparently  unjust  conditions  are  neverthe- 
less in  exact  accord  with  the  immutable  laws  of  Nature. 
They  correspond  precisely  with  the  curious  physical  pheno- 
mena of  endosmosis  and  exosmosis,  which  show  that  it  is 
easier  for  the  particles  of  a  liquid  to  pass  through  a  mem- 
brane into  than  out  of  an  enclosed  cylinder.  The  selection 
of  an  item  of  photographic  business  as  a  test  article  in  the 
Cape  licensing  action  was  almost  excessively  fair.  If  trades 
are  to  be  ring-fenced,  in  which  would  photographic  acces- 
sories be  classed  if  not  in  that  of  a  chemist  and  druggist? 
And  yet  the  Court  found  that  they  do  not  come  within  the 
scope  of  the  chemist's  licence.    In  truth,  this  trade  tax 

Will  not  Bear  Close  Scrutiny 

nor  stand  much  strain  in  these 
days  when  shop-conditions  differ  so  vastly  from  those  when 
taxes  on  retail  trade  were  first  imposed.    It  was  in  1759,  in 
the  course  of  the  Seven  Years'  War,  and  when  England  had 
been  gaining  wonderful  successes  in  India  and  in  North 
America,  and  incurring  correspondingly  heavy  debts,  that 
Legge,  who  was  the  elder  Pitt's  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 
first  proposed  in  this  country  a  tax  on  shops.    His  argument 
in  favour  of  the  impost  was  that  as  the  trading  community 
would  so  largely  benefit  by  the  conquest  of  India  and 
Canada,  it  was  only  fair  they  should  pay  specially.  The 
selection  of  retailers  to  represent  trade  generally  was  a  grace- 
ful but  an  unwelcome  compliment,  and  Mr.  Legge's  proposal 
was  defeated.    Adam  Smith,  whose  famous  work  on  the 
"  Wealth  of  Nations  "  was  published  in  1776,  summarises  the 
economic  reasons  against  the  then  abandoned  tax.    It  would 
not  fall  finally  on  the  dealers,  he  admits;  they  must  in  all 
ordinary  cases  have  their  reasonable  profit.    But  it  would 
be  passed  on  to  the  consumers,  generally  with  some  over- 
charge.   If  the  tax  were  considerable  enough  to  be  worth 
imposing,  it  would  press  with  particular  injustice  on  small 
traders,  and  would  tend  to  crush  them  out  and  thus  secure  a 
monopoly  for  the  greater  shopkeepers ;  these,  like  all  mono- 
polists, would  soon  combine  to  raise  their  profits  far  beyond 
what  was  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the  tax.    This  con- 
tention assumed  that  the  tax  on  shops  must  be  uniform, 
which  was  what  Legge  had  proposed.    Adam  Smith  says  : 
"  It  could  not  well  have  been  otherwise.    It  would  have  been 
impossible  to  proportion  the  tax  with  tolerable  exactness 
without  such  an  inquisition  as  would  have  been  insupportable 
in  a  free  country."    The  younger  Pitt,  who,  with  all  his 
financial  genius,  had  a  curious  fondness  for  fancy  taxation, 
reintroduced  Legge's  proposition  in  1785  and,  in  spite  of 
vigorous  opposition,  carried  it.     He  met  Adam  Smith's 
principal  objection  by  the  simple  expedient  of  graduating  the 
tax  according  to  the  rent.    Fox  opposed  this  particular  im- 
post year  by  year,  and  in  1789  Pitt  reluctantly  abandoned  it. 
Its  yield  in  its  last  year  was  only  56.000?. 
Arthur  Devereux, 

or  rather  his  waxen  simulacrum,  has  been 
added  to  the  company  represented  in  Madame  TusSaud's 
Chamber  of  Horrors.    It  may  be  hoped  that  he  will  always 


retain  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  person  on  the  register 
of  chemists  and  druggists  entitled  to  figure  in  this  group.  I 
do  not  recollect  any  previous  conviction  of  one  of  ourselves 
for  the  crime  of  murder.  Perhaps,  considering  the  possi- 
bilities which  a  stock  of  drugs  contains,  this  may  be  note- 
worthy; certainly  medical  practitioners  have  more  than 
once  in  living  recollection  made  the  foulest  use  of  their 
opportunities. 

An  Anti-Substitutionist  Story 

is  related  by  the  Sheffield  cor- 
respondent of  this  Journal.  A  companion  incident  was 
related  to  me  lately  by  a  chemist  referring  to  the  same 
article.  My  friend  had  a  written  order  for  "a  bottle  of 
Scott's  emulsion  ;  your  own  make."  His  conscience,  whic  h 
is  a  fairly  sensitive  one,  simply  refused  to  advise  him  on 
that  occasion. 

Water  of  Planting, 

as  an  ingredient  in  an  eye-lotion  is  asked 
about  by  a  correspondent  ("  F.  P.,"  61/34).  May  this  not 
be  water  of  plantain  ?  In  the  official  report  of  the  Calcutta 
Exhibition  of  1884  the  plantain-tree,  Mvsa  paradisaica,  is 
said  to  be  "  extensively  cultivated  throughout  India,  where 
its  leaf  is  used  for  dressing  blistered  wounds  and  as  a  rest 
for  the  eye  in  ophthalmia."  Probably  more  information  is 
given  in  books  on  Indian  materia  medica,  which  are  not 
accessible  to  me  just  now. 

The  Warranty, 

which  was  the  subject  of  the  C.  <fc  D.  poet's 
humour  last  week,  appears  to  be  under  a  cloud  in  some 
quarters.  Certain  high-class  pharmacists  regard  it  as  a 
reflection  on  their  competence  and  professional  skill.  Just 
as  much  was  it  a  reflection  on  his  valour  for  the  knight  of 
old  to  cover  himself  with  armour  from  head  to  toe  when  he 
went  forth  to  battle.  Legislation  has  failed  to  find  an  easy 
method  of  saddling  the  wholesale  dealer  with  his  fair  share 
of  responsibility  for  the  offence  of  adulteration  except  by 
means  of  the  warranty,  and  the  retailer  who  omits  to  avail 
himself  of  the  legal  provision  is  much  like  the  employer 
who  disdains  to  ask  for  a  reference  in  regard  to  the 
assistant  whom  he  engages,  he  is  so  sure  of  his  instinctive 
skill  as  a  judge  of  character.  Moreover,  the  high-class 
pharmacist  always  has  the  option  of  not  pleading  the 
warranty  whenever  he  is  sure  he  has  a  better  defence. 

Sunday  Closing  of  Pharmacies 

is  so  desirable  an  attainment 
that  I  hope  Mr.  Wippell  Gadd  will  give  details  of  the  Exeter 
arrangements  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  in  addition  to 
sending  them  to  secretaries  of  associations  who  may  apply 
for  them.  A  scheme  which  has  worked  admirably  for  four 
years  in  a  city  of  the  size  of  Exeter  must  be  adaptable  to 
several  hundreds  of  towns  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  in 
many  of  these  places  there  is  no  local  association,  while  in 
others  the  secretary  may  be  unsympathetic.  One  chemist, 
commenting  on  this  subject  to  me,  said  he  did  not  like  the 
idea  of  his  customers  getting  into  the  habit  of  going  to  other 
shops  for  their  medicines,  and  probably  that  would  be  the 
one  "  uttered  or  unexpressed  "  objection  to  a  mutual  arrange- 
ment, if  there  should  be  any.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to 
answer  it.  Obviously,  if  there  is  anything  in  it.  a  fair 
balance  would  be  struck  when  the  Sunday  turns  had  gone 
round  if  all  the  coadjutors  were  loyal,  and  if  any  were  not 
they  might  safely  be  left  to  the  judgment  of  a  discriminating 
public.  "  No  Sunday  duty  "  is  one  of  the  strong  temptations 
of  store  service,  and  one  Sunday  in  ten,  which  would  be  a 
fair  sacrifice  to  public  necessity,  would  be  a  near  enough 
approximation  to  the  ideal.

Future  Pharmacy  Legislation. 

The  Company  Problem. 

In  publishing  this  series  of  articles  we  have  assumed  it  to 
be  the  intention  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  to  continue 
its  efforts  to  get  the  Pharmacy  Acts  amended,  so  as  to 
make  good  the  casus  omissus  revealed  by  the  House  of 
Lords'  decision  in  1880.  One  objection  to  the  Bills  intro- 
duced by  Mr.  Lough  was  that  they  departed  from  the 
principle  which  the  Council  decided  in  1898  should  be 
followed  in  legislation — viz.,  one  thing  at  a  time.  When 
the  Act  of  1898  went  forward  it  was  explained  that  the 
company  question  would  be  taken  up  later;  but  when  the 
time  came,  a  compulsory  curriculum  clause  was  tacked  on, 
this  being  quite  foreign  to  the  main  question,  and  various 
proposals  regarding  shop  management  and  registration  were 
introduced.  We  said  at  the  time  that  some  of  these  pro- 
posals were  unnecessarily  complicated,  some  were  needless, 
and  others  positively  harmful  to  chemists  and  druggists. 
These  should  be  considered  de  novo,  for  we  do  not  think 
the  Council  and  the  trade  as  a  whole  have  sufficiently 
realised  that  the  principle  of  shop  registration,  as  it  was 
provided  in  the  Bill,  is  entirely  novel  to  British  pharmacy 
law,  and  places  limits  upon  the  exercising  of  the  qualifica- 
tion of  the  individual,  by  decreeing  that  he  shall  only  sell 
or  dispense  poisons  in  shops  registered  for  that  purpose. 
It  would  be  advisable  to  wait  more  mature  deliberation 
for  so  reactionary  a  proposal ;  but  the  fact  has  to  be  recog- 
nised that  the  company  question  and  shop  management  go 
together,  because  the  ground  scheme  of  legislation  on  the 
problem  is  to  get  powers  to  ensure  that  the  person  actually 
in  charge  of  each  shop  kept  open  for  the  sale  of  poisons, 
or  upon  which  the  titles  "chemist"  and  "druggist" 
appear,  is  a  qualified  person.  The  offences  as  regards  shops 
which  were  specified  in  the  Pharmacy  Bill  were  : 

1.  Keeping  open  shop  without  a  registered  person  as 
conductor  thereof. 

2.  Keeping  open  shop  without  registering  it 

3.  Selling,  negotiating,  or  participating  in  sale  by  retail 
of  poisons  except  in  a  registered  shop. 

4.  Registering  any  shop  or  building  which  is  not  separ- 
ately rated  to  the  poor. 
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5.  Registering  one  person  as  the  conductor  of  more  than 
one  shop. 

6.  Refusing  to  reply  to  the  Registrar's  inquiries. 

7.  Supplying  Registrar  with  false  information  for  regis- 
tration-purposes. 

8.  Dispensing,  etc.,  medical  prescriptions  in  open  shop  not 
conducted  by  registered  person. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  hear  the  reasons  for  creating 
all  these  offences.  There  is  a  danger,  by  registration  of 
shops,  of  getting  away  altogether  from  the  original  prin- 
ciple of  the  registration  of  the  owner,  and  pushing  still 
further  forward  the  contention  that  so  long  as  the  em- 
ploye who  hands  over  a  poison  is  qualified,  the  law's 
intentions  are  fulfilled.  When  that  is  recognised,  as  it 
would  be  in  great  part  by  shop  registration,  we  open  the 
doors  to  every  shopkeeper  in  Great  Britain  trading  in 
poisons  under  the  name  of  a  qualified  person.  We  think, 
therefore,  that  the  position  should  be  carefully  recon- 
sidered. 

The  particularly  obnoxious  items  of  corporate  trading  in 
pharmacy  are  that  companies  assume  the  titles  which  indi- 
viduals only  acquire  the  right  to  by  proving  their  com- 
petence, and  there  is  not  in  law  a  direct  requirement  that 
company  business  in  poisons  shall  be  controlled  by  legally- 
qualified  persons,  there  being  no  obligation  upon  companies 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  Sections  1  and  15  of  the 
1868  Act.    Company  business  now  bulks  so  largely  in  the 
domain  which  Parliament  thought  it  had  completely  fenced 
in  1868  that  the  legislature  is  bound  in  the  near  future  to 
realise  that  the  present  law  is  inadequate  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  public.   Although  a  few  large  and  wealthy  com- 
panies have  tried  to  simulate  the  attributes  of  individual 
pharmacists,  and  have  guarded  the  dangerous  outlets  with 
qualified  men,  there  is  a  growing  host  of  "limited"  units, 
destitute  of  qualification  and  wealth,  who  menace  the  public 
safety,  in  so  far  as  they  are  founded  to  shield  the  owners 
from  the  penalties  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  which  they  may 
be  subject  to  by  trading  without  the  requisite  qualifica- 
tion.   The  problem  to  which  reformers  are  thus  required 
to  address  themselves  is  how  to  legislate  in  regard  to 
these  units,  for  it  is  fairly  certain  that  the  big  dividend- 
earning  concerns  will  not  only  be  able  to  adapt  them- 
selves to  demands  which  the  law  may  make,  but  must  secure 
the  best  skilled  service  if  they  are  to  continue  to  exist.  The 
first  demand  made  in  the  Pharmacy  Bills  of  past  sessions 
was  that  the  title  "chemist  and  druggist"  or  its  equiva- 
lent should  only  be  used  by  individuals  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  Act.    This  hurts  no  company  which 
had  the  privilege  of  using  the  title  in  1868  except  the 
Apothecaries'  Company  of  London,  and  it  does  not  use 
the  title.    Most  other  companies  who  use  it  now  do  so 
because  of  the  1880  decision,  and  the  others  are  the  suc- 
cessors of  individuals  who  had  personal  right  to  the  title. 
The  experience  of  the  past  few  sessions  is  that  companies 
within  our  own  ranks  have  not  indicated  how  they  regard 
the  proposal ;  some  of  the  larger  new  companies  do  not  care 
a  jot  for  the  title  (the  Army  and  Navy  Stores,  for  ex- 
ample), and  others  (e.g.,  Boots  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd.)  con- 
sider it  vital.    Should  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  persist 
in  its  effort  to  reserve  the  titles  to  individuals?  We 
believe  it  has  no  alternative.     First,  because  the  title 
is  conferred  by  law  upon  individuals  who  pass  a  speci- 
fied   examination,    so    that    companies    should    be  pre- 
cisely in  the  position  of  incompetent  persons  :  neither  can 
pass  the  examination.     Second,  the  efforts  of  correlated 
professions  are  directed  to  prevent  companies  assuming 
titles  which  are  the  hall-mark  of  professional  competence. 
A  company  cannot  be  a  lawyer  or  doctor  no  more  than  it  can 
be  a  chemist,  and  it  is  iniquitous  that  it  should  be  allowed  to 


use  a  designation  which  is  legally  falso  and  naturally  un- 
attainable. We  do  not  go  further  than  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
which  limits  the  principle  to  the  designation  of  the  indi- 
vidual, and  interferes  not  at  all  with  the  description  of  the 
place  of  business.  Thus  when  Smith  &  Co.,  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  "  for  family  reasons  "  become  a  company  they  will 
suffer  no  business  loss  by  describing  themselves  as  "  Smith 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  old-etablished  pharmacy,"  and  the  cash 
chemists  will  sell  as  many  miscellaneous  goods  as  ever  they 
did  when  they  adopt  the  designation  "cash  drug-stores." 
There  is  really  no  commercial  injustice  involved  in  the 
proposal  to  limit  Pharmacy  Act  titles  to  persons  earning 
them  by  their  experience  and  learning  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

The  next  item  in  the  reform  is  the  suggestion  for  a  quali- 
fied directorate.  There  again  the  one-man  company  business 
is  the  standard  which  Parliament  should  go  by.  The  drug- 
trade  is  one  of  those  businesses  which  must  be  conducted  in 
decency  and  order,  and  it  was  Parliament  which  defined 
what  that  should  be.  It  said  that  all  persons  engaged  in 
the  chemist's  business  in  1868  would  be  entitled  to  continue 
on  condition  that  they  applied  for  registration,  and  there- 
after other  persons  should  satisfy  examiners  before  they 
are  registered.  The  one-man  company  as  a  rule  is  a  person 
who  has  failed  or  does  not  try  to  satisfy  the  examiners ;  he 
gets  behind  the  Act,  and  defeats  its  object  by  virtue  of  the 
Companies  Acts.  Parliament  is  proverbially  complacent  in 
circumstances  of  this  nature,  and  is  better  pleased  to  place 
a  trough  to  catch  the  leakage  than  to  stop  the  leak.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Council  has  recognised  this  by  suggesting 
that  every  company  keeping  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons 
shall  have  a  managing-director  who  is  a  chemist  and  drug- 
gist. This  is  not  a  new  principle.  It  is  the  logic  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  which  says  :  "John  Smith,  if  you  are  to 
keep  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons  you  must  be  a  regis- 
tered chemist,  and  each  person  you  employ  to  sell  poisons 
must  be  a  registered  chemist."  What  we  want  Parliament 
to  say  further  is  :  "John  Smith,  Ltd.,  we  know  you  have 
not  passed  the  examination  and  do  not  fill  the  position  that 
the  person  John  Smith  does,  but  we  will  allow  you  to  con- 
tinue on  the  same  terms  as  John  Smith  if  you  get  a  registered 
chemist  as  your  managing-director."  This  would  not  be  a 
prohibitive  requirement  for  any  company  which  on  account 
of  vested  interests,  real  or  supposed,  deserves  the  sympathy 
of  Parliament,  and  it  would  go  a  long  way  towards  ensuring 
that  the  man  at  the  head  of  a  company's  business  is  one  who 
by  professional  training  is  able  to  supply  the  deficiency  in 
the  conduct  thereof  which  corporate  ownership  necessarily 
implies.  If  the  qualified  director  is  not  insisted  upon,  and 
only  the  protection  of  the  title  sought,  then  we  shall  reach 
the  same  position  as  shop  registration  would  bring  us  to,  and 
every  shopkeeper  might  reasonably  claim  that  with  a  quali- 
fied employe  he  ought  to  be  allowed  the  same  privilege  as 
companies. 


Canadian  Wholesalers  Combine. 

We  understand  that  the  combination  among  Canadian 
wholesale  drug-houses  is  now  in  a  fair  way  to  realisation, 
the  preliminaries  having  been  decided.  As  matters  now 
stand,  about  twenty-five  houses  in  the  Dominion  have  signed 
an  agreement  to  sell  their  businesses  to  a  joint-stock  syndi- 
cate having  for  its  objects  the  increase  of  prices  to  re- 
tailers, the  regulation  of  prices  of  patent  medicines,  the 
prevention  of  cutting,  the  abolition  of  commercial  tra- 
vellers to  a  large  extent,  and  the  reduction  of  management 
expenses.  The  combination  also  hope  to  make  a  saving  by 
buying  in  large  quantities.  Several  important  details  re- 
garding the  working  are   to  remain  in  abeyance  until 
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July  1,  1906,  and  these  are  regarded  as  the  rock  on  which 
the  ship  may  be  wrecked.  Several  adverse  opinions  have  been 
expressed,  it  being  argued  that  some  houses  wTould  probably 
be  allotted  more  value  in  stock  than  they  are  really  worth, 
while  others  would  get  much  less.  It  is  also  said  that  the 
policy  of  the  combination  would  be  practically  in  the  hands 
of  the  backers  of  the  syndicate,  who  are  not  in  the  whole- 
sale drug-trade.  Much  depends  on  the  policy  to  be  pur- 
sued, and  to  the  retail  trade  it  seems  a  question  whether 
the  combination  means  an  advance  in  prices  or  the  reverse 
— that  is  to  say,  whether  those  in  the  combine  will  keep  the 
management  savings  to  themselves  or  divide  them  with 
retailers  by  reduction  in  prices.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  Canadian  wholesale  drug-trade  has  for  several  years 
been  carried  on  with  great  difficulty,  owing  to  the  excep- 
tionally keen  competition  which  exists,  especially  in 
Ontario,  and  any  movement  that  tends  to  control  this  com- 
petition and  place  matters  on  a  more  profitable  basis  is  to 
be  commended.  It  appears  that  commercial  travellers  in 
Canada  are  greatly  in  excess  of  drug-trade  requirements, 
and  as  they  are  the  most  fruitful  cause  of  competition 
their  numbers  are  to  be  considerably  reduced,  thereby 
cutting  down  expenses.  It  will  be  interesting  to  watch  the 
future  of  this  movement,  concerning,  as  it  does,  the  whole 
of  Canada  from  Halifax  to  Vancouver,  especially  as  whole- 
sale druggists  in  the  Old  Country  have  of  recent  years  been 
drawing  more  closely  together,  and  the  idea  of  making  one 
wholesale  house  grow  where  at  present  there  are  two  or 
more  has  been  several  times  mooted. 

What  is  "Medicine"? 

In  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  Act  to  secure  a  half-holiday 
for  shop-assistants  it  is  provided  that  "shop"  does  not 
include,  inter  alia,  chemists'  shops,  "but  in  so  far  only  as 
concerns  the  sale  of  medicines  [and]  surgical  appliances." 
Mr.  Robert  A.  Smiles,  chemist,  Mowbray,  C.C.,  recently 
wrote  to  the  Attorney-General  asking  "  the  exact  meaning 
of  the  word  '  medicine  '  in  the  Act.  '  Does  it  mean  medi- 
cine prescribed  by  a  medical  man  only,  or  may  any  kind  of 
patent  medicine  be  supplied?  Do  ordinary  draughts, 
Epsom  salts,  castor  oil,  headache-cures,  gripe-water,  Win- 
slow's  syrup,  teething-powders,  and  toothache-cures  con- 
stitute '  medicine  under  the  Act  ? ' "  The  letter  was 
acknowledged,  and  transferred  to  the  Colonial  Secretary 
for  reply,  which  was  as  follows  :

Meaning  of  word  "  Medicine  "  as  used  in  the  Half-Holiday 
Act. 

Sir, — With  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  13th  instant, 
addressed  to  the  Honourable  the  Attorney-General  and 
transferred  to  this  office,  inquiring  the  exact  meaning  of  the 
word  "medicine"  as  quoted  in  the  "Half-Holiday  Act, 
1905,"  I  am  directed  to  inform  you  that  the  Colonial  Secre- 
tary regrets  that  he  is  not  prepared  to  advise  on  the  point 
raised  in  your  communication,  which,  in  the  event  of  any 
difficulty  arising,  should  be  submitted  for  the  decis'on  of 
your  own  legal  advisers.

After  this  official  hedging  Mr.  Smiles  turns  to  us  for  en- 
lightenment. We  naturally  recalled  the  curiosity  of  the 
present  Marquis  of  Salisbury  when  Mr.  A.  C.  Wootton, 
then  editor  of  this  journal,  was  giving  evidence  before  the 
Select  Committee  on  the  Shops- Early-closing  Bill  of  1895. 
We  quote  from  our  report  given  at  the  time  : 

"  Would  eau  de  Cologne  be  regarded  as  a  drug?  "  The 
witness  said  he  thouerht  it  would  come  within  the  meaning  of 


the  saving  clause.  He  would  regard  tooth-powder  as  a 
drug. 

"And  a  tooth-brush— would  that  be  a  medical  appli- 
ance? "    "I  think  it  would." 

Mr.  Wootton  reasoned  that  eau  de  Cologne  is  a  drug  because 
it  is  an  application  for  relieving  headache,  and  tooth-powder 
is  a  drug  because  it  is  used  to  prevent  disorders  of  the  teeth ; 
therefore  a  tooth-brush  is  a  medical  appliance  because  it  is 
employed  for  using  tooth-powder.  This  will  do  for  any- 
thing except  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts,  but  we  give  a  few 
dictionary  definitions  which  will  be  of  service  : 

Drug. — An  original,  simple,  medicinal  substance. — The 
New  English  Dictionary. 

Medicine. — A  substance  used  as  a  remedy  for  disease;  a 
substance  having,  or  supposed  to  have,  curative  properties; 
hence,  figuratively  anything  that  has  a  curative  or  remedial 
effect. — The  Century  Dictionary. 

Medicine. — A  substance  possessing,  or  reputed  to  possess, 
curative  or  remedial  properties. — The  Standard  Dictionary. 

Medicine. — Any  substance  administered  in  the  treatment 
of  disease ;  a  remedial  agent ;  a  remedy ;  physic. — Webster's 
Dictionary. 

Medicine. — Anything  applied  for  the  cure  of  disease  or 
pain,  whether  simple  or  compound  (made  up  of  more  than 
one  ingredient). — Chambers's  Dictionary. 

Medicine. — Any  kind  of  medicament,  whether  for  inward 
or  outward  application. — Wright's  English  Dialect  Dic- 
tionary. 

Medicament. — Anything  for  healing  diseases  or  wounds. — 
Webster's  Dictionary. 

These  do  not  give  a  direct  answer  to  Mr.  Smiles's  queries,  but 
the  guiding  lines  should  not  be  difficult  to  grasp.  First,  the 
articles  generally  agreed  to  be  medicines  include  those  of 
the  British  and  other  Pharmacopoeias,  past  or  present,  that 
are  now  used  in  the  treatment  of  disease,  as  well  as  com- 
pounds of  the  same  prepared  by  chemists  and  others.  They 
include  proprietary  medicinal  articles,  and  certainly  all 
which  would  be  in  Great  Britain  liable  to  medicine  stamp- 
duty,  as  well  as  the  drugs  and  preparations  specified  in  the 
Medicine-stamp  Acts  as  being  exempt  from  medicine  stamp- 
duty.  In  other  cases  where  there  is  any  doubt  about 
the  article  being  medicine,  the  chemist  may  assure  himself 
on  the  point  by  ascertaining  that  the  person  for  whom  it  is 
intended  is  to  use  it  for  curing  an  ailment. 

"To  Boot." 

Another  of  their  occasional  excursions  into  the  money 
market  has  been  made  during  the  past  week  by  two  of 
Mr.  Jesse  Boot's  companies — Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd., 
wanting  110,000/.  from  the  public  for  100,000/.  worth  of 
seven-per-cent.  "B"  preferred  ordinary  shares  therein, 
and  Boots  Cash  Chemists  (Southern),  Ltd.,  offering  at  a 
similar  premium  55,000  of  its  1/.  six-per-cent.  cumulative 
preference  shares.  The  most  wonderful  financial  discovery 
of  the  present  age  has  been  made  by  the  writer  of  the 
B.  P.  D.  Co.  prospectus — viz.,  that  the  110,000/.  now 
asked  for  will  "bring  up  the  surplus  assets"  of  the  com- 
pany to  over  half  a  million.  As  a  rule,  shareholders 
regard  their  shares  as  liabilities  against  which  they  expect 
their  directors  to  show  substantial  property  as  assets,  and 
as  the  prospectus  before  us  refers  to  "  liabilities  other  than 
share  capital,"  it  is  apparent  that  the  normal  idea  of  the 
prospectus-writer  is  that  share  capital  is  not  an  asset  to  the 
shareholder.  Another  point  of  exceptional  interest  is  the 
first  intimation  (and  that  only  on  the  back  flyleaf)  that  the 
capital  of  the  company  has  been  increased  from  355,000/.  to 
600,000/.  The  official  return  made  on  December  14,  1904, 
showed  a  nominal  capital  of  355,000/.,  divided  as  follows  :

It  will  be  seen  that  in  the  redistribution  of  A,  B,  and  C, 
the  old  letters  have  ceased  to  exist  and  have  become  the  first 
item  in  the  capital;  the  seven-per-cent.  preferred  ordi- 
naries have  been  lettered  "A,"  the  ordinaries  stand  where 
they  were  (100,000/.),  and  a  new  set  of  shares  lettered 
"B"  has  been  created,  thus  adding  245,000/.  to  the 
authorised  capital  of  the  company.  It  would  be  interesting 
to  know  why  this  new  stock  has  been  created,  for  there 
is  no  indication  in  the  prospectus ;  there  is  no  declaration 
from  one  end  to  the  other  of  the  purpose  for  which  this 
capital  is  to  be  employed.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  stated  in 
reference  to  the  B.  P.  D.  Co.  that  the  assets  are  399,584/.  in 
excess  of  the  liabilities  other  than  share  capital.  Now, 
the  latter  in  December  last  was  287,000/. ;  that  is  to  say,  the 
ownei-s  of  shares  to  this  value  had  the  satisfaction  of  know- 
ing that  the  assets  were  111,584/.  more  than  the  face  value 
of  their  shares.  The  fresh  capital  will  just  balance  that 
surplus,  so  the  old  shareholders  are  deprived  of  the  addi- 
tional security.  The  profits  of  the  company  are  set  forth 
and  certified,  and  the  figures  make  a  brave  show.  But 
the  certificate  intimates  the  curious  reservation  in  regard 
to  the  profits  of  the  past  two  and  a  half  years  that 
they  are  calculated  "before  providing  interest  on  money 
borrowed,  or  for  directors'  fees  and  remuneration  to 
managing  director."  We  have  seen  directors'  fees  re- 
served before,  but  this  should  only  be  done  when  they 
are  contingent  on  actual  dividends.  It  can  hardly  be 
supposed  that  in  this  company  the  managing  director's  and 
the  other  directors'  fees  have  been  in  suspense  for  thirty 
months.  In  any  case,  the  interest  on  money  borrowed  is 
surely  as  much  a  debt  as  the  account  for  Beecham's  pills. 
How  much  is  it,  from  whom  is  it  borrowed,  and  for  what 
purpose  ?  Are  any  of  the  moneys  subscribed  to  the  asso- 
ciated companies  lent  to  the  B.  P.  D.  Co.,  which  guaran- 
tees the  preference  dividends  on  most  of  them?  Again, 
the  assets  of  the  company  consist  in  a  large  part  of 
ordinary  shares  in  the  companies  whose  accounts,  says  the 
"Stock  Exchange  Year-book,"  "are  not  published."  The 
value  or  non-value  of  these  ordinary  shares — that  is  to 
say,  of  a  great  slice  of  B.  P.  D.  Co.'s  property — is  not  re 
vealed  to  the  invited  investor.  But,  assuming  that  he  will  be 
satisfied  with  what  he  is  told,  it  is  then  intimated  to  him  that 
he  will  be  expected  to  couple  with  his  application  for  the 
B.  P.  D.  Co.  shares  another  for  some  6-per-cent.  preference 
shares  in  the  Southern  Co. — at  least,  preference  will  be  given 
to  applicants  for  both.  In  this  case  the  interest  offered  is 
smaller,  but  an  even  larger  share  of  faith  is  required. 


No  certificate  of  profits  at  all  is  vouchsafed  ;  but,  instead, 
a  table  of  figures  is  given,  three-fourths  of  which  is 
entirely  irrelevant,  and  the  other  fourth  is,  in  view  of  the 
financial  conditions  connecting  the  Pure  Drug  and  the 
Southern  companies,  to  say  the  least,  inconclusive.  The 
prospectus,  however,  clearly  implies  that  the  Southern  Co. 
is  giving  its  preference  dividends,  and  more.  A  reserve 
fund,  a  depreciation  fund,  a  chemists'  provident  fund,  a 
contingency  fund,  and  an  amount  carried  forward  are  dis- 
played; but  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  of  these  items 
cannot  be  regarded  as  available  assets.  They  are  appro- 
priated. But  then,  if  all  this  money  has  been  lent  to  the 
B.  P.  D.  Co.,  as  for  anything  we  are  told  may  be  the  case, 
the  fog  thickens.  Is  it  wise  to  invest  in  a  company  which 
refuses  to  disclose  its  real  position?  Again,  there  is  nothing 
in  the  prospectus  to  answer  the  question — indeed,  there  is 
something  which  looks  ominous — viz.,  reference  to  branches 
equipped  in  first-class  modern  otyle,  occupying  prominent 
positions  on  main  thoroughfares  in  Brighton,  London,  Rich- 
mond, etc.  (therefore  most  expensive  plates),  and  the  busi- 
ness in  them  is  gradually  being  developed.  Is  the  55,000/. 
required  to  aid  further  in  the  development  ?

Use  of  the  Royal  Arms. 

Lord  Chamberlain's  Office,  St.  James's  Palace,  Septem- 
ber 19.  1905.  Notice  is  hereby  given  that  by  Clause  68  of  the 
Trade  Marks  Act,  1905,  any  person  who  without  proper 
Royal  authority  uses  in  connection  with  any  trade,  business, 
calling,  or  profession,  the  Royal  Arms,  or  any  device,  em- 
blem, or  title,  may  be  restrained  by  injunction  or  interdict 
from  continuing  so  to  use  the  same. — "  London  Gazette," 
September  19.  1905. 

This  advertisement  by  the  Lord  Chamberlain  ignores  an 
important  passage  in  the  section  of  the  New  Trade  Marks 
Act,  which  limits  the  offence  of  using  the  Royal  Arms  and 
similar  arms  to  the  manner  in  which  they  are  employed. 
The  omitted  passage  is  : 

uses  ...  in  such  manner  as  to  be  calculated  to  lead  to  the 
belief  that  he  is  employed  by  or  supplies  goods  to  his 
Majesty  or  such  member  of  the  Royal  Family. 
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The  present  "Gazette"  notice  conveys  the  impression  that 
the  use  of  the  Royal  Arms  in  any  manner  is  an  offence  under 
the  Act.  We  have  before  us  a  copy  of  the  "  British  Phar- 
macopoeia, 1898,"  bearing  on  the  cover  a  representation  of 
the  Royal  Arms,  and  the  words  "  by  authority."  This  may 
be  an  offence  on  the  part  of  the  General  Medical  Council  in 
their  business  as  book-publishers,  but  we  question  if  it 
would  be  were  the  words  "by  authority"  removed,  and 
even  as  it  stands  it  would  be  absurd  to  argue  that  the 
imprint  is  calculated  to  lead  to  the  belief  that  the  Council 
supplies  the  King  or  Royal  Family.  We  mention  this  case 
because  it  appears  to  be  the  intention  of  the  Lord  Chamber- 
lain to  prohibit  the  use  of  the  Royal  Arms  in  trade,  etc., 
by  anybody  except  those  who  have  the  express  authority  of 
his  Majesty  or  members  of  the  Royal  Family,  and  we  submit 
that  this  is  not  contemplated  by  the  Act , 

"  Bile  Beans  and  Poetry." 

"  Truth  "  devotes  the  better  part  of  three  pages  in  its  issue 
this  week  to  the  Bile  Beans  case  and  the  advertising  of 
medicinal  specialities  in  "  Truth."  In  the  course  of  the 
article  the  following  remarks  are  made  : 

Whatever  they  are  made  of,  they  are  an  ordinary  anti- 
bilious  pill.  They  cannot  do  anybody  much  harm,  and  as 
most  of  the  everyday  ailments  of  people  who  live  in  towns 
can  be  cured  by  an  ordinary  aperient  dose,  there  is  a 
probability  that  large  numbers  of  people  will  be  the  better 
for  them.  The  chief  objection  to  such  remedies  is  that  the 
habit  of  taking  them,  generally  for  no  purpose  but  to  cure 
the  result  of  eating  or  drinking  too  much,  is  in  itself  a 
vicious  one.  But  there  is  no  reason  why  a  man  should  not 
advertise  a  common  aperient  pill  as  a  valuable  medicine, 
nor  why  he  should  not  be  allowed  the  aid  of  what  Mr. 
Gilbert  calls  "  poetry  "  in  describing  its  virtues  to  the  same 
extent  which  the  law  allows  to  any  other  tradesman  puffing 
his  own  wares.  The  fraud  comes  in  when  systematic  mis- 
representation as  to  the  origin  or  nature  of  the  remedy,  and 
the  cures  that  it  can  effect  or  has  effected,  is  resorted-  to. 
This  is  outside  the  domain  of  legitimate  "  poetry." 

Our  contemporary  then  proceeds  to  discuss  the  morality  of 
newspapers  accepting  advertisements  of  a  certain  class  of 
patent  medicines. 

India  and  the  Imperial  Institute. 

The  annual  report  (1904-5)  on  the  Indian  Section  of  the 
Imperial  Institute  has  been  published  this  week.  The  more 
bulky  part  of  it  is  that  written  by  Professor  Wyndham 
Dunstan,  the  director,  on  the  nature  of  the  work  done  during 
the  year.  This  deals  with  thirty-four  subjects  relating  to  the 
utilisation  of  Indian  products,  the  aconites,  Hyoscyamus 
muticus,  and  the  seeds  of  Datura  Stramonium  being  among 
them.  Particulars  are  also  given  about  thorianite,  the 
mineral  from  Ceylon,  which  has  made  many  of  the  planters 
and  merchants  of  that  island  almost  crazy,  as  they  expect  to 
find  in  this  the  wealth  which  did  not  come  to  them  from 
cinchona,  coffee,  and  other  articles  which  have  been  the  sub- 
ject of  crazes  in  turn.  Professor  Dunstan's  statement  that 
consignments  of  thorianite  from  Ceylon  have  recently  sold 
in  this  country  at  the  rate  of  1,500/.  will  not  allay  the  craze. 
Mr.  C.  E.  Jones,  superintendent  of  the  Indian  Section  Ex- 
hibits, mentions  in  his  report  that  the  largest  group  in  the 
section  is  medicines  and  drugs,  of  which  there  are  over  1,000 
specimens,  and  he  suggests  a  more  attractive  rearrangement 
of  them.  A  number  of  letters  appended  to  the  report  in 
regard  to  the  accommodation  in  the  Institute  for  Indian  pro- 
ducts indicate  that  the  inter- departmental  arrangements  do 
not  by  any  means  expedite  business. 

Technical  Chemistry. 

The  Council  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  have  resolved  to 
hold  examinations  in  technical  chemistry,  and  the 
particulars  are  now  obtainable  by  Fellows  and  Associates  of 
the  Institute,  to  whom  the  examinations  are  open.  Some  two 


or  three  years  ago  the  Council  was  urged  to  afford  facilities 
for  the  better  education  and  examination  of  persons  desirous 
of  occupying  positions  in  chemical  industries,  and  the  scheme 
is  the  outcome  of  the  deliberations  of  a  special  Committee 
which  has  since  had  the  matter  in  hand.  It  was  felt  that 
anyone  desiring  to  practise  in  any  branch  of  professional 
chemistry  should  have  first  received  a  sound  genera]  educa- 
tion and  systematic  training  in  chemistry  and  physics,  and 
the  qualification  of  Fellows  or  Associates  of  the  Institute 
is  such.  The  object  of  the  Committee  has  been  to  devise 
additional  examinations  mainly  confined  to  the  applications 
of  chemistry  to  operations  on  a  large  scale  as  practised  in 
industries  generally,  and  not  narrowly  confined  to  the 
special  technology  of  a  particular  industry.  The  examina- 
tions will  comprise  the  following  : 

(a)  The  application  of  well-known  chemical  and  physical 

laws  to  industrial  operations. 

(b)  The  development,  control,  and  transmission  of  power 

and  heat. 

(c)  A  working  knowledge   of   operations   and    plant  of 

which  general  use  is  made  in  industrial  works  for  the 
treatment  and  handling  of  materials,  finished  products, 
waste  products  and  effluents,  including  a  practical 
acquaintance  with  fittings  and  stores. 

(d)  The  properties  of  materials  affecting  their  application 

to  the  construction  of  plant  and  apparatus  in  chemical 
works. 

(e)  Some  ability  in  interpreting  drawings  of  chemical  plant 

and  in  making  dimensioned  rough  sketches. 
(/)  The  calculation  of  working  costs,  and  a  general  know- 
ledge of  the  clerical  work  connected  with  manufactur- 
ing operations. 

Each  candidate  will  be  required  to  select  one  important  in- 
dustry in  which  his  knowledge  of  the  above  subjects  may 
be  tested,  and  the  examiners  will  take  into  account  original 
work  and  special  knowledge,  but  not  so  as  to  excuse  the 
candidate  from  any  part  of  the  examination.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  see  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  moving  on  progressive 
lines,  taking  steps  to  supply  demands  as  they  arise. 

Digitalis  and  Digitalin. 

Dr.  W.  Hardman,  of  Blackpool,  writes  to  the  "British 
Medical  Journal"  an  interesting  letter  in  regard  to  digi- 
talis and  its  preparations.  He  quite  properly  considers 
the  drug  one  of  the  most  important  in  the  Pharmacopoeia, 
and  we  share  with  him  the  regret  that  chemists  do  not  take 
better  advantage  of  the  large  quantities  which  are  to  be 
obtained  in  this  country  simply  for  the  gathering.  There  is 
a  big  reputation,  if  not  a  fortune,  for  anyone  who  will  gather 
the  leaves,  dry  them  carefully,  have  the  activity  deter- 
mined by  a  friendly  doctor,  and  offer  the  drug  or  its  pre- 
parations to  his  confreres,  with  the  medical  guarantee. 
Dr.  Hardman's  letter  is  incentive  enough ;  he  describes  how 
the  failures  he  had  drove  him  to  use  digitalin.  The  first 
sample  of  that  he  got  was  almost  inert — a  fifth  of  a  grain 
producing  gastric  disturbance  but  no  action  on  the  heart. 
It  was  of  German  origin.  He  took  a  single  Nativelle 
gianule  (  =  digitalin  2^  mgm.),  and  it  produced  a  distinct 
though  slight  effect  upon  the  heart. 


Me.  William  Baeker  Mason,  St.  Anns  Hill,  St.  Anns  Lane, 
Kirkstall  Lane,  Leeds,  manager  of  Taylor's  Drug  Co.,  Ltd., 
was  at  Ripon  City  Court,  on  September  20,  fined  20s.  and 
15s.  costs,  for  having  on  August  4  unlawfully  travelled  on  the 
North-Eastern  Railway  from  Northallerton  to  Harrogate 
without  having  previously  paid  his  fare.  The  defence  was 
that  Mr.  Mason  used  a  trader's  ticket  taken  out  by  his  com- 
pany in  the  name  of  Mr.  Gillingham,  one  of  the  company's 
inspectors  and  a  qualified  chemist.  Mr.  Gillingham  had  tem- 
porarily to  relieve  an  assistant  at  Barnsley,  and  he  handed 
the  ticket  to  Mr.  Mason  for  use  while  he  was  performing  his 
duties.  It  was  contended  that  the  ticket  was  the  company's, 
but  the  Magistrates  upheld  the  railway  company's  argument 
that  it  was  for  Mr.  Gillingham's  use  only. 
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Mr.  Robert  Clay  Sudlow. 


ANY  chemist  who  hiis  ever  had  some  intimate  business 
matter  to  discuss  with  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  & 
Co.  may  have  remembrance  of  an  interview  with  the  general 
manager  of  the  firm,  Mr.  Robert  Clay  Sudlow.  To  get  to 
his  sanctum  was  like  approaching  a  Permanent  Under-Secre- 
tary of  State,  and  while  the  business  lasted  the  atmosphere 
was  akin ;  then  the  general  manager's  spectacles  were  placed 
on  the  writing-pad,  and  a  twinkle  in  the  eye  heralded  a 

sparkling  bit  of  conversation 

y  about    things    in  general. 

Some  have  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  being  at  a  B.W.  & 
Co.  gathering,  and  they  may 
have  noticed  that  until  the 
point  for  action  came  the 
general  manager  tried  to 
efface  himself — that  is  to 
say,  you  would  discover  him 
one  moment  having  a  quiet 
chat  with  a  porter,  long  with 
the  firm,  most  likely  about 
family  matters ;  and  at 
other  times  with  others  of 
the  hundreds  who  have 
gathered  round  the  "  tab- 
loid "  venture  he  would  be 
here  and  there — one  of  them, 
sympathetic,  kind,  and 
jovial.  Then  when  the 
moment  of  action  came  and 
speech  was  wanted  of  him  he 
said  the  right  thing  in  the 
right  way,  and  revealed  his  intimacy  with  the  business  of 
which  he  was  general  manager. 

Happily  we  use  the  past  tense  not  in  connection  with  the 
man,  but 'with  the  office,  which  Mr.  Sudlow  has  vacated  to 
take  the  honorary  one  of  treasurer  to  his  firm,  and  Mr. 
Henry  S.  Wellcome  signalised  the  event  on  Thursday  even- 
ing of  last  week  by  entertaining  Mr.  Sudlow  and  over  a 
hundred  of  his  colleagues  at  dinner  in  the  Throne  Room  of 
the  Holborn  Restaurant.  When  it  came  to  toasting  the 
guest  of  honour  Mr.  Wellcome  said  the  occasion  was  to 
commemorate  a  quarter  century's  distinguished  service  by 
Mr.  Sudlow,  who  had  administered  the  affairs  of  the  firm 
with  an  efficiency  that  contributed  greatly  to  its  success, 
interpreting  with  sympathy  and  wisdom  its  policy  of  con- 
sidering the  welfare  of  the  employers,  winning  their  con- 
fidence and  affectionate  regard  as  well  as  those  of  the  firm, 
and  never  sparing  himself  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 
Mr.  Welcome  then  presented  Mr.  Sudlow  with  a  massive 
gold  medal  struck  for  the  occasion,  bearing  on  the  obverse 
the  head  in  relief  of  the  recipient  with  the  scroll  "Robert 
Clay  Sudlow.  Honoratus  Fidusque,  MCMV.",  and  on  the 
reverse  these  words  : 

"In  honour  of  Robert  Clay  Sudlow,  General  Manager 
of  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  and  in  commemoration  of  his 
loyal  and  efficient  services  to  the  firm  for  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a  century.  Awarded  by  Henry  S.  Wellcome, 
Principal." 

Proceeding,  Mr.  Wellcome  said  that  Mr.  Sudlow  had  been 
urging  his  resignation  for  some  time,  owing  to  failing 
health,  and  a  crisis  had  been  reached  which  necessitated 
acceptance  of  it.  This  he  deeply  regretted,  but  he  was 
pleased  to  say  Mr.  Sudlow  had  agreed  to  accept  the  posi- 
tion of  treasurer  to  the  firm,  in  which  it  will  be  his  first 
duty  to  take  life  easily,  and  not  keep  office-hours.  Before 
asking  the  company  to  drink  Mr.  Sudlow's  health,  Mr. 
Wellcome  intimated  that  a  member  of  the  staff,  "a  young 
man  of  exceptional  abilities  and  with  a  wide  range  of 
experience  " — Mr.  George  E.  Pearson — had  been  appointed 
his  successor. 

The  toast  was  honoured  with  that  high-strung  enthu- 
siasm which  sometimes  makes  it  hard  for  a  man  to 
reply ;  and  what  with  this  and  the  larger  feelings  of  the 
occasion,  Mr.  Sudlow  had  difficulty  in  setting  aside  ex- 
cusable emotion.    He  said  many  things  that  his  fellow- 


workers  will  cherish,  and  we  may  put  this  passage  as  the 

central  crystal  of  it  all  : 

I  liko  to  think  that  I  have  worked  with  each  one  of  you 
from  tho  very  first  moment  of  your  entering  the  firm,  and  I 
speak  from  experience  when  1  say  that  you  cherish  a  very 
high  ideal  of  service.  If  anything,  under  tho  providence  of 
God,  wore  to  happen  whereby  your  capacity  for  carrying  out 
the  duties  of  your  position  were  soriously  interfered  with, 
I  know  that  you  would  consider  it  necessary  to  review  tho 
situation.  A  doublo  calamity  has  fallen  upon  mo;  and 
realising  that  I  could  no  longer  bear  the  strain  inseparable 
from  the  position  of  general  manager,  I  felt  it  absolutely 
incumbent  upon  mo  to  tender  my  resignation  to  Mr.  Well- 
come. Ho  has  been  good  enough  to  say  in  his  speech — his 
beautiful  and  eloquent  speech — that  a  measure  of  success  has 
attended  my  tenure  of  office.  I  am  glad,  gentlemen,  of 
this  opportunity  of  saying  that  I  do  not  consider  myself 
entitled  to  any  of  the  credit.  Mainly  it  belongs  to  Mr. 
Wellcome  himself.  Ho  has  always  been  ready  to  give  mo 
advice  in  cases  of  difficulty,  and  oncouragemcnt  when  de- 
pressed by  the  responsibilities  of  my  position;  and  had  it 
not  been  for  that  kindly  help  and  encouragement  tho 
success  that  he  has  referred  to  could  not  have  been  achieved. 
The  balance  of  the  credit,  gentlemen,  belongs  to  you,  for 
always  I  have  received  from  every  one  of  you  the  most  loyal, 
the  most  hearty,  support  and  co-operation. 

Mr.  Wellcome  next  asked  the  company  to  drink  to  the 
health  of  Mr.  George  E.  Pearson,  who  was  to  take  up 
his  duties  next  day.  Mr.  Pearson,  in  reply  to  the 
toast,  dwelt  little  upon  himself,  but  spoke  with  affection 
of  Mr.  Sudlow  and  of  his  dependence  upon  the  good  will 
and  hearty  co-operation  of  his  colleagues  in  his  (Mr.  Pear- 
son's) new  office.  The  toast  of  "  Chemical  and  Physio- 
logical Research  "  being  given  from  the  chair,  was  acknow- 
ledged by  Dr.  Frederick  B.  Power  and  Dr.  Walter  Dowson, 
both  of  whom  bore  testimony  to  interest  and  sympathy 
which  Mr.  Sudlow  had  shown  in  their  departments.  The 
reply  to  the  toast  of  "The  Employes"  was  made  by 
Mr.  J.  Collett  Smith,  manager  of  the  Estates  Department. 
He  was  followed  by  Mr.  Aubrey  T.  Hill,  manager  of  the 
works,  who  asked  the  company  to  drink  to  the  health  of 
Mr.  Wellcome,  which  was  done  with  musical  honours. 
Mr.  Sudlow  is  a  mason — one  of  high  rank,  too. 


IRecent  WUte. 


Bailey. — The  will  of  Mr.  Samuel  Bailey,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, Nottingham,  who  died  on  July  7  last,  aged  seventy-five, 
shows  estate  of  the  gross  value  of  33,984/.,  and  net  personalty 
10,532/.

IRopal  pbotoorapbic  Society. 

THE  fiftieth  annual  exhibition  of  the  Royal  Photographic 
Society  of  Great  Britain  is  being  held  at  the  New  Gallery, 
Regent  Street,  W.  The  exhibition  opened  to  the  public  on 
September  21,  and  remains  open  till  the  end  of  October.  It 
is  divided  into  four  sections — (1)  Pictorial,  (2)  scientific  and 
technical,  (3)  professional,  (4)  apparatus  and  material.  This 
year  no  medals  or  certificates  are  being  awarded  by  the 
Society  in  the  Pictorial  Section,  but  this  does  not  seem  to 
lfave  diminished  the  number  of  entries.  The  photographs 
are  displayed  on  the  walls  of  the  West  Room,  the  background 
being  ordinary  canvas  relieved  at  intervals  by  cream- 
coloured  hangings.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  splendid  work 
in  the  Pictorial  Section,  the  figure  and  architectural  subjects 
being  as  usual  numerous.  The  Scientific  and  Technical 
Section  contains  apparently  fewer  exhibits,  as  much  of  the 
space  usually  occupied  is  given  over  to  a  loan  collection  from 
the  St.  Louis  Exhibition,  most  of  the  pictures  in  which  are 
fairly  familiar  to  visitors  to  the  annual  photographic  exhibi- 
tions. Dr.  C.  Thurstan  Holland  shows  a  number  of  very 
good  radiographs  of  surgical  cases.  These  radiographs  were 
taken  with  a  pressure-tube  apparatus,  designed  by  Dr. 
Holland,  which  is  claimed  to  give  greater  detail  than  other 
methods.  The  professional  work  in  the  South  Room  is 
almost  entirely  portraiture.  Pharmacists  will  note  a  good 
photograph  of  Mr.  John  Morgan  Richards  in  Messrs. 
Downey's  exhibit.  The  business  section  of  the  exhibition  is 
located  in  the  Fountain  Court  and  the  North  Room.  Ilford, 
Ltd.,  show  a  selection  of  the  prints  of  prize-winners  in  the 
Ilford  competition.  Photolinol,  Ltd.,  in  addition  to 
"  Photolinol  "  enlargements,  show  prints  on  "  Angelo  "  sepia 
platinum  paper,  for  which  they  are  agents.  The  Gem  Dry 
Plate  Co.  and  the  Paget  Prize  Plate  Co.  have  also  exhibits 
of  prints  on  "Gem"  and  "Gravoura"  papers.  Messrs. 
Rogers  &  Webster  have  a  "  multi-screen  "  on  show,  one  of  the 
eight  wings  being  devoted  to  specimens  of  work  done  with 
"  tabloid  "eliemicals  and  another  to  work  done  with  Sander- 
son cameras.  The  Farbwerke  vorm.  Meister,  Lucius  & 
Briining  have  specimens  of  "  Pinatype  "  on  show,  a  stand  in 
the  Fountain  Court  being  devoted  to  demonstrating  the  pro- 
cess— a  three-colour  one.  Sanger.  Shepherd  &  Co.  have  also 
an  exhibit  of  appliances  for  three-colour  photography. 
Other  exhibitors  are  Wellington  &  Ward,  J.  H.  Dallmeyer. 
Ltd.,  G.  P.  Goerz.  W.  Watson  &  Sons.  Burroughs  WTellcome 
&  Co.,  Sanders  &  Crowhurst.  the  Platinotype  Co.,  the 
Photographic  Materials  Co.,  and  Kodak.  Ltd.  *

rPHE  Agricultural  Hall,  at  Islington,  is  given  over  this  week 
JL  to  the  art  and  science  of  grocery.  The  Grocers'  Annual 
is  generally  the  best  of  the  series  of  trade  exhibitions 
annually  held,  and  this  year  it  maintains  its  pre-eminence. 
On  Monday  it  was  well  attended,  and  exhibitors  admitted 
that  "  they  were  not  grumbling  "  at  the  amount  of  business 
done  even  so  early  in  the  week. 

A  fair  sprinkling  of  firms  well  known  to  pharmacy  are  to 
be  found  among  the  serried  ranks  of  pickle-bottles,  sugar- 
cases,  gorgeous  confectionery  pavilions,  cured  hams,  and  the 
allied  paraphernalia  of  grocery  that  fill  the  hall. 

Articles  of  Sustenance 

are  to  the  fore.  One  of  the  special  positions  is  occupied  by 
Liebio's  Extract  of  Meat  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  "  Oxo  "  is  freely 
distributed  hot  by  lady  attendants,  while  Mr.  Corbett  and 
his  colleagues  demonstrate  the  inestimable  value  of  "  Lemco  " 
and  the  Fray  Bentos  delicacies,  not  only  as  physical  but 
likewise  as  pecuniary  nutrients.  The  "  Oxo  "  free  portrait- 
enlargement  scheme  has  proved  so  popular  that  the  limit  of 
probation  has  been  carried  forward  to  the  end  of  June  next 
year.  At  the  adjoining  stall  of  Bovril,  Ltd.,  the  staple 
products  of  the  company  are  well  displayed  and  their  pro- 
perties (and  profits)  carefully  explained  to  uninitiated 
traders.  The  principal  attraction  there  is  the  "  Viograph  " 
advertising  novelty  designed  by  Messrs.  B.  Whitworth 
Hird,  Ltd.  It  is  a  mechanical  showcard  entitled  "  A  Mov- 
ing Tale."  In  the  steam  arising  from  a  cup  of  hot  bovril  is 
to  be  seen  a  moving  panorama  of  cattle  that  have  died  in  the 
cause  of  bovril.  This  device  is  arranged  to  work  for  ten 
hours,  and  is  lent  to  bovril  customers  for  a  period  of  three 
or  four  weeks  for  window-display  purposes.  The  Swiss 
chalet  of  Henri  Nestle  is  a  thing  of  wonderment  and  ad- 
miration for  all  beholders,  and  "  Milo  Food  "  and  the  Nestle 
preparations  are  impressed  on  the  casual  wayfarer's  memory. 
Brand  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  specially  tickling  the  palate  of  the 
multitude  with  "  Brand's  Essence  of  Beef,"  while  the  beef- 
tea  tabules  and  other  concentrated  Brands  supply  the  modern 
craze  for  multum  in  jiarvo.  The  nutrient,  sustaining,  and 
tonic  properties  of  "  Wincarnis  "  are  explained  and  sampled 
at  the  exhibit  of  Coleman  &  Co.,  Ltd.  Hall's  wine,  coca- 
wine,  and  other  spirituous  beverages  are  to  be  viewed  at  the 
accustomed  corner  chosen  by  Stephen  Smith  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
while  a  somewhat  similar  exhibit  on  a  smaller  scale  is  made 
by  Edtjardo  et  Cie.,  Ltd.  One  of  the  prettiest  displays  in 
the  exhibition  is  made  in  one  of  the  south  bays  by  Cantrell 
&  Cochrane,  Ltd.  The  celebrated  Belfast  ginger  ale  is  em- 
bowered in  a  garden  of  palms,  chrysanthemums,  and  roses. 
T.  &  H.  Smith,  Ltd.,  are  showing  a  complete  selection  of 
their  coffee-essences  and  coffee-essence  compounds,  besides 
an  attractive  collection  of  culinary  flavouring-essences. 

Toilet-articles 

are  by  no  means  awanting.  In  point  of  size  and  elaboration 
the  two  exhibits  of  the  Vinolia  Co.,  Ltd.,  excel.  The 
biggest  display  is  made  in  V.H.S.  (Vinolia  Household  Soap), 
with  a  good  position  near  the  top  end  of  the  hall.  This  is  the 
kind  of  soap  (there  are  many  varieties)  which,  of  course, 
appeals  to  the  majority  of  visitors  who  are  also  buyers,  but 
the  perfume  and  toilet-tablet  stall  is  quite  as  gorgeous  and 
attractive  as  we  are  accustomed  to  expect,  and  more  interest- 
ing to  the  pharmacist.  In  one  of  the  cases  at  this  stand  a 
magnetic  influence  emanates  from  three  original  canisters 
(costing  65/.  each)  of  otto  of  rose.  The  latest  in  Vinolia 
soaps  is  a  new  floating  white  coal-tar  soap  which  sells  at  ?>^d. 
per  tablet.  It  is  a  fine  large  tablet,  packed  in  silver  paper, 
and  likely  to  sell.  There  are  hundreds  of  other  things  which 
Mr.  Fred  Child  (the  company's  Liverpool  representative) 
and  his  colleagues  are  anxious  to  show  visitors.  In  an 
adjoining  bay  the  specialities  of  the  Crown  Perftjmery  Co. 
are  displayed,  but  there  appears  to  be  nothing  in  the  exhibit 
that  we  have  not  previously  noted.  A  special  position  is 
used  by  Joseph  Crosfield  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  and  the  Erasmic 
Co.,  Ltd.;  for  displaying  in  an  attractive  pavilion  "  Eras- 
mic "  toilet-soaps  and  perfumes  and  the  "  two  great  soaps" 
— "Perfection"  and  "Pink  Carbolic."  The  "Gloria"  is 
a  twopenny  tablet  that  seems  to  take.  Almost  opposite  the 
main  entrance  Tidman  &  Son.  Ltd..  have  a  large  display  of 
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Tidman's  salt  specialities  and  a  miscellaneous  collection  of 
packed  sundries,  perfumery,  and  toilet-articles.  Tidman's 
table-salt  is  now  put  up  in  attractively  decorated  blue  tins  to 
retail  at  Id.,  6d.,  and  Is.  each;  21.  assorted  orders  being 
carriage  paid,  cases  free.  There  is  a  new  fourpenny  "  Gian- 
tine  "  to  be  tested,  and  a  new  milled  toilet-soap — glycerin 
and  cucumber  or  white  rose  and  cucumber — which  only  costs 
12s.  for  a  gross  of  tablets.  The  perfume  range  is  from  one 
penny  to  one  guinea,  and  the  styles  are  numerous.  The 
Maypole  Co.  (1889),  Ltd.,  is  showing  the  Maypole  dyes  and 
tints,  and  a  selection  of  soaps  and  perfumes,  in  a  small  stall 
opposite  the  main  entrance.  One  of  the  most  original  shows 
is  that  of  Ogston  &  Tennant,  Ltd.,  in  one  of  the  centre 
rows.  It  is  a  kind  of  a  bark  cabin  with  hanging  ferns  and 
other  greenery,  and  it  well  serves  the  purpose  of  drawing 
the  crowd  to  admire  the  well  finished  and  perfectly  packed 
"Balmoral,"  "Bouquet,"  "Floral,"  and  other  brands  of 
toilet-soaps.  One  particularly  good-class  line  is  a  decorated 
silk-lined  casket  containing  two  nicely  wrapped  cakes  of 
"Bouquet"  soap.  It  retails  at  2s.,  and  pharmacists  who 
order  ten-gross  quantities  get  their  own  name  and  address 
stamped  on  each  tablet. 

Strictly  Pharmaceutical 
displays  are  naturally  non-existent,  but  the  fine  exhibit  of 
Newball  &  Mason  (especially  towards  its  inner  recesses) 
smacks  distinctly  of  pharmacy.  There  are  to  be  seen  effer- 
vescent magnesias  nicely  bottled,  and  a  selection  of  about 
forty  different  tins  of  "  Health  Salts."  The  Nottingham 
firm  make  a  strong  point  of  "own-name"  "  Health  Salts," 
and  there  are  all  kinds  of  packed  proprietaries  on  view — such 
as  chemical  food,  syrup  of  figs,  etc.  An  airtight  and  odour- 
less penny  packet  of  chloride  of  lime  and  sixpenny  and 
shilling  tins  (specially  large)  of  carbolic  disinfecting-powder 
come  in  for  admiration,  as  well  as  an  orange-quinine  wine  of 
B.P.  1898  formula  which  is  clear  and  keeps  well.  Crushed 
linseed  (guaranteed  B.P.)  is  another  of  the  specialities  on 
which  Messrs.  Newball  &  Mason  pride  themselves.  The 
general  get-up  of  the  exhibit  is  externally  the  same  as  in 
former  years,  "  Mason's  Extracts  "  being  the  staple  feature. 
Stone  &  Son  have  a  small  display,  principally  of  essence  of 
rennet,  butter-powder,  and  milk-preservative.  This  Devon- 
shire firm  of  chemists  are  proud  of  their  "Flowers  of 
Devon "  perfume  as  well,  and  perfumed  furniture-polish 
appears  to  be  one  of  their  standard  specialities.  In  one  of  the 
side  galleries  the  eucalyptus  preparations  of  Collins' 
Eucalypti  Remedy  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  been  reinforced  by 
"  Eucalyptus  Lollies."  These  are  sweets  with  a  eucalyptus 
taste,  shaped  like  a  leaf.  They  are  sold  in  Id.  and  2d.  tins. 
Next  to  this  Daisy,  Ltd.,  have  a  small  display  of  the 
' '  Daisy "  specialities  and  many  up-to-date  advertising 
novelties.  "Cerebos"  salt  has  advanced  beyond  the  ordi- 
nary salt-cellar.  It  is  now  shown  in  small  pepper-box  shaped 
bottles  with  one  large  perforation  in  the  lid,  by  means  of 
which  a  small  "  hillock  "  of  salt  is  neatly  piled  on  the  edge  of 
the  plate.  Cerebos,  Ltd.,  are  also  showing  the  "  Seraph" 
health-salt  and  "Cerebos"  baking-powder.  The  "Star" 
table-salt  is  a  speciality  of  the  Salt  Union,  Ltd.,  while 
"The  Mermaid"  is  an  appropriate  title  for  the  bath-salt 
shown  by  Weston  &  Westall,  Ltd.  Doggy  foods,  puppy- 
biscuits,  and  poultry-medicines  are  the  familiar  staples  of 
Spratt's  Patent,  Ltd.  ;  and  birds  are  specialised  for  by 
R.  Hyde  &  Co.,  Ltd. 

Much  Machinery 
is  discoverable  in  bays  and  odd  corners.  One  exhibit  of  this 
kind  which  is  attracting  much  interest  is  the  actual  making 
of  paper  bags,  suitable  for  all  kinds  of  merchandise.  The 
Lamson-Paragon  Supply  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  exhibiting  a 
machine  in  operation,  making  and  printing  200  bags  per 
minute.  The  company  have  near  by  another  large  exhibit 
devoted  to  the  "  Paragon  "  check-books — the  "  Plic  "  books, 
duplicating-books  for  orders  and  invoices,  being  apparently 
much  to  the  mind  of  many  visitors.  Farrow  &  Jackson, 
Ltd.,  have  bottling,  corking,  bottle-washing,  and  capsuling 
machines,  and  a  selection  of  aerated-water  machinery.  The 
Pasteur  (Chamberland)  filters  and  the  disinfecting-appli- 
ances  of  J.  Defries  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  are  on  show.  A  large 
and  much-looked-at  exhibit  is  that  of  Parnall  &  Sons,  Ltd. 
There  are  surely  to  be  seen  all  in  the  way  of  fittings  that  the 
tradesman  requires.  Everything,  from  a  fruit-cleaner  to  a 
shop-front,  can  be  supplied.  Cash-tills  form  no  unimportant 


feature  of  the  Parnall  exhibit,  but  others  show  cash-tills 
only.    In  the  gallery  Thomas  O'Brien  is  in  the  accustomed 
place,  with  a  new  patent  self-closing  receipt-giving  till  with 
reversible  ink-ribbon,  a  patent  adding-machine,  and  one 
for  use  with  special  "bonus"  tickets.     The  "Bazaar" 
cash-register  exhibited  by  G.  H.  Gledhill  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
displays  the  number  of  articles  purchased  and  the  total  price. 
It  is  very  ingenious  and  quite  new.  Others  showing  cash-tills 
are  the  British  Machine  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  J.  C.  Cox.  The 
"  Arcanum "   fountain   for  counter-use  is  exhibited  by 
"  Arcanum,"  Ltd.   Light  trucks  and  barrows  are  the  pro- 
vince of  Rothschild  &  Baker. 

Miscellanea. 

The  glory  of  the  exhibition  is  probably  the  gorgeous 
"  Globe  Polish  "  Palace,  all  glittering  brass,  electric  lights, 
flowers,  and  mirrors.  In  the  gallery  a  fine  sponge-show — the 
only  exhibit  of  its  kind — is  made  by  John  Phillips  &  Son. 
There  are  on  display  2,000/.  worth  of  sponges  of  all  sorts  and 
sizes,  in  original  bales  or  in  cases,  and  suitable  for  all  classes 
of  trade.  The  extraordinary  products  occasionally  found  by 
sponge-divers  are  placed  here  and  there  to  break  the  mono- 
tony. There  are  peculiar-shaped  sponges  fastened  to  more 
peculiar-shaped  rocks,  a  dog-fish,  a  piece  of  sponge  of  ab- 
normal size  and  curious  shape,  and  much  more  that  is  inter- 
esting. A  good  show  of  the  particular  wares  demanded  of  and 
associated  with  the  name  of  Fordham  for  many  years  is  made 
by  W.  B.  Fordham  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  in  the  South  Gallery. 
"  Mendine  "  is  a  clear  liquid  cement  put  up  in  metal  tubes 
for  mending  china,  stone,  glass,  and  so  forth.  It  is  shown  by 
the  Mendine  Manufacturing  Co.  In  the  North  Gallery 
a  strong  feature  is  made  of  that  excellent  work  "The 
Practical  Grocer  "  by  the  Gresham  Publishing  Co.  The 
company  are  about  to  produce  "  The  Horse  :  Its  Treatment 
in  Health  and  Disease,"  by  Professor  J.  Wortley  Axe, 
M.R.C.V.S.  Specimens  show  that  good  printing  and  excel- 
lent reproduction  in  illustration  may  be  expected.  Young's 
Patent  Hygienic  Bin  Co.  have  two  shows,  in  different  rows, 
of  their  hygienic  bins  of  galvanised  steel  in  sizes  and 
varieties  suitable  for  flour,  corn,  and  sugar. 

There  are  as  usual  many  prizes  for  window  dressing  and 
other  practical  branches  of  the  trade.  A  prize  of  150Z.  and 
a  gold  medal  will  be  awarded  for  the  best  constructed  safety 
lamp  (to  cost  not  more  than  2s.  complete)  in  which  mineral 
oil  is  to  be  burned.  In  connection  with  the  technical  educa- 
tion scheme  of  the  National  Union  of  Grocers'  Assistants  a 
prize  value  500?.  is  offered  by  Messrs.  Goodall,  Backhouse 
&  Co.,  of  Leeds,  to  the  grocer's  assistant  who  shows  the 
greatest  knowledge  of  the  trade.

Argentine  Quebracho. — The  quebracho  industry  in  the 
Argentine  Republic  is  the  subject  of  a  special  Consular  report 
by  Mr.  Consul  Ross,  of  Buenos  Ayres,  who  has  travelled 
through  the  principal  centres  and  made  a  personal  investiga- 
tion of  the  method  of  working.  At  the  present  time  there  is  a 
large  demand  for  quebracho  for  tanning  purposes,  and  prices 
are  now  50  per  cent,  higher  than  they  were  a  year  or  two 
ago.  The  business  is  mostly  in  the  hands  of  United  States 
and  German  firms,  and  it  is  a  very  profitable  one.  Last  year 
the  exports  amounted  to  252,000  tons  of  logs  and  20,000  tons 
of  extract.

Calomel  and  Ethiops  Mineral. 

Sir, — It  was  very  agreeable  to  me  to  read  in  the 
September  2  number  of  your  esteemed  journal,  p.  405, 
the  remarks  about  calomel.  At  the  end  of  the  article  it  is 
remarked  that — 

Tho  best-looking  suggestion  is  one  given  in  Hooper's 
"  Medical  Dictionary."  It  is  that  calomel  was  originally 
a  name  for  ethiops  mineral,  and  got  transferred  to  tho 
whito  salt.  But  Hooper  gives  no  reference  in  support  of 
his  theory,  either  as  to  tho  earlier  designation  or  its  transfer. 

Reading  these  words,  I  remembered  that  formerly  I  knew 
the  word  "calomel"  as  one  which  in  past  centuries  was 
given  to  mercuric  sulphide  or  ethiops  mineral,  and  with 
your  permission  I  will  give  some  interesting  particulars 
with  regard  to  ethiops  mineral  and  calomel. 

As  Dorvault  ("  L'Ofneine."  11th  ed.,  Paris,  1886)  relates, 
mercurous  chloride  has  had  a  large  variety  of  denomina- 
tions, such  as  "  mercurius  dulcis  "  (sweet  mercury),  "  calo- 
melas  sublime  doux "  (sweet  sublimate),  "  manne  des 
metaux  "  (manna  of  the  metals),  "  antiquartium  "  (perhaps 
because  it  was  given  against  febris  quarto),  "aquila  alba" 
(white  eagle),  "panacea  mercurialis,"  etc. 

Also,  according  to  Dorvault  (op.  cit.),  Begum  ("  Tyro- 
cinium  Chymieum,"  1618)  published  the  preparation  of 
calomel  which  was  not  known  at  this  time,  and  he  called  it 
"draco  mitigatus "  (sweetened  dragon)  in  opposition  to 
"  sublimatus  corrosivus." 

"Aquila  alba,"  says  an  old  Pharmacopoeia,  "  chymicis 
est  mercurius  dulcis." 

Gilkinet  ("  Traite  de  chimie  pharmaceutique,"  2nd  ed., 
1899,  Liege),  speaking  about  mercurous  chloride,  says  it 
was  used  in  medicine  from  the  seventeenth  century.  In 
1778,  Seheele  obtained  calomel  by  means  of  precipitation. 
Its  improper  name  of  calomel  was  given  in  the  seventeenth 
century.  In  the  Pharniacopoea  Gandavensis  (1787)  we  find 
two  sorts  of  calomel — (1)  "  Calomelas,  sive  mercurius  dulcis, 
via  sicca  paratus"  and  (2)  "Calomelas  Scheele,  sive  mer- 
curius dulcis,  via  humida  paratus." 

Nicolas  Lemery  (Pharmacopee  Universelle,  Amsterdam, 
1717)  mentioned  ethiops  mineral  (mercury  sulphide)  and 
aquila  alba  (mercurous  chloride).  Also  in  the  Dispensa- 
torium  pharmaceuticum  Austriaco-Viennense  (Lovanii, 
1774)  we  find  the  "  mercurius  dulcis,"  prepared  in  a  dry 
way,  and  three  or  four  times  resublimed,  and  "mercurius 
dulcis,  dictus  panacea  mercurii  alba,"  prepared  in  the  same 
manner,  but  fifteen  times  resublimed. 

About  the  denomination  ethiops  mineral  Steph.  Blan- 
cardus,  in  his  "Lexicon  renovatum  medicum  renovatum, 
editio  novissima  et  ob  additiones  a  viro  celeberrimo  Joanne 
Henr.  Schulzio  desumptas,  certe  longe  auctior  et  perfectior  " 
(Lovanii,  1754),  says  that  this  designation  of  "  ethiops," 
given  to  mercurous  suphide,  is  derived  from  the  black 
colour  of  the  Ethiopian,  applied  to  the  black  colour  of 
mercurous  sulphide. 

Finally,  with  regard  to  the  name  "calomel."  I  find  in 
the  above-mentioned  "Lexicon  medicum"  of  Steph.  Blan- 
cardus,  in  the  article  Calomelas,  the  following  explana- 
tions : 

Calomelas  est  mercurius  cum  sulfure  diu  tritus  et  in 
corpus  nigrum  redactus,  cujus  nomen  a  kalos,  pulcher 
et  mclas,  niger,  ob  colorem  derivatur. 

I  could  never  find  why  and  at  what  time  the  designation 
"calomelas"  was  given  to  mercurous  chloride.  I  think  it 
may  be  of  interest  to  give  here  the  explanation  which  Steph. 
Blancardus  gives  in  another  of  his  works  ("De  nieuwe 
hedendaagse  stofscheiding  oft  Chymia,  volgens  de  gronden 
van  Cartesius  en  die  van  het  alcali  en  het  acidum,"  7th  ed., 


Amsterdam,  1726).  It  concerns  the  difference  between 
mercurius  sublimatus  corrosivus  and  mercurius  sublimatus 
dulcis.  He  supposes  the  sublimatus  corrosivus  to  present 
a  certain  number  of  sharp  points  which  render  this  sub- 
stance corrosive  and  sharp.  Speaking  then  about  the  more 
soft  and  sweeter  character  of  mercurius  dulcis,  he  says  : 

Tho  points,  which  are  at  first  sharp  in  tho  sublimate, 
become,  by  the  mixing  with  quicksilver,  .surrounded  in  such 
way  that  they  almost  lose  tho  cutting,  and  therefore  it 
becomes  of  a  soft  nature,  just  liko  a  sword  filled  up  all 
over  its  sharp  parts  with  small  bullets,  so  that  it  can  neither 
prick  nor  cut. 

Before  I  end  this  letter,  I  beg  you  to  excuse  my  im- 
perfect knowledge  of  your  language,  which  I  did  not  learn 
in  school,  but  only  by  reading  pharmaceutical  journals  and 
papers.  With  very  kind  regards  to  you  and  your  readers,

"Aqua  Plantagenis"  [vide  "  Beasley ")  is  undoubtedly 
intended.  "  Eau  de  plantain"  has  been,  and  is  still  used 
often,  as  a  lotion  for  the  eyes.  It  was  the  "  queen  of  eye- 
lotions  "  for  those  who  wanted  something  simple  (i.e.,  not 
medicated)  until  dethroned  by  "eau  boriqua"  (boric  solu- 
tion).

Eserinc  Solutions. 

Sir,— In  your  reply  to  "  P.  W."  (C.  <L-  D.,  September  16) 
you  attribute  the  development  of  rubeserine  to  the  presence 
of  atmospheric  ammonia.  This  theory  was  shown  to  be 
inadmissible  by  J.  E.  Saul  ("Ph.  J."  [3]  xvii.  642),  who 
established  the  fact  that  the  change  is  due  to  absorption 
of  oxygen,  and  the  only  way  to  prevent  the  reddening  process 
is  to 'exclude  this  gas — an  impossibility  in  practice.  Con- 
junctivitis has  occasionally  been  traced  to  the  use  of  oxidised 
solutions  of  eserine,  and  to  obviate  this  risk  some  ophthal- 
mic surgeons  are  now  prescribing  oily  solutions  of  the  alka- 
loid ("  Martindale,"  xi.  411)  or  of  the  salicylate  ("  Pharm. 
Zeitung,"  50,  208),  neither  of  which  appears  to  be  subject 
to  oxidation,  or  to  cause  any  pain  in  use.

In  some  instances  chemists  who  received  such  orders  have 
explained  that  they  do  not  keep  the  "  Brownie  "  spool  manu- 
factured by  Kodak,  Ltd.,  and  have  supplied  spools  of 
another  make,  with  the  explanation  that  they  would  fit  the 
"  Brownie"  camera,  but  might  be  returned  if  not  suitable. 
We  have  heard  of  four  cases  similar  to  this  in  which  the 
result  has  been  that  writs  have  been  served  on  the  retailers 
on  behalf  of  Kodak,  Ltd.  It  is,  therefore,  important  that  all 
chemists  should  be  most  careful  in  dealing  with  such  orders 
as  these.

From  personal  knowledge  I  am  quite  certain 
that  not  only  is  the  market  overstocked  already,  but  fresh 
recruits  are  daily  entering  the  ranks  only  to  swell  the  great 
army  of  the  unemployed.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the 
demand  is  of  necessity  limited,  and  this  rush  on  the  part  of 
young  women  for  this  "light  and  profitable  employment" 
only  increases  the  difficulty  already  experienced  by  many 
qualified  ladies  to  obtain  suitable  openings.  The  necessity 
laid  on  our  hospitals  for  the  strictest  economy  in  their  ad- 
ministration is  no  doubt  largely  responsible  for  the  present 
state  of  things;  as  they  find  that  the  cost  of  the  dispensary 
department  is  considerably  decreased  by  the  presence  of  a 
number  of  young  ladies  who  are  either  paying  for  their 
tuition  or  whose  salary  is  merely  nominal.  In  the  course  of 
business  I  often  come  into  touch  with  lady  dispensers,  and 
I  have  invariably  found  them  capable,  and  of  considerable 
intelligence  and  ability.  In  small  dispensaries  where  the 
work  is  not  heavy  they  are  found  very  satisfactory,  but  for 
one  lady  who  finds  a  suitable  opening  there  are  six  who  are 
waiting  with  anxiety  for  their  chance.  The  salaries  said 
to  be  earned,  too,  are  often  overstated,  and  have  a  tendency 
to  lower  rather  than  advance,  and  in  the  present  order  of 
things  will  continue  so  to  do.  Recently  the  committee  of  a 
dispensary  in  the  North  of  England  advertised  for  a  lady 
dispenser  at  the  magnificent  salary  of  11.  per  week. 

One  lady  dispenser  whom  I  knew  some  years  ago  invariably 
signed  her  orders  with  her  name  and  the  added  letters 
"  L.D."  I  could  not  make  this  out  for  a  time  until  I  was 
let  into  the  secret  that  it  mer.nt  "  lady  dispenser."  I  sup- 
pose if  the  gentlemen  followed  suit,  and  signed  "  M.D." 
("male  dispenser"),  our  good  friends  the  doctors  would 
soon  be  on  their  track.  Faithfully  yours,

Before  submitting  queries  in  this  department,  subscribers  are  ad- 
vised to  consult  the  "  C.  &  D.  Diary,"  1905,  on  General  and 
Trade  laws,  p.  287;  Pharmacy  and  Poison  laws,  p.  299,  and 
Medicine-stamp  Acts,  p.  279.  In  rtspect  to  the  last  we  can 
mark  labels  "  Uable "  or  "Not  liable"  if  they  are  sent  in 
duplicate,  and  with  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  for 
return  of  the  marked  ones. 

Full  particulars  in  regard  to  trade-mark  registration  will  be  found 
in  the  "  Diary,"  p.  240. 


Quot  (59/19). — "Veterinary  Chemist"  is  *  title  which  any 
registered  chemist  dealing  in  veterinary  remedies  may  use. 
The  point  was  settled  by  the  High  Court  of  Justice.  See 
C.  <fc  D.  Diary. 

Guideless  (68/19).— The  solicitor's  charges  for  preparing  a 
lease  are  payable  by  the  tenant.  An  agreement  by  a  landlord 
to  pay  rates  and  taxes  means  that  he  will  pay  the  rates  levied 
by  the  local  authorities  and  the  house-duty.  "Rates"  do 
not  include  water,  gas,  or  electricity  unless  these  are  specially 
mentioned  in  the  agreement. 

E.  B.  (51/32). — "Vinegar  Essence"  is  well  known  to  be 
chiefly  acetic  acid  not  made  from  malt  vinegar,  but  some 
local  authorities  regard  it  as  an  offence  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts  to  sell  the  article  under  that  name.  This, 
however,  is  not  the  general  opinion,  but  it  accounts  for  some 
firms  labelling  the  article  "For  export  only."  See  "Phar- 
maceutical Formulas  "  for  cod-liver  oil  emulsion  recipes. 

Saline  (64/67). — Even  if  your  trade-mark  were  a  colourable 
imitation  of  the  one  belonging  to  the  complainers  it  would 
not  be  an  infringement  of  their  rights,  which  are  solely  in 
respect  to  the  use  of  the  mark  for  foods  (Class  42),  whereas  you 
use  it  only  for  goods  in  Class  3,  as  to  which  the  complainers 
have  no  rights. 

D.  T.  (63/12). — A.  B.  keeps  an  open  shop.  Above  the  door 
is  "  Medical  Hall."  A.  B.  keeps  a  registered  chemist.  Query, 
Can  A.  B.  put  up  his  name,  or  can  he  put  "  Chemist  and  drug- 
gist "  on  the  door?  [Not  in  virtue  of  his  keeping  a  qualified 
chemist.  His  right  to  the  title  depends  upon  whether  he  is  a 
qualified  person  within  the  meaning  of  Sections  1  and  15  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.]

— Further  in  reply  to  your  query  we  may 
state  that  practically  the  only  horn  veterinary  surgeons  find  it 
necessary  to  soften  is  the  hoof  of  the  horse,  and  th's  is  accom- 
plished, as  far  as  practicable,  by  the  continued  application  of 
cold  bran  poultices  or  soft  clay. 
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Oats  (37/21). — (1)  Heaung-ointment. — The  only  con- 
stituents we  can  detect  in  this  are  tar,  wax,  and  fat.  There 
may  be  something  else  in  it  which  is  not  detectablo  by 
chemical  reactions.    Work  upon  the  following  recipe:

Melt  the  lard  and  wax  together,  and  when  it  begins  to  set 
mix  the  tar  with  it  in  a  warm  mortar.

aspect,  but  unfortunately  much  out  of  condition  owing  to 
previous  bad  management.  As  the  garden  only  changed 
hands  at  Lady-day  and  there  was  a  difficulty  in  procuring 
well-rotted  farmyard  manure,  it  was  thought  better  to  trust 
entirely  to  artificial  manure  for  this  particular  crop.  For 
the  same  reason  it  was  impossible  to  get  the  seed  in  the 
ground  before  the  second  week  in  April,  which  is  a  fortnight 
later  than  desirable.  Four  ounces  of  seed  was  allowed  to 
170  square  yards  of  ground,  and  probably  almost  every  seed 
grew.  A  distance  of  nine  inches  was  given  between  the 
rows,  and  where  the  plants  were  two  or  three  inches  high 
they  were  cut  out  to  a  distance  of  nine  inches  from  each  other 
in  the  rows.  This  would  show  2,720  plants  upon  170  square 
yards.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  were  considerably  more 
than  this  number  of  capsules,  as  many  plants  bore  two  or 
more  heads.  Showery  weather  should  always,  if  possible,  be 
chosen  for  this  thinning  process.  If  the  soil  is  too  dry  there 
is  a  danger  of  the  roots  being  disturbed  by  the  hoe,  when 
growth  becomes  arrested. 

Fortunately,  the  weather  was  favourable  for  the  work 
this  spring,  and  advantage  was  taken  of  the  showers  to  give 
the  plants  a  top-dressing  of  soot.  The  immediate  effect  was 
very  marked.  The  leaves  assumed  that  dark  green  colour 
which  always  attends  vigorous  growth,  and  there  was  every 
promise  of  an  abundant  crop.  This  was  only  for  a  short 
time,  however. 

Early  in  June  all  growth  was  arrested,  and  evidently  some- 
thing must  be  done  to  save  the  crop.  Nitrate  of  soda  seemed 
to  promise  the  best  result.  This  was  applied  in  weak  solu- 
tion frequently — a  quarter  of  an  ounce  to  the  gallon  of 
water^with  good  effect.  The  great  drawback  to  watering 
generally  is  that  if  one  begins  to  water  it  must  be  continued 
until  rain  comes  or  more  harm  than  good  is  done.  Still, 
nitrate  of  soda  was  evidently  required,  and  it  is  a  risky 
thing  to  apply  except  in  weak  solution  to  so  tender  a  plant  as 
the  poppy.  After  each  application  the  surface  soil  was 
lightly  stirred  by  the  hoe.  This  broke  up  the  crust  formed  by 
the  watering  and  enabled  the  air  to  circulate  freely  round 
the  roots.  From  this  time  the  plants  thrived  wonderfully. 
A  full  crop  of  large  heads  was  assured,  and  the  only  anxiety 
now  was  that  the  weather  should  break  at  harvest-time  with 
disastrous  effect  upon  the  colour  of  the  heads.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  this  happened  when  about  half  the  crop  had  been 
gathered.  "  The  rain,  it  rained  every  day."  About  fifteen 
hundred  large,  white  capsules  were,  however,  on  the  drying- 
floor,  and  the  ill  effect  of  the  rain  upon  the  remainder  was 
at  least  lessened  by  breaking  the  stalks  about  six  inches 
below  the  head,  thus  causing  the  smooth,  round,  under- 
surface  to  be  exposed  to  the  rain  instead  of  the  perforated 
upper  surface.  The  value  of  the  latter  half  of  the  crop  was 
somewhat  reduced  by  the  persistent  rain,  but  upon  the 
whole  the  result  of  poppy-growing  as  a  garden  crop  was 
eminently  satisfactory.

Gam- 
boge is  dearer,  a  large  portion  of  the  London  stock  having 
been  cleared.  Sarsaparilla  is  very  scarce  and  wanted,  and 
Spanish  ergot  has  been  sold  at  a  high  figure.  Belgian 
chamomiles  are  again  dearer,  as  the  crop  is  now  almost 
over.  Cinchona  at  auction  met  with  a  good  demand  at 
rather  better  prices.  Manna  is  easier.  Alterations  in 
chemicals  include  an  advance  in  quicksilver ;  mercurials  are 
unaltered.  Sulphate  of  ammonia  is  dearer,  benzols  are 
firmer,  and  antimony  is  lower.  Among  essential  oils 
HGH  peppermint  is  higher,  but  the  demand  for  tin  oil  has 
quieted  down.  Cassia  oil  tends  firmer,  and  among  fixed 
oils,  petroleum  and  turpentine  are  dearer,  while  castor,  cod- 
liver,  and  linseed  oils  are  weaker.

Heavy  Chemicals. 

The  general  condition  of  the  heavy-chemical  market  remains 
very  much  the  same  as  indicated  in  recent  reports.  There  is, 
however,  if  anything,  a  somewhat  heavier  business  being 
transacted  at  all  the  principal  centres,  both  on  prompt  and 
forward  account,  and  this  applies  to  both  home  and  export 
dealings.  Generally  speaking,  there  is  little  or  no  change  in 
values,  while  they  are  for  the  most  part  maintained  and  well 
on  the  firm  side. 

Alkali-produce. — Nearly  all  main  products,  such  as  bleach- 
ing-powder,  caustic  soda,  ammonia-alkali,  soda  crystals,  and 
saltcake,  are  moving  more  briskly  at  unaltered  rates.  Bleach- 
ing-powder  is  especially  firm,  and  higher  prices  are  not  im- 
probable. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  is  heavier  as  regards  deliveries,  and 
the  inquiries  on  the  market  are  also  more  numerous.  Some 
quotations  are  a  shade  higher,  and  the  upward  tendency  is 
maintained.

Oil  is  firmer  in  view  of  an  increasing  demand 
for  export,  and  $2.50  is  an  inside  quotation  for  round  lots. 
H.G.H.  is  firm  at  $3.00. 

Opium  is  in  better  demand,  with  $3.30  asked,  and  the' 
tendency  upward. 

Quinine  is  quiet,  with  only  a  small  demand.  Java  is  offer- 
ing at  19c,  and  German  at  19jc. 

Sarsaparilla  is  firmly  held  at  llgC  for  Mexican. 

Senega  is  in  some  demand  for  export,  but  quotations  of  62c 
to  64c.  are  unchanged. 

Japanese  Trade  Combination. 

Reuter's  correspondent  at  Tokio  telegraphs  on  September  14 
that  an  important  organisation,  representing  eighty-one 
firms,  and  presided  over  by  the  millionaire  Mr.  Iwade,  has 
been  formed  for  the  development  of  Japan's  industries  and 
the  expansion  of  her  foreign  trade.  It  is  intended  to  pursue 
these  aims  with  redoubled  energy.  The  new  organisation  will 
principally  devote  its  energies  to  trade  with  Korea  and 
China,  and  is  prepared  to  co-operate  with  foreign  capitalists. 

Trieste  Gum  Trade. 

The  Acting  British  Consul  at  Trieste  reports  that  although 
certain  qualities  of  gum  are  now  exported  direct  from  the 
places  of  origin  to  Hamburg,  the  United  States,  etc.,  the 
Port  of  Trieste  still  remains  an  important  market  for  the  gum 
trade.  News  from  the  producing  countries  has  lately  reached 
Trieste,  stating  that  the  new  crop  will  be  two-thirds  less  than 
that  of  the  preceding  year  (90,000  cantara  against  290,000 
cantara),  and,  therefore,  prices  have  considerably  increased. 
The  Consul  is  also  informed  that  the  Trieste  stock  is  (with 
the  exception  of  50  fardi)  totally  exhausted.  TOne  cantara  = 
44  kilos,  and  one  fardo  =  150  kilos.,  or  about  330  lbs.]

Alcohol. — The  statement  published  in  the  "  Kolnische 
Zeitung  "  of  September  7,  and  printed  in  our  last  issue,  to 
the  effect  that  the  Berlin  Spirit  Centrale  had  reduced  the 
price  of  alcohol  for  export  by  10m.  per  hectolitre,  requires 
qualification.  It  now  appears  that  the  Centrale  gave 
authority  to  a  few  distillers  (who  have  always  had  very 
much  higher  prices  than  anybody  else)  to  export  spirit  at 
quotations  a  little  below  the  home  price,  although  these 
quotations  are  still  far  above  the  export  prices  ruling  at 
Hamburg.  The  Centrale  say  they  are  not  in  a  position  to 
reduce  prices.  From  another  source  we  learn  that  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Centrale  is  to  be  held  at  the  end  of  September  to 
discuss  and  arrange  for  the  production  for  another  year. 

American  Drugs. — The  following  are  a  few  current 
quotations  of  roots,  barks,  etc.  :  Bayberry  60s.  per  cwt., 
sassafras  Id.  and  7^d.  per  lb.,  simaruba  8d.  per  lb.,  wahoo 
of  root  Is.  per  lb.,  wild  cherry  5^d.  and  5d.,  grindelia 
robusta  Is.,  damiana-leaves  4£d.  and  5d.,  mandrake-root 
27s.,  blood-root  5^d.  to  6£i.,  and  serpentary  Is.  Id. — all 
c.i.f.  terms. 

Annatto-seed  is  very  scarce,  and  tending  firmer  at  from 
Id.  to  7^d.  per  lb. 

Antimony  is  about  2s.  per  cwt.  cheaper  for  Japanese 
crude,  there  being  sellers  at  37s.  6</.  to  38s.  English 
iegulus  is  unaltered  at  607. 

A  writer  in  the  "Times"  engineering  supplement  states 
that  the  present  high  price  of  antimony  is  accounted  for  partly 
by  speculative  operations  on  the  market  and  also  in  some 
degree  by  the  action  of  the  Japanese  Government  in  securing 
all  the  available  means  of  supply  during  the  war  for  use  in  the 
manufacture  of  rifle  bullets.  It  is  stated,  on  the  authority  of 
the  State  Geologist  to  the  Government  of  Victoria,  that  an 
important  antimony-bearing  lode  has  been  discovered  in  that 
province,  but  it  is  not  yet  determined  whether  it  can  be  worked 
on  a  commercial  basis.  ...  It  is  recogmsed,  however,  that 
the  present  quotations  for  antimony  are  largely  artificial,  and 
there  is  little  doubt  felt  that  in  a  short  period  its  price  will 
have  a  sharp  fall. 

Arrowroot. — At  auction  205  barrels  good  manufacturing 
St.  Vincent  were  bought  in  at  2d.  per  lb. 

Benzoin. — The  market  is  now  very  bare  in  consequence  of 
the  much  improved  export  demand,  and  importers  are  again 
asking  higher  prices  for  Sumatra. 

Bromides. — It  will  have  been  noticed  from  our  New 
York  cable  last  week  that  prices  have  advanced  in  the 
U.S.A.,  and  the  following  are  now  the  quotations  :  Potas- 
sium 17c,  sodium  22c,  ammonium  24c.  per  lb.,  packed  in 
100-lb.  cases  and  kegs  and  in  300-lb.  barrels,  f.o.b.  New 
York,  net  thirty  days  or  less,  1  per  cent,  for  cash  in  ten 
days.  At  these  prices  the  U.S.A.  and  Canadian  agents  for 
the  German  Bromine  Syndicate  have  been  authorised  to 
book  contracts  for  legitimate  wants  for  delivery  up  to 
July  1906,  the  goods  to  be  taken  in  equal  monthly  deli- 
veries, with  the  understanding  that  customers  will  adhere 
to  the  conditions  of  sale,  which  are  that  buyers  guarantee 
not  to  re-export,  directly  or  indirectly,  the  same,  and  to 
bind  their  customers  to  the  same  conditions. 

Camphor. — Japanese  is  rather  firmer,  inasmuch  as  2s.  9d. 
per  lb.,  c.i.f.,  European  ports,  has  been  paid  for  arrival  for 
50  cases  of  tablets,  assorted  sizes.  On  the  spot  small  lots  of 
1-oz.  are  quoted  2s.  8d.  to  2s.  9rf.,  and  business  has  been  done 
at  these  figures  ;  g-oz.  are  quoted  at  2s.  9-^d.,  per  lb.,  no  j-oz. 
being  available. 

The  exports  of  crude  and  refined  from  Japan  during  the  six 
months  ending  June  1905  amounted  to  1.378,924  kin,  aga:nst 
1,985,002  kin  in  1904  and  2,432,765  kin  in  1903  (1  kin  =  U  lb. 
avoir.). 

A  German  report  states  that  the  quantity  of  both  crude  and 
refined  camphor  available  is  still  very  small,  and  that  the 
cheaper  second-hand  offers  have  practically  disappeared  from 
the  market.

"  Old  Glasgow  Hospitals."— An  interesting  brochure  with 
this  title  has  been  issued  by  Dr.  James  Erskine.  It  is  a 
reprint  from  the  "  Glasgow  Medical  Journal,"  and  deals  with 
the  subject  of  ancient  hospitals  and  almshouses  in  Glasgow  and 
vicinity.  Throughout  the  lowlands  of  Scotland  there  existed 
in  pre-Reformation  days  many  hospitals,  mostly  associated 
with  monasteries,  for  the  poor  and  sick,  and  it  is  mainly  these 
that  Dr.  Erskine  describes. 
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FURTHER  accounts  to  hand  refer  to  the  meeting  of  this 
Association  as  well  up  to  the  average,  although  not  so 
largely  attended  as  had  been  anticipated.  The  social  events 
were  not  so  elaborate  as  they  have  sometimes  been  in  larger 
cities,  but  this  moderation  was  greatly  appreciated  by  those 
whose  primary  objeit  in  going  to  the  meeting  was  to  listen 
to  and  take  part  in  the  discussion  of  the  papers.  Mr.  N.  H. 
Martin,    of    Newcastle-on-Tyne,    Past-President   of  the

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  was  present  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Association,  and  was  able  to  give  information  on 
several  points  concerning  pharmacy  practice  in  Great  Britain. 
Mr.  Martin  mentioned  that  he  had  been  a  member  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association  for  twenty  years. 

The  President-elect  of  the  A. P.  A.  is  Mr.  Joseph  L.  Lem- 
berger,  of  Lebanon,  Pa.  He  has  contributed  papers  on 
practical  subjects  to  the  Association  and  the  pharmaceutical 
Press,  and  conducts  his  pharmacy  on  conservative  lines — 
handling  few  side-lines. 

In  giving  abstracts  of  a  further  batch  of  the  papers  read  at 
the  meeting  we  first  briefly  refer  to 

The  President's  Address. 

Professor  J.  H.  Beale  in  his  address  thus  defined  adultera- 
tion : 

Every  addition  to  a  drug  or  medicine,  or  to  an  article  of 
food  or  drink,  and  every  subtraction  therefrom,  the  intent 
or  effect  of  which  is  to  deceive  the  purchaser  or  to  defraud 
him  of  his  money,  or  to  induce  him  to  pay  a  greater  price 
than  the  article  is  worth,  or  which  renders  the  substance 
less  efficient  as  a  medicine  or  less  wholesome  as  a  food,  is  a 
fraud  and  a  wrong. 

Laws  against  such  practices,  he  said,  cannot  be  too  severe 
nor  too  strictly  enforced.    In  so  far  as  the  adulteration 


President,  President-elect,  Officers  of  Committees,  and 
Members  of  the  Council. 


Statutes  accomplish  these  objects  they  must  command  our 
hearty  approval  and  loyal  support.  Both  the  ordinary  and 
the  legal  meanings  of  the  word  "adulteration"  have," how- 


ever, been  expanded  far  beyond  their  limits.  By  mere  legal 
definition  alone  acts  the  most  innocent,  and  not  only  inno- 
cent but  salutary,  had  been  turned  into  crimes  and  made 
punishable  as  such.  According  to  some  definitions,  the  in- 
dividual who  increased  the  purity  or  strength  of  his  product 
became  liable  to  the  law,  and  equally  guilty  in  its  sight  with 
the  man  who  dishonestly  abstracted  some  valuable  principle 
or  who  increased  his  profits  by  the  addition  of  some  less 
valuable  substance.  Pharmacists  have  actually  been  prose- 
cuted for  furnishing  articles  better  than  the  standard.  Pre- 
sident. Beale  is  an  advocate  of  the  use  of  preservatives  in 
foods.  Our  laws,  he  said,  are  upside  down  on  the  subject 
of  preservatives.  The  Government,  instead  of  hunting 
down  and  convicting  the  manufacturer  who  uses  a  harmless 
antiferment  in  proper  amount,  should  employ  its  resources 
in  detecting  and  punishing  the  man  who  is  so  careless  of  the 
public  health  as  to  send  his  products  into  the  market  without 
the  addition  of  a  preservative.  The  latter  part  of  the  ad- 
dress was  devoted  to  suggestions  for  improving  the  member- 
ship and  efficiency  of  the  Association.  The  abstracts  which 
follow  are  made  from  the  communications  to  the  various 
Sections — Educational,  Pharmacy,  and  Scientific  : 

Basham's  Mixture. 
By  F.  E.  Fisk,  Ph.G. 

In  a  paper  dealing  with  modifications  of  official  processes  the 
author  gave  the  following  extemporaneous  method  for  making 
Basham's  mixture,  the  freshness  of  the  liq.  amnion,  acet. 
and  the  use  of  glacial  acetic  acid  being  the  features  of  the 
process :

overcoming  the  turbidity,  if  any,  with  a  drop  or  more  of  the 
same  acid. 

Elixir  of  Thyme  with  Bromides  and  Atropine. 
By  M.  I.  Wilbcrt. 

Thyme  has  antiseptic,  antispasmodic,  expectorant,  sedative, 
[  and  tonic  properties,  but  little  or  no  practical  application  of 
these  several  properties  of  the  herb  itself  was  made  until  about 
five  or  six  years  ago,  when  a  German  proprietary  preparation, 
ostensibly  a  syrup  made  from  a  mixture  of  garden  thyme  and 
wild  thyme,  was  put  on  the  market  as  a  specific  in  pertussis  or 
whooping-cough.  Being  desirous  of  furnishing  something 
that  would  meet  the  demands  of  the  physicians  in  charge  of 
the  out-patient  department  of  the  Children's  Hospital  better 
than  the  preparation  made  from  the  fluid  extracts,  Mr. 
Wilbert  devised,  and  for  nearly  a  year  has  used,  the  following 
formula  for  an  elixir  of  thyme  with  bromides  and  atropine : 

Thyme    50 

Wild  thyme   50 

Potassium  bromide    8 

Sodium  brcmide    8 

Ammonium  bromide    4 

Atropine  sulphate   0.02 

Surar   20D 

Alcohol    20,    water   £0,  (  f  each 
enough  to  make   1.000  c.c. 

The  mixed  drugs,  in  moderately  fine  powder,  are  moistened 
with  150  c.c.  of  the  menstruum  and  allowed  to  stand  in  a 
closely  covered  dish  for  twenty  four  hours.  The  moist 
powder,  after  b?ing  thoroughly  well  stirred  ard  mixed,  is  then 
packed  moderately  tight  in  a  glass  percolator,  and  sufficient 
of  the  menstruum  is  then  allowed  to  percolate  through  it  to 
measure  about  750  c.c.  In  this  percolate  the  atropine  sulphate 
|  and  the  bromides  of  potassium,  sodium  and  ammonium  are 
!  dissolved.  The  resulting  solution  is  then  allowed  to  percolate 
through  the  sugar,  previously  placed  in  a  glass  percolator,  and 
sufficient  additional  percolate  from  the  thyme  mixture  is  sub- 
sequently added  to  make  the  total  quantity  of  the  resulting 
preparation  1,000  c.c. 

Each  teaspoonful  (5  c.c.)  represents  a  total  of  0.10  of  the 
mixed  bromides  and  0.0001  of  atropine  sulphate,  and  is 
accepted  as  the  usual  dose  for  a  child  ten  or  twelve  years  of 
age. 

Percolation  with  Hot  Alcohol. 
By  H.  M.  Gordin. 

I     Most  hot-extraction  apparatus  have  the  disadvantage  of 
being  costly  and  breakable,  and  are  generally  suited  for  small 
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amounts  of  drug  only.  Mr.  Gordin  has  devised  a  simple 
arrangement  which  consists  in  rolling  a  coil  of  rubber  tubing 
around  the  percolator  and  passing  a  stream  of  hot  water 
through  the  tubing  during  the  percolation.  The  water  can  be 
heated  in  a  separate  vessel  or  obtained  from  any  other  source, 
and  the  percolator  kept  well  covered  to  prevent  undue 
evaporation. 

A  Combination  Percolator  and  Shaking  Tube  for  the  Assay 
of  Alkaloidal  Drugs. 
By  H.  M.  Gordin. 

For  the  alkaloidal  assay  of  coca-leaves  the  U.S. P.  of  1900 
directs  to  shake  the  powdered  leaves  in  an  Erlenmeyer  flask 
with  a  mixture  of  ether,  chloroform,  and  ammonia,  and  then 
transfer  the  mixture  of  drug  and  liquid  to  a  small  percolator, 
in  which  the  drug  is  exhausted  by  percolation  with  ether- 
chloroform.  To  avoid  transferring  the  author  has  devised  a 
simple  apparatus,  by  means  of  which  both  the  shaking  and 
the  percolation  of  the  drug  with  the  ethereal  liquid  can  be 
carried  out  in  one  and  the  same  vessel.  The  apparatus  con- 
sists of  a  cylindrical  tube  20  cm.  long  and  2^  cm.  inner 
diameter.  This  tube  is  surmounted  at  one  end  by  a  short, 
narrower  tube,  1  cm.  long  and  If  cm.  inner  diameter,  and  at 
the  other  end  by  another  short  tube,  3  cm.  long  and  1^  cm. 
inner  diameter.  At  the  juncture  of  this  tube  with  the  body  of 
the  apparatus  there  are  three  identations  in  the  glass.  The 
tube  is  made  of  strong  glass  1  mm.  thick.  The  tube  is  used 
in  the  following  way  :  A  piece  of  cotton  is  placed  in  a  small 
piece  of  cheese-cloth,  and  then  pushed  up  into  the  narrower, 
.short  tube,  so  that  the  plug  reaches  the  indentations  and  closes 
the  tube  rather  tightly.  The  plug  is  then  followed  by  a  pellet 
-of  cotton,  and  the  tube  closed  by  a  good  perforated  cork, 
through  which  passes  a  thin  glass  stop-cock.  After  closing  the 
stop-cock  the  drug  is  weighed  out  directly  into  the  tube 
through  the  open,  wider  end,  and,  after  adding  the  liquid 
and  corking,  the  whole  can  be  thoroughly  shaken  without  fear 
that  the  cotton  plug  will  be  dislodged.  After  shaking  the  tube 
-the  prescribed  length  of  time  it  is  set  with  the  stop-cock 
downwards,  and  after  the  drug  has  settled  the  apparatus  is 
used  like  an  ordinary  percolator,  regulating  the  flow  as 
desired.  When  the  percolation  is  finished  the  drug  can  be 
distributed  over  the  whole  tube  by  gentle  shaking,  and  the 
menstruum  absorbed  in  the  drug  distilled  off  by  surrounding 
the  tube  with  a  coil  of  rubber  tubing,  through  which  passes  a 
stream  of  warm  water,  and  connecting  the  wider  end  of  the 
tube  with  a  good  cooler.  The  dimensions  given  above  are 
suitable  for  10  grams  of  leaves. 

Estimation  of  Caseine. 
By  H.  V.  Arny. 
Precipitation  with  1-20  normal  solution  of  alum  is  satis- 
factory for  rough  work,  but  the  end  of  the  reaction  is  too 
obscure  for  accurate  results  ;  the  only  indicator,  haematoxylin, 
not  being  sufficiently  sensitive.  Precipitation  of  caseine  with 
ferric-alum  solution,  using  potassium  ferrocyanide  and 
sulphocyanide  solutions  as  the  "spotting"  indicator,  was 
tried.  No  colouration  at  moment  of  complete  precipitation ; 
in  fact,  not  until  all  the  albumin  was  converted  into  soluble 
ferric  albuminate.  Addition  of  acids  prevents  formation  of 
the  albuminate  and  causes  colouration  at  about  the  point  of 
complete  precipitation  of  caseine,  but  at  best  end  reaction  is 
obscure.  Feasible  process  consists  in  mixing  a  definite 
amount  of  decinormal  ferric-alum  solution  with  a  definite 
amount  of  milk,  estimating  the  amount  of  ferric  alum  in  an 
aliquot  part  of  the  filtrate,  by  treatment  with  potassium 
iodide,  hydrochloric  acid,  and  titration  with  decinormal 
sodium  thiosulphate,  and  from  figures  obtained  calculating  the 
amount  of  ferric  alum  required  for  precipitation  of  the  milk. 

Japanese  Lac:  an  Exudation  from  Rhus  Vernicifera. 
By  A.  B.  Stevens. 

One  might  conclude  from  the  title  of  this  paper  that  it 
would  be  of  greater  interest  to  the  painter  than  to  the 
chemist,  but  there  are  reasons  why  it  is  of  special  interest  to 
the  _  latter.  (1)  Because  it  contains  a  non-volatile  poison 
similar  to,  if  not  identical  with,  poison  ivy.  (2)  It  contains  a 
gum  said  to  be  identical  with  gum  arabic.  (3)  It  contains  a 
soluble  enzyme  which  acts  as  an  oxidizing  agent.  (4)  The  lac 
when  hardened,  by  the  action  of  the  enzyme,  is  the  most  in- 
destructible of  any  known  lac,  resisting  the  action  of  acid, 
alkalies,  and  the  ordinary  solvents,  such  as  alcohol  and  ether. 
The  latter  fact  makes  the  lac  especially  serviceable  in  the 
manufacture  of  various  utensils,  such  as  developing-trays. 
Trade  Subjects  in  Colleges. 
By  Oscar  Oldberg. 

The  manufactured  products  which  the  pharmacist  must 
supply  to  the  public  include  rubber  goods,  glassware,  certain 
surgical  implements  and  appliances,  dietetic  preparations  for 
infants  and  invalids,  and  many  other  articles  for  the  sick- 
room and  the  sanitary  appointments  of  the  home.    The  soap 


and  the  dusting-powder  for  the  nursery,  the  rubber  sheet,  the 
catheter,  the  champagne  tap,  and  any  other  article  needed 
for  the  sick-room ;  disinfectants  and  antiseptics ;  bandages 
and  dressings;  the  graduated  medicine  glass — all  are  and 
should  be  found  at  the  pharmacy.  But  the  pharmacist  must 
not  only  have  these  articles  for  sale.  He  must,  in  addition, 
know  enough  about  them  to  render  intelligent  service.  He 
must  know  what  the  market  affords,  and  be  able  to  answer 
proper  questions  and  give  intelligent  advice.  As  it  is  not 
always  possible  to  obtain  a  sufficient  acquaintance  with  these 
goods  in  the  ordinary  course  of  training,  the  schools  of 
pharmacy  ought  to  include  in  their  courses  of  instruction  as 
much  practical  information  of  this  character  as  possible.  The 
pharmaceutical  schools  should  provide  instructors  specially 
fitted  or  trained  to  impart  this  practical  information,  and  all 
students  should  have  ample  opportunity  to  see  a  sufficient 
variety  of  all  the  several  classes  of  manufactured  products 
which,  as  assistants  and  masters  of  pharmacies,  they  will  be 
called  upon  to  handle. 

Shop  Hints. 
By  T.  D.  McElhenie. 

The  author  gave  an  outline  of  his  system  of  storing  small 
packages  of  synthetic  and  m.scellaneous  drugs,  which  might 
easily  be  copied  in  any  shop  having  a  space,  say,  2  ft.  wide 
and  7  ft.  high.  The  carpenter  made  an  uprignt  cupboard 
Vg  ft.  high,  outside  widtn  2£g  in.,  inside  iUg,  depth  b  in., 
fifteen  shelves  of  5-in.  stuff — t£  in.  apart.  Procure  seventy- 
five  of  the  winged  tin  boxes  used  by  cieabury  &  Johnson  for 
100  mustard-lea ves,  and  nt  these  bo-n.es,  111  alphabetical 
arrangement,  with  all  the  small  vials  of  extracts,  essential  oils, 
synthetics,  etc.  The  door  of  the  cupboard  is  like  a  trunk  lid, 
3  in.  deep,  strongly  hinged  on,  and  has  ten  shelves,  on  which 
are  arranged  alphabetically  all  the  fluid  extracts  that  are  in 
b-oz.  vials  or  less. 

Another  point  mentioned  by  Mr.  McElhenie  was  that  for 
heating-operations  he  saves  gas  by  burning  up  waste  paper, 
hay,  broken  boxes,  in  a  stove  fitted  with  concentric  rings  to 
take  various  sizes  of  saucepans  and  dishes. 

The  author  also  stated  that  he  had  been  in  the  habit  of 
adding  5  per  cent,  glycerin  to  tinct.  iodini  and  tinct.  ferri 
chlor.  For  the  first  it  prevents  the  skin  from  getting  hard 
and  brittle  and  cracking,  if  a  number  of  applications  are  made 
on  the  same  spot.  For  the  second,  it  prevents  the  crusting  of 
the  nock  of  the  bottle  with  oxide,  and  makes  it  easier  to  clean. 

Storing  Linseed. 
By  Wm.  Mittelbach. 

To  keep  linseed  free  from  insect-pests  the  author  advocates 
as  a  container  a  tin  can  with  a  close-fitting  top.  At  the  bottom 
of  the  can  place  a  small  vial  of  chloroform  with  a  loose-fitting 
cork  stopper.  Then  pour  the  linseed,  whole  or  ground,  into 
the  can,  covering  the  vial.  Enough  of  the  chloroform  will 
escape  from  the  vial  to  kill  such  insects  as  infest  the  linseed.

NOT  the  least  advantage  of  being  associated  with  a  busi- 
ness which  one's  great-grandfather  was  in  is  that  now 
and  then  some  rich  pearl  of  antiquity  comes  to  light  among 
one's  belongings.  This  was  the  thought  which  occurred  to 
us  the  other  day  when  Mr.  Arthur  Le  Blanc  Newbery  told 
us  that  he  had  unearthed 

An  Original  Bottle  of  Turlington's  Balsam. 
"  Why,  that  goes  back  to  early  in  the  eighteenth  century," 
we  said;   "Turlington's  Balsam  is  one  of  the  things  that 
compound  tincture  of  benzoin  now  stands  for.    We  should 
like  to  photograph  the  bottle." 

"Would  you?  I  know  you  like  these  things.  I'll  bring 
it  to  42  one  day  next  week." 

Here  it  is,  shown  on  reduced  scale.  The  bottle  is  exactly 
3  inches  high,  If  inch  at  the  widest  part,  and  |  inch  thick. 


It  looks  like  an  amber  glass  bottle,  but  the  colour  is  due  to 
the  deposit  of  resinous  matter  on  the  inside.  There  is  still 
liquid  in  it  which  just  covers  the  word  "  Patent."  On  the 
sides  of  the  bottle  are  the  words  "  LONDON  "  and  "  Jany  26 
1754."  The  bottle  is  corked,  but  one  can  smell  the  odour  of 
Siam  benzoin  most  distinctly.  The  liquid  is  syrupy  in  consis- 
tency, but  otherwise  like  compound  tincture  of  benzoin. 

This  medicine  is  a  very  old  favourite.  It  is  specified  in 
the  Schedule  to  the  Medicine-stamp  Act,  1812,  and  Mr. 
Alpe  in  his  book  put  the  year  1741  to  it  as  the  date  of  the 
patent,  but  in  his  list  of  patents  for  medicines  ("Handy- 
book,"  p.  129)  he  gives  the  year  1744  as  that  in  which 
Robert  Turlington  got  his  patent  for  Balsam  of  Life.  It 
will  be  seen  that  the  year  1754  is  given  on  the  bottle.  The 
specification  is  dated  January  18  and  May  10,  1744,  and 
subjoined  is  the  official  record  :

Turlington's  Specification. 


Robert  Turlington,  of  London.  Merchant.  Whereas,  . 
King  George  II.  by  His  Letters  Patent  .  .  .  bearing  date 
the  18th  day  of  January  in  the  17th  year  of  his  reign  &c. 
"A  Specifick  Balsam,  called  the  Balsam  of  Life." 

Take  of  storax  five  pounds,  coriander  seeds  one  pound, 
aloes  two  pounds  and  half,  fennell  one  pound,  mastick 
one  pound  and  half,  cardamums  one  pound  and  half, 
frankinsence  one  pound  and  half,  aniseeds  one  pound, 
benjamin  five  pounds,  angilica  one  pound,  gum  elemy 
seven  pounds,  cinnamon  two  pounds,  guiacum  three 
pounds,  cloves  one  pound,  myrrh  six  pounds,  nuttmeggs 
eight  ounces,  araback  eight  pounds,  winter  bark  one 
pound,  perue  balsam  five  pounds,  nettle  seeds  one  pound 
and  half,  tolue  one  pound,  juniper  one  pound,  safron  one 
pound,  mace  four  ounces,  oyle  eight  pounds,  Saint  John 
wort  eight  pounds,  marsh  mallows  four  pounds.  Distill 
and  digest  the  same  with  a  quantity  sufficient  of  rectifyed 
spirits  in  a  glass  vehicle,  untill  the  same  become  a  balsam, 
on  a  sand  heat  or  slow  fire,  which  said  balsam  is  to  be 
taken  in  any  liquid,  thirty  or  forty  drops  at  a  time, 


according  to  the  nature  of  the  patient's  disorder,  and  to  be 
repeated  as  often  as  occasion  requires,  which  will  cure 
the  stone,  gravel,  cholick,  and  inward  weakness." 

"  In  witness  whereof  I,  .  .  .  have  hereunto  sett  my  hand 
and  seal,  this  10th  day  of  May  1744,  in  the  17th  year  of  the 
reign  of  King  George  II." 
In  the  British  Museum  Library  there  is  a  copy  of  a  pam- 
phlet by  Robert  Turlington,  dated  "London,  1748,"  which 
sets  forth  that — 

"...  Turlington's  Balsam  of  Life  is  prepared  and  sold 
by  the  Patentee  .  .  .  The.  efficacy  and  virtues  of  which 
.  .  .  are  exemplified  ...  in  this  book." 
The  "  National  Formulary"  gives  a  formula  for  the  pre- 
paration, the  same  serving  also  for  Balsam um  Traumaticuni, 
Vulnerary  Balsam,  and  Friar's  Balsam.  Now,  Friar's 
balsam  is  of  later  origin  than  Turlington's,  the  patent  for 
it  having  been  obtained  by  Robert  Grubb  in  1777.  It  con- 
sisted of  calomel,  purging  antimony,  guaiacum-wood, 
Peruvian  balsam,  extract  of  hemlock,  white  sugar  candy, 
oil  of  sassafras,  tartaric  acid,  and  gum  arabic.  Obviously 
it  differs  materially  from  Robert  Turlington's  balsam.  For 
the  latter  the  demand  spread  all  over  the  world  :  we  have 
had  inquiries  about  it  from  Germany ;  it  still  is  sold  in 
.South  Africa  as  a  Dutch  medicine  (but  that  may  have 
originated  from  some  other  of  the  dozen  balsams  of  life, 
although  it  is  recognised  in  South  Africa  as  "  Turlington  ")  ; 
and  in  America  is  was  so  much  in  demand  seventy  years  or  so 
ago  that  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy  adopted  the

Much  more  could  be  said  of  this  interesting  relic,  and 
doubtless  some  of  the  antiquarian-inclined  of  our  readers 
may  supplement  these  remarks ;  but  we  have  some  other 
curiosities  of  Mr.  Newbery's  to  deal  with.   One  is  a  bill  paid 


(Original  84  in.  x  5  in.) 

by  his  grandfather  for  cephalic  snuff.  The  facsimile  which 
we  give  is  much  reduced.  It  is  printed  on  paper  similar  to 
that  used  for  Bank  of  England  notes,  and  the  water-mark  is 
"  Benjamin  Collins,  Salisbury  Bank,"  with  ornamentation. 
It  is  endorsed  "Reed  for  Staples  Dimsdale  &  Co.,  B.  Bar- 
nard." The  date  is  February  12,  1780. 

Profits  on  Patents — Then  and  Now. 
There  was  a  large  business  done  in  cephalic  snuff  in  those 
days.    Mr.  Francis  Newbery  was  the  agent  for  it,  and  Mr. 
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Benjamin  Collins,  of  Salisbury,  the  proprietor.  We  have 
before  us  the  accounts  for  1777  and  1778,  the  sales  in  the 
former  year  being  3,426  doz.  at  4s.  =  685Z.  4s.,  and  in  the 
latter  3,416  doz.  =  683?.  4s.  The  debtor  side  of  the  accounts 
shows  that  Mr.  Collins  and  Mr.  Newbery  divided  the  profits 
between  them.   This  is  the  one  for  1777  :

The  net  profits  in  1778  were  281Z.  8s.  3c?.,  less  having  been 
ipaid  on  advertising.  How  do  these  profits  compare  with 
what  are  now  made  in  the  proprietary-medicine  business  ? 
It  is  a  notable  fact  that  the  snuff  cost  half  as  much  to  make 
as  it  was  sold  at  wholesale.  Perhaps  someone  who  knows 
Salisbury  can  tell  us  who  Mr.  Benjamin  Collins  was. 
Staples,  Dimsdale  &  Co.'s  banking  business  was  in  more 
recent  times  carried  on  by  Dimsdale,  Prescott,  Cave  &  Co., 
and  has  now  merged  into  the  Union  of  London  &  Smiths 
Bank,  Ltd.,  and  Mr.  Ernest  W.  Barnard  (a  descendant,  we 
understand,  of  the  endorser  of  the  bill)  is  one  of  the  direc- 
tors. The  Right  Hon.  Sir  J.  C.  Dimsdale,  Bart.,  the 
Chamberlain  of  London,  is  one  of  the  banking  family. 

We  have  also  before  us  an  1809  invoice  for  cephalic  snuff, 
"2  doz.  11.  Is.  stamps  3s.,"  bought  by  Messrs.  Humbert  & 
•Co.  of  F.  Newbery  &  Sons.  As  it  is  somewhat  torn  we  re- 
produce a  similar  bill-heading  of  earlier  date  (October  30, 
1802)  :

The  separate  charges  for  stamps  are  curious. 

Payment  of  Medicine  Stamp-duty. 
There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  the  original  idea  was  that 
the  medicine  stamp-duty  should  be  a  payment  to  the  Revenue 
by  unqualified  medicine-vendors.  Before  they  could  engage 
in  the  sale  of  medicines  they  had  to  pay  21.  for  a  licence, 
and  they  had  to  send  to  the  Revenue  Commissioners  every 
wrapper  which  was  to  enclose  a  medicine,  and  pay  for  the 
stamping  of  each  wrapper  according  to  the  retail  value  of 
the  medicine.  Then  the  wrappers  were  stamped.  The  1802 
Act  (under  which  the  duties  are  now  chargeable)  states  that 
the  duties  shall  be  paid  by  the  owners  and  proprietors,  or 
makers  and -compounders,  or  original  and  first  vendors,  thus 
upholding  the  original  principle.  But  the  owners,  etc.,  were 
quick  to  pass  on  the  charge  of  duty  to  the  wholesaler,  who 
in  his  turn  took  it  out  of  the  retailer,  and  he  from  the 
public.  In  the  earlier  days  they  must  have  been  doubtful 
about  the  legality  of  this  procedure.  The  question  was  (and 
"  is,"  for  that  matter),  Should  a  medicine  which  the  retailer 
pays  2s.  Qd.  for  not  bear  a  6rf.  stamp  ?  They  got  over  that  in 
the  first  instance  by  charging  separately  for  the  medicine  and 
the  duty.  The  above  invoice  shows  this,  and  we  add  several 
old  advertisements  from  1787  numbers  of  the  "London

West  of  Scotland  School  of  Phaemacy  students  had  a 
splendid  day's  botanising  on  Monday  on  the  island  which  Mr. 
Cameron  Corbett  has  just  presented  to  Glasgow.  Mr.  Barrie, 
principal  of  the  School,  acted  as  "guide,  philosopher  and 
friend." 

South  London  School  of  Phaemacy. — The  Free  Open 
Entrance  Scholarship  offered  by  this  school  has  been  awarded 
this  year  to  Mr.  H.  C.  Freestone,  of  Brondesbury.  Seven 
gentlemen  and  one  lady  competed,  and  the  examiner's  report 
shows  that  the  papers  submitted  by  the  first  five  candidates 
were  well  above  the  average  of  those  sent  in  during  the  four 
years  this  scholarship  has  been  competed  for.  The  scholar- 
ship entitles  the  holder  to  free  tuition  at  the  school  for  one 
scholastic  year. 

Sie  John  Cass  Technical  Institute,  Jewry  Street,  Aldgate, 
London,  E.C. — The  winter  work  at  this  Institute  commencing 
on  September  25  includes  University  courses  in  science  for 
"  internal  students,"  for  which  the  fees  for  five  years'  study, 
from  Matriculation  to  the  Final  only,  amount  to  52.  5s. 
Ordinary  classes  in  chemistry  and  physics  are  also  held  at  a 
uniform  fee  of  7s.  6c2.  per  session  (10s.  for  non-members)  for 
all  grades.  Dr.  Geo.  Senter,  Ph.C,  is  to  repeat  in  1906  his 
lectures  on  physical  chemistry. 

Northampton  Institute  (City  Polytechnic),  St.  John  Street 
Road,  London,  E.C. — Day  courses  in  technical  optics  depart- 
ment of  the  Clerkenwell  branch  of  the  City  Polytechnic 
commence  on  Monday,  October  2,  and  include  partial  courses, 
extending  over  three  years,  which  only  require  two  morning 
attendances  weekly.  Entrance  examinations  for  the  day 
courses  will  be  held  on  September  27  and  28.  The  evening 
optical  courses  open  on  September  25.  Evening  classes  in 
technical  chemistry  (electro-chemistry  and  metallurgy)  are 
also  available  at  low  fees. 

Caeelessness  at  the  Examination. — We  quote  the  following 
errors  from  an  account  of  the  Minor  examination  as  a  warn- 
ing to  students  that  such  things  are  observed  by  examiners  and 
imply  loss  of  marks : 

(1)  Spt.  Ether.  Nit. ;  (2)  Inf.  quassia;  (3)  Glycerine;  (4)  Hyrt. 
Ammon.  Chlor.  grs.  xx. ;  (5)  Strychnini  -gs  ;  (b)  Phosphorus 
(7)  Pill  Phosphori  P.P.  These  are  from  Latin  prescriptions. 
In  No.  4  we  have  an  exceedingly  common  error — viz.,  "  grs." 
as  a  contraction  for  the  word  grana.  Most  students  in  read- 
ing gr.  xx.  say  "  grains  twenty,"  whereas  it  should  either  be 
"  grana_  viginti  "  or  "twenty  grains."  We  may  also  repeat 
the  reminder  that  the  use  of  equations — e.g.,  NH3  when  am- 
monia is  meant — is  bad  form  and  bad  chemistry. 

University  of  Sheffield. — The  science  prospectus  has  just 
been  issued  and  gives  particulars  of  day  and  evening  classes. 
In  chemistry  Dr.  A.  W.  Meldrum  will  give  a  preliminary 
course  of  lectures  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  at  9.30  a.m.  ;  fee 
21.  12s.  6c2.  Professor  Wynne  will  take  the  degree  course  each 
morning  except  Wednesday  and  Saturday  at  9.30,  the  lectures 
for  the  first  year  costing  41.  4s.  The  second  and  third  years 
will  be  devoted  to  organic  chemistry  (11.  lis.  bd.),  general  and 
physical  chemistry  by  Mr.  W.  E.  S.  Zomer,  M.Sc,  B.Sc. 
(II.  lis.  bd.),  history  of  chemistry  by  Dr.  Meldrum  (11.  Is.) ; 
and  in  general,  physical,  and  organic  chemistry  there  are  to  be 
two  courses  of  ten  lectures  each  on  industrial  branches;  fee 
12s.  bd.  per  course.  The  laboratories  are  to  be  open  daily ; 
fee  52.  5s.  for  six  hours  per  week  during  a  session.  Courses 
of  lectures  on  botany  are  also  arranged — e.g.,  elementary  by 
Professor  Denny,  Monday  at  twelve,  practical  on  Thursdavs 
at  the  same  hour;  fee  21.  12s.  bd.  The  evening  classes  include 
ptactical  physics  and  lectures  on  radiation  (Friday,  8  p.m., 
fee  10s.  bd.),  chemistry,  practical  and  lectures  (Mondays, 
7.30  p.m.,  fee  10s,  bd.),  and  botany,

A  New  Russian  PnARMACOPom. — The  Board  of  Health 
of  the  Russian  Ministry  of  the  Interior  has  decided  to  have 
a  new  edition  of  the  Russian  Pharmacopoeia.  The  com- 
mittee of  the  St.  Petersburg  Pharmaceutical  Society  for 
scientific  questions  has  now  laid  proposals  before  the  other 
Russian  professional  societies. 

Counterfeit  Soap  in  Japan. — A  specially  appointed  agenfc 
who  has  been  assigned  to  investigate  trade  conditions  in 
China  and  Japan  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  Government 
writes  from  Yokohama  that  it  is  absolutely  imperative  for 
all  goods  with  American  trade-marks  to  have  the  wording  of 
the  trade-marks  printed  in  Chinese  characters.  Counter- 
feiting of  brands  is  practisedto  a  large  degree,  and  in  a  most 
ingenious  manner.  For  instance,  Colgate's  soap  appears  on 
the  counterfeit  brand  as  "  Culgate's  soap." 

Platinum  in  Colorado. — Platinum  in  paying  quantities 
has  been  discovered  near  Buena  Vista.  A  letter  from  the 
United  States  geological  survey,  addressed  to  William  G. 
Zeigler,  who  made  the  discovery,  informing  him  of  the  result 
of  the  test  made  on  samples  he  had  sent  them,  has  been 
shown.  The  claims,  says  the  "  New  York  Commercial," 
are  located  two  miles  up  the  Arkansas  River,  and  it  is  stated 
that  platinum  will  be  produced  in  such  quantities  in  this 
district  as  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  world  to  this  locality. 

"  Pharmacies  and  Grocery  Stores  "  is  the  title  heading 
a  letter  of  complaint  which  appeared  in  a  recent  issue  of  the 
' '  Pharmatzevtitcheski  Journal  "  saying  that  no  interest  is  so 
little  protected  in  Russia  as  that  of  the  country  pharmacist, 
particularly  in  the  centre  of  Russia.  He  gets  no  prescrip- 
tions to  dispense,  for  the  local  hospitals  give  all  medicines 
free  of  charge.  As  for  retail  trade,  he  is  shut  out  from  that 
by  unqualified  shopkeepers  who  have  nothing  in  common 
with  a  pharmacy,  and  who  do  even  a  wholesale  drug-trade, 
and  recently  have  begun  to  deal  in  complicated  pharma- 
ceutical preparations.  The  pharmacist's  only  chance  is  to  da 
business  at  night. 

Labelling  New  Remedies. — The  President  of  the  Ger- 
man Apotheker-Verein  has,  in  conjunction  with  the  Presi- 
dents of  the  Swiss  Apotheker-Verein,  the  General  Austrian 
Apotheker-Verein,  and  the  Austrian  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety, sent  a  circular  to  forty  German,  eight  Swiss,  and 
ten  Austrian  chemical  works,  asking  them  to  place  on  all 
medicinal  preparations,  if  not  pharmacopceial,  a  label  or 
circular  containing  all  the  particulars  interesting  to  phar- 
macists as  clearly  set  out  as  possible—namely,  (a)  com- 
mercial and  exact  chemical  name,  (6)  typical  identity  re- 
actions, (c)  melting-  and  boiling-points,  (d)  solubility,  (e) 
special  incompatibilities,  (/)  dose  and  action,  and  (g)  pre- 
cautionary measures  for  keeping  the  preparations.  The 
"  Apotheker  Zeitung"  adds  that  a  wish  is  also  expressed 
in  the  circular  that  if  a  preparation  should  have  to  be  sub- 
jected to  a  high  temperature — e.g.,  in  sterilisation — reliable 
information  as  to  the  action  of  such  temperature  should  be 
given ;  further,  that  expensive  chemicals,  only  used  in 
minute  doses,  should  be  sent  out  in  smaller  original 
packages. 


TRADE  TABS. 

The  exports  of  olive  oil  from  Mogador  during  1904 
amounted  to  1,485  tons  (43,4272.),  against  1,579  tons  (43,6732.) 
during  1903.  Of  beeswax,  150  tons  (19,4302.)  were  exported, 
compared  with  151  tons  (18,9972.)  during  1903. 

Drugs  valued  at  5,5002.  were  imported  into  Damascus 
during  1904,  compared  with  3.8002.  and  5,2002.  in  1902  and 
1903  respectively.  France  and  Germany  supplied  70  per  cent., 
the  United  Kingdom,  Austria-Hungary,  and  Italy  30  per 
cent. 

An  important  trade  in  red  mangrove-bark  is  springing  up 
on  the  East  Coast  of  Africa,  mainly  the  result  of  German 
enterprise.  From  Portuguese  East  Africa  during  1903-4 
12,105  tons  was  exported.  The  extract  of  the  bark  is  used  for 
tanning-purposes. 

Cretan  Deug  and  Chemical  Teade. — An  Austro-Hungariao 
consular  report  from  Canea  on  the  trade  of  Crete  for  1904 
states  that  in  pharmaceutical  products  and  medicines  France, 
Italy,  and  Germany  supply  the  demand.  Expert  drug 
travellers  from  these  countries  visit  Crete  every  year.  The 
number  of  medical  men  and  pharmacies  has  increased.
